I.-THE PE8HWA. 


Smitaji, the founder of the MahratU power, be^n his career ae a 
bandit at the early age of eeventeeo, and at the time of hie death in 1682j 
he bad established his jwwer over the greater part of the Konkan. He had 
few pretensione beyond thoee of a euoces^ rebel against the drtUning Mnham- 
madao power.* Most of hie possessions were wrested from his son and sac- 
cessor Sambh*yl, who was taken piisoner by Auiaagaeb and crnelly put to 
death, and whose eon, Shaba or Shobuji, was carried into captivity. Bat the 
efforts of the Emperor to subdue the Mahrattas, in which he persevered till hie 
death in 1707, were nnarailing. For although he eoweeded in taking most of 
their forts, the Mahrattas under different leaders revenged and enriched them^ 
selves by incursions into the imperial domioiona, and overran tbs whole country 
aontb of the Narbada. The ill.jndged bigotry of Anrangseb, in provoking by 
religious persecution the Eajput Princes of Malwa, favoured the oanse of the 
Mabiatta invaders. But it was chiefly during the weak reign of Muhammad 
Shah that the Mahratta supremacy was extended. 

Shahu ji was relwscd from captivity on the death of Anrangzeb, but on his 
return to the Deccan, he found himsslf opposed by his cousin Shivoji, and his 
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ADDt Taa Bai, He succeeded, thiongh the abilitj of bie mimstw Balaji 
Viahwaoeth, in reootering hie rights. Being addicted to ease aad pleasure, 
Shahuji, aomiuall; the heed of the Mabratta power, established himself at 
Satara, of which place his successors became titular Bejaa; while the real 
authoritj aad actual supremacy in the Mahratta confederacy dcTolved on 
Balaji, in whose family the office of Peshwa became hereditary, as offices 
under the Mabratta rule usually did. 

Bajaji Visbwanatb died in April 17i0, aod was sueoeedetl by bis eon Baji 
Rao who held office for twenty years. The armies of Baji Rac ravaged Guja* 
rat, and completely reduced Malwa, of which province be was created Subadar 
by the Emperor of Delhi. Baji Rao wss mded in this by the policy of the 
Kizam, who wished to interpose the MahratCae as a barrier between the Court 
of Delhi and his own possessions, After overrunniug Bpcdelkbaad and Hia. 
dustan, andeiacticg a promise of cbaubh ora fourth of the revenue of the Delhi 
Empire, Baji Rao returned to bis aoutbera possesaons. He died in 1740 on 
the banks of the Karhada, when marching to renew hia depredations in Hi&> 
dastan. A year before bis death the British Government concluded witi him 
a Treaty (Ko. I), which wes principally of a commercial nature. 

Baji Bao left three sous: Balajl fieji Rao, Bagboba, and Sbameher Baba, 
dur, an illegitimate son by a Mnhammadat) woman. The last succeeded to the 
Pesbwa's possessions in Buadelkhund, aud his desceudanta bvcame tbe titular 
Kawabs of Benda. Balaji Baji Rao, commonly called Nana Sahib, soeceedsd 
bis father in tbe office of Peahwa, after some opposition from Braghoji Bbonsla 
and tbe G&ekwar, and on his accession he went through the un fH^l r ceremony of 
reomvlDg investiture from the bands of the nominal Raja, Sbabu. He was of 
an inaclave disposition, and entrusted his ratemal government to his cousin 
Sadashiv Rao Bbao, and the command of hia armies to bis brother Ragbonath 
Eao or Raghoba. In 1766 an Agreement (No. II) was made with BalajL 
Bao for an expedition to reduce the power of Angria, who had estahUebed bis 
authority on the Konkan coast within the Mabratta territory, and had become 
so formidable by his piratical depredations that the BriUsb Govemment found 
it necessary to take vigorons measures for bis destruction, in which they were 
willingly assisted by the Mahrattas, The strongholds of tbe pirates and their 
treasure were captured by a combined force under Clive aad Admiral Wat»n 
in 1766, On tbe conclueiou of the expedition a Treaty (No. Ill}was made 
with the Peshwa, which, besides secuxing certain commercial advantages, 
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excluded the Dutch from the tmde o! the MahmtU dominioDa, and gave the 
£nglieh poasessicn cf ten villages, inoluding Banket. 

In the time of Baji Kao, the Chiefs Sindhis and Holkar bad risen from 
low positions to be the principal leaders of the Mahratte amiea under Ragbobs. 
The whole of Malwa was divided between them and a few j8gird8«,o£ whom 
Aaand Rao Puar of Dbar was the priiidpol. The Mahratta influence was 
DOW supreme at Delhi, where the disseosioos of the court had invited their 
interference. In 3758 the Mahratta conqyests were extended as far as Lahore 
and Multan by Raghola. But these aggressions provoked the fifth invasion 
of Ahmad Shah Abdali, at whose bands the Mahrattos sustained a disastrous 
defeat at Panipnt, which for a time destroyed their power in Northern India. 
This defeat was to some extent occasioned by a temporary exchange of fonc- 
tioDS between Raghoba and Sadasbiv Rao Bbao. The Peshwa survived this 
disaster only a few months. 

Nana Sahib was succeeded by his second son Mad bar Rao Ballal, then 17 
years of age, uoder the regency of his node Raghoba. Shortly after his 
accossioD, his territories were threatened by tbe Nizam, and the Peshwa became 
desirous to settle some existing disputes with the British, which had arisen iu 
consequence of attacks made on the Sidi of Janjira, an ally of the British 
Government. The disputes were adjusted by Treaty (No. IV). Negotiatione 
were also entered into by the Mahrattns with a view to obtun military 
assistance from the British, but they were suddenly broken off, the Mahrattos 
having in the meantime come to terms with the Nizam. 

Raghoba long endeavoured to keep Madhav Rao in a state of depeodence, 
bat the talents and address of the latter enabled him to assume the admiaistra- 
rion, which he held for eleven years. He died in 1772 without issue. The year 
before his death the influence of the Mahrattas was re^Uhliehed in Upper 
India by Siodhia, who overran RohiJkhand, detached the Emperor Shah Alam 
from alliance with the Eoglieb, and replaced him on the throne of Delhi, where 
he held him in a state of tutelage. 

The death of Madhav Rao was followed by the murder of bis brother and 
eacceesor Narayan Rao, and the neurpatidn of Raghoba. A revolutionary 
party was formed by the chief roinisters of the State in favour of Oaaga Bai, 
widow of Narayan Rao, who, after her husband’s murder, gave birth to a eon, 
Madhav Rao Narayan. Raghoba, on the other band, strengthened bia position 
by negotiations with Sindhia, Holkar and the British. Seiog deserted by 
Sindhia and Holkar, Raghoba was glad to pur chase the assistance of tb^ 
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British ceding Baaaeio, the island cf Solsettc, aod other islands oo the Bom* 
bay eosst, which they bad long but unsuccessfully endeaToured to obtain, and 
of wbieh they bad recently taheo poseessioD in anticipaifon of the places 
being occupied by the Portuguese. The arraDgements made were reduced 
ou the 6tb March 1775 to the form of a Treaty (No. V); out of which arose 
the drst Mahratta war. 

The force sent to asaist Bagboha gained some unimportant successes, 
which so pleased Eagboba that he presented to the English the districts 
of Eansot and Amod^ then estimated to yield Bupeea 2,77,000 a year. 
But the snecesses of E^hoba were sbort-lived. The Supreme Govern meat in 
Bengal disapproved of the treaty with him, declared it invalid, and deputed 
Colonel Upton to negotiate with the ruling ministerial party at Poona. 
On the let March 1776 Colonel Upton concluded the Treaty of Puran. 
dhar (No. V!); hut two of its articles were afterwards erased by mutual 
consent, and an additional clause was added. This treaty established peace 
between tbs Britiab Government and the ministerial party, and dissolved the 
alliance with Raghoba, who voinly attempted to maintain the alHance by 
offering to cede the whole of IConkau and ten per cent, of all the jogirs of the 
Mabratta Empire. 

In the meantime the ministerial party split into two faction s-^oe beaded 
by Nana Farnavis and Sindhia, in support of the young Pesli wa; and the other 
by Moroba, the cousin of Nana Farnavis, who was supported by Holkar and 
the adherents of Baghoba at Poona. By the vsmUation of Holkar the 
party of Naua Farnavis gained the asoendancy* Naua Farnavis not only 
obstructed the fulfilment of the treaty of Purondbar, but was believed 
to have made a aecret agreement with the French, which endangered the 
possessions of the English in the west of lodia; and, as Moroha’s party invited 
tbs co-operation of the English, it was resolved to make a new alliance 
with Ragboba on the terms of the treaty of 1776, bnt on the understanding 
that he was to be placed in power merely as regent for the young Pesbwa 
during bis minority. The new Treaty (No. Vll) with Roghoba waa con. 
eluded on the 24tb November 1778. 

The Bombay troops, wbioh were to establish Baghoba iu the regency, 
advanced towards* Poona without waiting for the oolunu wbiuh was marching 
to their support from Bengal under Colonel Goddard. At Talegaon they 
were met by the whole Mahratta foroe, their retreat was out off, and they 
Were compelled to subscribe the Convention of Wargaou (No. VIII). By 
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this tba whole o£ the territoiy acqoired bj the Bombay Goyeromeat eioee the 
deatK ol Madbay Rao Ballal was aurreadsred; sad tbe British army was allowed 
to retreat after giving two hostages for tbe fulfilment of the eagagemect. 
The validity of this eonveation was disavowed; and Colonel Goddard; who 
reached Bombay early in 1779, was infitracted to endeavour to negotiate 
peace with the Poona State on the terms of the treaty of Porandhar, but 
with a provision for the exclusion of the Freoch from Mahratta territories. 

Negotiations were eontinned for several mouths; but eventually hostU 
lities wore commenced, as tbe Mabrattas insisted on the restoration of Salsette 
and the snrrender of Reghoba as pi'climinaries to any treaty. After obtain¬ 
ing some successes in the Konkan and Malwa, the British Government 
recwved mtelligence tbata confederacy had been formed against Ibem by 
Haidar Ali, the Nisem, and the Mabrattas, and deemed it expedient to make 
proposals for peace. Tbe Baja of Borar was detached from tbe confederacy } 
and a separate treaty was made with Siodlia; who agreed to use his induenoe 
to bring about a general peaoa Tbe negotiatloos resulted in the conolusioii of 
the Treaty of Salbai (No. IX) in 173S, by which peace was restored between 
tbe Pesbwa and the English and their respective allies; tbe English were 
to abataiu from giving any support or protection to Eagboba; who was to 
receive a provision from the Pesbwa } all territories conqnered from the Pesbwa 
subsequent to the conclusion of the treaty of Pnrandhar were restored; the 
Niaam and Haidar Ali were to restore the territories they bad taken fiom 
the English} and Smdbia became guarantee fur tbe due fulfilment of tbe 
treaty by the contracting parties. Eagboba survived the conclusion of 
this treaty only a few months. The inteqsretaiion of article 11 of tbe 
above treaty, relating to maritime mtercourso, was defioedby a sapplementary 
Treaty (No. X) on tbe 26th April 1783, which further provided that no pro¬ 
tection should be given by either party to fugitives from the territory of tbe 
Other. 

Haidar Ali died in December 1782, but hie bod Tipo, although pro- 
fessing acqnieeeenoe in tbe terms of the treaty of Salbai, continued tbe war 
with the English; and a new Treaty (No. XT) was concluded in October 
1788 between Sindhiaand the English on the one part, and the Peshwa on 
the other, to enforee his submisBion in accordance with the 9 th article of the 
treaty of Salb^. Before tbe provisions of this treaty could be carried out, 
the Madras Government had made peace with Tipu by the trea^ of Man- 
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gaiere. TUis whicli wm concluded without the concurwuoe of tU« 

Peehwa, the Mahrattw affected to consider a violatioa of the treaty of Salbai; 
bat the ambitious deeigns whicli the leadstEt of the Mahratta parties now 
began separafaly to entertain recondled them to the arraDgemente whiob bad 
beep made. 

On the first appearance of a ruptore wilb Tipn in 1790, Iiord Corn¬ 
wallis directed hie attention to an alliance with the Peshwa. A Treaty (No. 
XII) of offensive and defensive ollianee was made, to which the Nizam 
was adroitted. The treaty of Seriogapatam, concluding peace with Tipu, 
put the Peshwa in possession of one-third of the territories cooquered from 
Tipn, yielding an annaal revenue of 13,16,000 pagodas. After this, Hari 
Pant, the commander of the Mahratta army, proposed to subsidise a British 
force for the purpose of reduemg aoy refractory dependents of the Pesbwa; 
but the proposal wm rejected. Tlte jealousy with which the Mahratta powers 
now began to view the iccreased ascendancy of the British Government led 
the Peshwa to refuse the proposals of Lord Cornwallis for a muta.-d guarantee 
between the British Government, the Nizam and the Peshwa, against the 
fnture aggressions of Tipu. 

The chief Mahratta leaders had now hocotne allies rather than dependents 
of the Peshwa. Separate treaties had been concluded hy the finish Gov¬ 
ernment with the Raja of Berar, the Gaekwar and Sindhia, and it is only 
in a confederacy of equals acting against a common enemy that the Mahratta 
Chiefs agwn appear united. The independence of Sindhia was virtually 
recognised hy the treaty of Salbai, and bis separate conqueete in northern 
India and Malwa, althongb nominally held hy bim as deputy of the Peshwa, 
gave bim fall control over tbe coort at Poona. 

The yoang Pesbwa Madhav Rao died on the 27th October 1796, and his 
death was foUowed by dissensions which threatened the dissolution of tbe 
Mabratte confederacy- These diseensions resulted in the establishment of 
Baji Rao, the son of Eagboba, ae Peehwa tbroegh the military power of 
Daulat Rao Sindhia, who used his ascendancy among the Mabmtte Chiefs to 
defeat the negotiations of the Britisb Government for an alliance with Poona 
After the fall of Seriogapatam in 1799, a share of the conquered territories 
Of Mysore, yielding 2,63.000 pagodas, was offered to the Peehwa, on condition 
that tbe grant should form the basis of a new treaty similar to that which 
the British Government bad eoncladed with the Nizam, But noder tbe 
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iofluenee of SiodbU the offer was rejected, and the territorj wae divided be¬ 
tween the British GoTemneDt and the Niaam. 

In the war which broke out between Sindhia and Holkar in 1801, the 
united forces of Sindhia and the Peehwa received a severe defeat on the ibtb 
October 1802. The oriels was opportune for the re-estabUehroent of British 
iniuence at Poona, and overtures for a sub 8 idiar 7 force made by Baji fUo, who 
bad ded from Poona on Hoi bar's approach, were favonrably received. On the 
31st December 1802 the celebiated Treaty of Bassein (Ho. Xlfl) wae signed. 
By this the Peshwa undertook to receive a subsidiary force of eix battsliona 
with guns, and to cede for their payment territory of the value of Rupees 
86,00,000. The Peshwa was to refer to the British Government all his dis¬ 
putes with the Niaam, and his olaims against the Qaekwar, and was to 
be restored by the British Government to his full rights as bead of the 
Mahi'atta oonfederaoy. A portion of the territory thus ceded was afterwards 
exchanged for part of the Peehwa'e possessions in Bundelkhand; and this 
arrangement was embodied is supplementary articles to the treaty on the 
16tb December 1803. Baji Rao was re-established at Poona oa the Idth 
180E. Bolkav Red on the approach of the British force, and Sindhia, after 
hefiltatiogly expressing bis acquiescence In the arrangements to be made 
under the treaty of Basseln, in which be saw the destruction of bis ecbeme for 
obtaining control over the Poona government, changed bis plans, and formed 
a league with the Baja of Berar to defeat the treaty. The campaigoe against 
these Mabratta Chiefs in ISOS, aud Holkar in 1808, completely broke op the 
Mahratta confederacy, and establiehed once for all tbe supremacy of the 
British power in India. Tbe territories then conquered from Sindhia and tbe 
Baja of tierv were dlstribnted between tbe British Oovemment, the Peehwa 
and the Nizam, by the partition Treaty of Poona in 1804 (No. XIV). The 
Peshwa's share was tbe city and province of Ahmadnagar. 

For many years nothing occurred to interrupt the friendly relations be¬ 
tween tbe Biitish Government and tbe Peshwa, althocgh tbe latter was some¬ 
what dissaUshed with the terms of the settlement of his claim s over the petty 
jagirdars within his dominions, by which hie power to oppress them was 
limited, and they wsro gnaranteed in their territories so long as they fnlfilled 
their original engagements to the Poona State. But in 1818 difficulties arose 
from the treaoherous conduct of the Peehwa and his minister Trimbakji 
Denglia. By the treaty of Bassein the British Government was constituted 
tbo arbitrator between the Peshwa and the Qnekwur, For tbe settLemeut of 
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tLebeav; claims of tbe Feebna, wkicb werebroiigbtforward in panuaooe of a 
aclisme to revive tbe old Mahratta polioy at which Bajl Kao b^an to aim^ the 
minister of the Gaebwar, OaQg:adbar SUastri, a staonob friesd of the British 
Government, wae iuvited Co Poona xmder a guaranCee front the Biitieh Govera- 
meat of hie personal safety. He waa there assassinated at the instigation 
of Trimbakji; the Pesbwa himself not heiog above eospicion of partioipa> 
tioD io the crime. Bajt Kao wos compelled to sarrender his favourite 
minister, who was imprisoned in the fort of Thai)a. Trimbakji escaped in 
September 1818, and was concealed by the Peebwa, who, while preCending 
the greatest zeal for the fiieodsbip oftbe British QoveromcDt, 'was making 
extensive preparations for war, and bad opened negotiations with Holkar, 
Kagpar and the Fiudaris. FPben these facts were discovered, the Pesbwa 
was infoTcned that be bad grossly violated bis engagcnenU ; the subsidiary 
force was marched upon Poona; and Baji Kao was required to surrender 
three of hie strongest forts, and to subscribe a Treaty (No. XV) dictated to 
bidi by the British Ooremment. The principal provisions of this treaty were 
obligations to seize and deliver up Trimbakji j to cede lands in Heu of the 
contingent maintained under the treaty of Bassein j to compromise his claime 
on the Gaekwar j to acknowledge the settlements made with the subordinate 
jagirdars in 1S12; and to abstain from diplomatic interconrse with foreign 
powers. 

The system of non-interference which the Governmeut followed in Central 
India and Malwa greatly strengthened the Pindari hordes, and in 1816 their 
inroads into British territory made necessary a change in the policy of the 
Britieh Government, The Pindaris looked much to the support of the Mabratto 
Chiefs, but Sindbia was detached from tbeir cause by the treaty of 1817; 
Amir Xhnn was gained over by being guaranteed in his territories; the for« 
of Holkar was broken in the battle uf Mahidpurj and after a harassing war 
the Piodaris were completely broken up, and tbeir Chiefs were forced to 
uocoDditiooaUy snrrender. In the meantime Baji Kao, smarling under the 
hnmaliatiott to which be was subjected by the recent treaty, took advantage of 
the Pindari war to break ofi bis oouneclioa with the Britiab Government. 
On the 5th November 1817 he suddenly attacked and plundered the Beai- 
dency at Poona. After a desultory campaign, Baji Kao was reduced to the 
utmost distress, and in May 1818 offered to throw himself on the generosity 
of the British Government. He accepted terms (No. XVI) by whioU be re¬ 
signed bis sovereign power, and agreed to reside at some place on the Ganges, 
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Kcamcg AT) aliowsDce of Aapoes S,00,000 a year. Bitbnr, zi»r Cawopore, 
Tvae soleoted oe bis future reeideoce. The resideats within the jagir ^idi wae 
^BaigDed to him at Bilhur were exempted from the jarisdiction of the ordi< 
nary civil and orimlnal coarts of the country hj Regulation I of 1S32. 

Baji Rao died on the 28th January 18Si. He bequeathed all hie property 
to bia adopted eon Dbondo Pant Naun, who waa recognised by the British 
Government as hia heir. No portion of the pension granted to Baji Kao was 
continued to bis famiJy. * The jagir at Bithar^ however^ was continued for the 
life of Bbondo Pant j but the leeideDte were made eabjeot to the ordinary civil 
and criminal courts. Dhondo Pant was the notorious Nana Sahib, who prc« 
«ded at the massaore at Cawnpore and took a leading part in the lebelUon of 
1857.

that properly belong to tbe Honorablo Company they are to carry away arlrb 
them. The officers of Toolajee are to go where they pluaee; and if bis family 
(wife and obildren) should be desirous of returning to him tbe English will 
not impede it, but grant them free liberty so to do: and the Mahmtta Gov¬ 
ernment engages Toolajee Angria shall have no place given bim cor ai>y 
power below the Gbant. Balnjee Bajeerow Pundit Purdan is to send an officer 
of sredit with tbe English geoClemac, who is to proceed with one of tbe 
Conccil from Bombay to Gberooh, wbiob peroon, belonging to tbe Mabratta 
Ooveinment, is to have in his possession tbe proper Sun cuds and ordere re¬ 
garding tbe delivery of Bankote and its villages; and when tbe Maliratta 
people and eoloars are got into Gbeienh, aod tbe Enslisb ivady to go out, be 
is to delivei*directly the said Sunniids and orders, for Port Victoi la (or Bankote) 
and its several villages, to the English Councillor, and then return with that 
gentlemao to Bnnkote directly to see Naca's orders are eifotuaily executed in 
regard to tbe villages. 

AancLB 17. 

These articles being concluded and agreed upon by both parses, tboy are 
to act conformable thereto, iu oonsequeucs of which all disputes are to snbside, 
and no claims are to bo made by the Mabratta Government on the Honorable 
Company to tbe date of these presents. 

Abticib 18. 

All Treaties bitberto made between the Mabratta Government and Eng¬ 
lish are to be observed and maintained inviolable bv both partiee agreeable to 
the te&or of them. 

Tbe foregoing Articles being ^reed to by us, and accepted of by us, we 
do, in eon^rmatiou thereof, affix to Ciiess presents tbe seal of tbe Honorable 
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United English East India Companj, and de atteat the saoie cvith enr own 
proper namea in Poona, the day aud year above written.

That eucb of the Mabratta olfioers who hare pierocned to stop any Pat. 
taoara. and obetrneted tbe bcalnese of the Engliah bj any impedimcnU what- 
OTOr, eball be aeverely punished for such their offeoeesj and to prevent Ujs 
like boppening again in )ntQi‘e strict orders shall be issued immediately for 
that purpose, which if not found sufficient to answer that end, the Eaglisb 
are to acquaint Madarao thereof; and if redress is not obtained lu reasonable 
time, if the English tK«n take satisfaction of such offenders, in whatever man¬ 
ner may by them be tbongbt proper, it is not to be deemed a breach of friend* 
ship between the two Governments. 

Abticle £. 

That ample satisfaction eiiali be made, within two months £rcin the date 
hereof, to all merchants trading under the Honorable Oompan/s proteotion, 
who have suffered in their property by any uiijust or illegal actions of the 
Mabratta officers or subjects, in auy ph^, shape, or manner whatever, and 
rigid eiders issued that all ossistauce be afforded in fntaie to any vessel or 
v^issels in distress, Laving English cclouiu or passes, without subjecting the 
owners or proprietors thereoE to any impedimsute nutler the prsteuce of their 
being wrecks From tbe splitting of a sail, the breaking of their marts or yards, 
uod such trifling misfertuoes; whereas no veBsels ore to be deemed wrecks but 
each as are driven ashore, and ihere break to pieoee by siteaa of weather, when 
tbe Mabiuttft officer and the people of tbe vessels are to joio in saving all that 
is possible, which must be lo^ed in secure warehouses, and then one-half of 
what is so snved shall belong to Madarao and the other half to the owners. 
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Akticls 3. 

Tbat all Europeans and nativae, aithar soldiars; aeameo, or otikara, in Hie 
Biitannic Kaje«t;’s or the Honorable Company's pay, who may hueafter 
derert from Bombay, shall be immediately secured, and retomsd to Cbe oaareat 
English Setllameot to such place wheta they may beapprabended upon lending 
in Qoy part of the hfahrstta couatxy, the Ooveroor having promis^ all such a 
free paxdon and to pay any reasonable charges that nay be iccvred on the 
occaeinn. Jn liha manoer shall be delivered up all deserters, mtbe Eoglisb pay, 
from Surat, od their bang kuowo, or immediately on receiving notioe of them, 
within tbe hlahratCa Kmile, it not being in their potver tospesk more positive- 
ly with reepeot to those of Surat, as the country tbereal>ouCs is open and 
numbers go through it vlchont being known. It is aleo agreed that whatever 
people, Eoropeane of all nations excepted, who are ia the service of hfadarao 
and may desert therefrom to tbe English, ski all bo delivered up on the same 
terms and coo dilions, 

AnTictn 4. 

Th&t proper people shall be forthwith despatched for restoring tbe whole 
jnriediotion and territories of Bajepoin to the Seeddees of Junjerah in the 
same condition and manner oa they remained before invaded and attacked by 
Eamajee Punt, which country ie not to be molested in future by any of the 
Mebratta officers or eobjeote.

That all prisoners taken by tbe Mahrnttas or Seeddees, subjects of either 
Crovemment and now in their poeeeerion, shell bo sect to Bombay within one 
month from tbe signing of these Arbiclee, end mutually restored by tbo 
(llovemor to their freedom, and all hostiUties between the Mahrattas and 
Seeddeee shall cense from this time. 

lastly, that proper orders shall be instantly despatched to all the 
Mahretta officers, requiring them to show a due obedience to these Articles, 
which are to be confirmed under Madarao's seal, and tranamitted to Bombay 
with all possible expedition after tbs signing and sealing thereof; when a 
couoterpait of the same is to be executed by the Governor and transmitted to 
Poona.

m wbioh they have hitherto been ever understood.

All ether Agreements subsisting between the GoTeroment of Bombay

The four following islands adjaceotto Bombay, withe very thin fbdlon^ng 
to the Foona Qoverumont therein, viz., Caianja, Canary, Elephaota, and

Ragoha also engages immediately to procure fiom the Guicowars a grant 
to the Company for ever, with all the uecessavy Suunuds, of their share in the 
revenues collected by the Guicowsrs iu the Town and Fergunnahs of Broach.

The Honorable Company are to be considered as the sole lords and pro* 
prietors, from the day of the si going of this Treaty, of all and every of tbe

The Peishwa, How Poodit Pwdban, and bia Minietere bein^ desirous of 
bavins: Salestte aud the small i^nde subdued by the English in this war 
restor^ to them, do oSer to give in exchange a country of three lakhs of 
Enpeei, with its ohout, & 0 ., In the nelghhoarhood of Broach. Colonel Uptoo 
having dcdar^ that he could not restore the aaid islands, it is thsr«ore 
agreed that they shall remain as they now are, and that they shall write to 
the Honourable the Supreme Connoil of Fort William, and both parties engage 
to abide by their determination. If the Govemor^General and Couot^ of 
Fort William do not restore them, they shall contoice in the posaeaeioa of the 
EogU&h, and the Mahrattae will then give op all right and title to the said 
islets > should the Cjovernor-General and Council of Onlcutta restore Salsetto 
with the said islaoda, the English will accordingly deliTer them over to the 
Feisbwa. 

Abticlb i . 

The Mabrattas do agree to give to the Eogliah Company for ever all 
right and title to tbeir entire share of the City and Petgunuah of Broach, aa 
fdi and Gompleie sa ever they collected from the Mogcls, or otherwise, witii- 
out retaioiog oUim of chont, or any other demand whatever, eo that the 
English Company aball possess it without participation or claim oS any Hod. 

AkTICLB 6. 

The Mahrattae do agree (by way of friendship) to give for ever to the 
English Comr^y a country ^ three complete Ii^he of Rupees, near or 
adjoiuing to Broach, on which there is to be no cWm of ohoufc, or any other 
demand wl&tsoever. Two persons oa the part of the Company and two 
persons on the part of Row Pundit Pnrdhan to proceed and determine the 
place and boundanea, when ihe Peishn a will give Suonnde. 

AaiicLB 6« 

The Peishwa and Ministers agree to pay to the Company twelve lakhs 
of Rupees, in part of the expenses of the Englii’b army in two payments, 
via., six Iftghs within six months of the date of this Treaty, and tlie other six 
Ikkhfl within two years of the same date. 
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Article 7. 

The English do agree that ererf part o£ the Gozerat conatrr ceded to the 
Oomi^aof by HagoDsth Row, or telun poseeeeion of by them, ehall ^ forth* 
nith reetorM nith all the £oste and towns tlierennto belong!og, except what ie 
settled by this Treaty. The coontry ceded to I he English by Seajee, or Futty 
Sing Gnicowar, siiall also be restoied when it is proved by their letters and 
cofues of the Sunuuds granted by the forcner Pelshtrsa, now in tbeir (the 
Gmcowtf^sl hands, that they do not^ssess power or authority to mahe such 
oeedons. The Pergannabs of Chickley and Corel, with the town of Veriow, 
three villages of the Pergannah of Chureaesy, and the rillsge of Batta Gang 
are to oontinne es pledgee in the possession of the English till the Suanuds 
for the chantry of the three lakhs are made over. All Treaties aud Afreemente 
subsisting between the English and Rugonath Bow are hereby aonuiled; and 
those of Seajee and Futty Sing, Gniooware, are to be also aDoiilled when the 
above-mentlooed proofs are prodnced; and these Treaties are to be destroyed 
in the presence or the Pelshwa’s Miuistere when they come to hand. 

Aktiolb 8. 

The English do agree that the troops from Ihe Presidency of Bombay are 
to he march^ imotediately into tbeir own garrison and districte. 

AXTICLB 9. 

It is agreed that Bugonath Bow is to disband his army witbio one month 
of this date. His followeia and adherents (esoept the servants about hie 
person) are to separate wi(hin the same time; and pioolamation is to be made 
by the Mahnitta Government, granting a full pardon to all adherents and 
followers, and all such as have been in arms with Bugonath Bow, ihe four 
following exoepted, vis., Abajse Mahadu, Noor Gswn Gardie, Took Ehidmnt* 
gar, and Enrrun Sing Cbokydar, who, for crimes aod misdemeanors committed 
against the State, are fox ever banished the Mahratta dominions. 

Aetiolb 10. 

If Bugooath Row refuses to disband bis army the English are to with¬ 
draw tbeir forces, and are not to assist him. 

A&TX0I.5 11. 

The cooditioQs of the ninth Aiticle b^ng compiled with, tbe Peishwa and 
Miolstera then eoneent to establish a honsebold for Bngonath Bow, consisting 
of one thousand horse aad some foot, wbo are to be i^aid and relieved at the 

E asnre of Government, but to obey all legal orders given them by Ungonath 
w; also two hnodr^ domestics to he chosen by Bngonath Row and paid 
by GoverDment. They will also cause to be paid to Rogonath Row, to defray 
his other expenses, three lakbeof Rupees per annum, by monthly payments, at 
tbe rate of tweaty*dve thousand Rupees per month, conditionally that he 
resides at Cooper (^ng, on the baolcs of the Quoga Gndavery. H at any 
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tioaa be may want to cbai;^ his p l acs of rseideDce application is to be njado 
to tbs Peishwa without whose pertniseion sueb a cban^^s is oot to take plaoe; 
and be is sot to oause any dUiurhance or carry on improper eorrespondence 
with any person. 

Azticlb IZ. 

It is agreed that no assistance ie to be given by the lEogltsh toUogonatb 
Bow, or to any subject or servant of the Peishwa ttmt shall oauae disturbancea 
or rebellion in the Mabratta dominions. 

Articlb is. 

The Peisbwa, Bow Pandit Purdbaoj and his Ministers, do declare that 
the ohoat of Bengal and its dependeudes bas, for time cut of cnuid, been part 
of the ^aghire of the Bounsello j they therefore cannot withdraw it; but if 
the eaid Bounselb, or any of hie doeoeod»t8, or ancoessore, or any other 
person, cause disturbancea by claicniog or demanding the obont on Bengal or 
jte dependendee, they do engage never to assist them tbemselvea, or permit 
any hlahrafcta C h ie f dependent on them or the Rajahsbip to give them any 
aeeistance. 

' AssK&a 14. 

It is agreed that, in case of ehipwreck of any English ships or veesels, or 
ships or Teasels trading under their protecUon, on any part oi the MabiatU 
coast, every assistance shall be given by that GoTenment and the inhabitants 
to save as much as possible; and the whole that may be saved shall be reburned, 
all reasonable charges being defrayed by the ownete. In like maozLer the 
English Company engage their assistance should any Mabiatta ships or veesels 
be abipwrecked on any of their coasts. 

ASTICLB 15. 

The Treaties between the Government of Bombay and the Mshrattae, 
dated July 1739 and 12th October 1756, arete be held and condaued in aa 
fell force as when they ware hrst entered into; unless any Article or Artides 
of either of them should, iu other manner, be provided for by this TreaW; in 
such case such Article or Articles are to be rejected, and those of this treaty 
abided by. 

AnTicLB 16 . 

All other Ti^eaties or Agreements sobsisting between the Ooveroment 
of Bombay and the Mabratta Government, not having undergone alteration 
or otherwise provided for by ibis Treaty, aro to be held and continued m as 
fell force as when they were firat eatei’ed npon. 

Abtiglb 17. 

It is agreed that, if Bugonath Bow has lodged any jewels belonging to 
tbs Priehwa, Row Pundit Furdhan, m the bands of the English, they are to 
be restoreil on tbe obligation being complied with for which they were lodged. 
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Amiols 13. 

Tlia Hosor&Ue the EngHe}} Compaoj sliol] be considered as the aole lords 
and proprietors of all tbe places ceded bj this Treaty from the dates of the 
resp^ve Sonnads or Grants, ond are tlierein, ec^^insly, to exercise their 
own lavs and aDthorities. And the Mahrattas are not to oaase any dieturl>> 
aace in any of the ceded countries, nor shall the English occasion any dUturk> 
aooe in (he Mahratta dominions. 


Abtiou 19. 

In the places hereby oeded to the Honorable Company, and in all the 
places restore to the Mahratta Goremment by the EngHsb, it is agreed that 
both parties shall commence to collect the revenues thereof from the day on 
vhich they are delivered, and no demand of coUeotion for any past time shall 
he made. 

ARTICLE 20. 

A copy of this Treaty, under the seal of Colonel Upton, shall remain 
with the Ministers of the Mahratta Government, and a copy shall he sent to 
Calcutta to be signed and sealed by the Honorable tbe Governor. General and 
Members of the Supreme Council of Fort William, and afternaids given to 
the Feishwa.

Tbe Treaty concluded by Colonel Upton mih Siccmm Fondit and Bah 
Ifljee Paudit, Minhten in behalf of the Feishwa and the Malirattu Stute, 
having been violated by tboee Miaigtere in altnoet every Article, the Governor 
end Select Committee of Bomlfey, with the eanctioo and couocrrence of the 
Governor*General and Cotiudl, do hereby eng^e, and agree, in behulf of the 
aforeeaid Honorable Company, to aan»t Bugcmiib Row Bajeerow Fcrdan to 
the iitmoat of their power to pot him ip posaeaaion of Foonn, aud to place hire 
in the Regency of ^ Mahr&tia Empire duiiug the miooriby of Madorow 
Hatraiii, Ibe infeni Feisbwa, hereby declaring that the Ime intent »nd mean*

Hid Governor and Saleot Comasittae ot Bcmabay do hereby atipuUte^ and 
Eugonath Row Sijeorow Pardan, for thev aatiafaetion, and that bis apright 
intratioQs may appear manifaBt» doth hereby oogaga and egrae that the pennn 
of the Pdlsbwaj Madarow Narrain, shall be kept onder the charge and cuatody 
of such persona as may be agreeable to tbe Select Committee, wbo wieb that 
tba clnld may be committed to tbe cbaige of Ferwettybboy, if abe will iiDdev> 
fake tbe charge; and, in auch oaae tbe Metcby of Foomnder, where the child 
is kept, must be guarded with a party of the Oompauj's troopa> and Engonath 
Eow Bajearow Furdao may keep a chowkev on the outside of tbe gate, to see 
that no improper pereone be admitted; W no person whatever most have 
admittance to the child's presence without the permission of Ferwettybboy.

There being also some small places, known by the name of the Autgoms, 
always annexed, and actually making a part of tlie ^ctriot of Salsette, which 
have been withheld from the Company by the Pooua MiQisters, Rngonobh 
Bow Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby engage and ^ree that the said Autgoms 
ah all be ceded to tbe Honorable Company; but although the Governor and 
Select Committee have ever understood that the Autgoms made a port of tbe 
district of Baleette, yet, if the contiary should be made plainly to appear, they 
will give ap tbelr claim. 

Auticlb 7, 

1a addition to tie several grants and cessioue bereiQ alMve specified, 
Bogooatb Bow Bajeerow Purdan doth hereby engage and promise to cede and 
make over for ever the Pergunnaba ofAhmoouand Hausoot, which grants 
arc to be considered as an issUnce of bis good will and afieotion to the 
Honorable Company, the condi^ns upon which they were formerly granted 
not hariogi as he dMlans, been fulfills.

All tiie places herein ceded to the Honorable Compeny aie to be con*

Bagonatb Bow Bojeerow Furdao faithfully promises and engnges to dis¬ 
charge bis present debt to the Company as soon as the state of his dnanoet will 
admit, agreeable to an account which will be delivered to him. 

A^ncLS 13. 

The Eugliah forces are to continue with Bugonath Bow Bajeerow Pur* 
dau until the object of this Treaty is accomplished, which is to pfsce him in 
the Begenoy at Poona, and when that is effected they ore to he at liberty to 
return to Bombay. The Company will be at oil times ready to aaelet Hugo- 
natb Bow Bajeerow Furdan with their forces so far ae may be consistent 
with their other engagemente, or the situation of their own affairs will 
permit.

The eeveial Treaties and Agreements suhsisting between the Government 
of Bombay and the Mahratta Government are hereby ratified and contirmed, 
and shall be held and contioaed in ae foil force as when bliey were first con¬ 
cluded, unltts otherwies provided for in ibis Treaty.

After tbs eeUbliahment of Bugonath Row Bajeerow Purdan in the 
Regency at Foona, there ehall be a firm peace and alliance between the 
Honorable Company and the Mahratta Government. Bugonath Bow Bajeerow 
Furdan engages never to aesist the enemiee or molest the dominion of the 
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CompaD/ id tny part of lodia, nor to ma^e war or commit doprtdatioos vx the 
Camatio, or any other part of the domiuioDS of their ally, the I^abob of 
Arcot. The Go^nor aod Select Committee of Bombay, iu like mariner, 
eu^ge, in bebalf fd the Honorable Company, not to esist tbe enemies of 
Bugouath Bow Bajeerow Purdau. 


AnTtCLB 15. 

Bugonath Bow Bajeerow Furdan hereby engages and ^rrees that no 
SoropeaD settlemente shall be allowed to be roade on the mantime coaste, or 
in any other part of the Mabratta domioione, withont tbe ooiiseut of the 
Company or of their represeotatlres being previooely obtained, and that no 
maimer of intercourse or coooectioo shall be m^ntained between tbe Mahratta 
GovemmenC and the Finncb nation; any fuWe in which stipalation will bo 
considered as a breach of the alliance between the Kuhratta Government and 
the Honoinble Company.

Rugonath How Bajeerow Furdan doth hereby stipnlate and engage that 
the Bn^ish shall enjoy all their former prlvilegee and freedom of trade in 
the Mahratta doinioione withont ioterroption; and be fortber engages to 
give all possible eoconragement to the Honorable Company's trade, nod to 
promote, as far as he can, an exclusive veud to the English for Enropean 
commodities in the Mahratta dominions; but the Honorable Company will 
make no settlement therein withont permission from Eugonatb Bow Bajeerow 
Fardan. 


A&TXCLB 17. 

If any Article of the present Treaty should interfere with any Engage' 
meat formed by the Oovernor-Oeneral and Council not yet known to the 
Governor and Select Committee of Bombay, such Article may be liable to be 
altered or amended as may be necessary, 

Tho foregoing Articles having been mutually agreed to by the Governor 
and Select Committee of Bombav, on tbe part of ^e Honorable Company, aiid 
Rogonath Row Bajeerow Furdan, the oontracting parties have interohangeably 
affixed their hands and seals and the seal of the iTonorable Company, in Bom* 
bay Oaatle, tbe day and year above written.

Convention op 'WirEOAON, 1779. 

TfiiNSLATiON of the AuTiOLBS of AoBBBMEHT between S&BB* 
MTTNXH Mhabb Bow N ABB AIN, Ftjndit Pubdhan, on the one 
part, and the Enolish Company on the other part. 

In the tima of the late SraezQhot Fa&dit Pnrdhan Mbadoo Bov Bullal 
mattars want on paaceablf. Since then the Eogliali obtained poasession of 
aeveral places belonglug to the Sircar, such as the islanda of Saleatte and 
Oor&D, Jfttnbooaeer, and the Mehala and Pergunnah of Broaub, both beloog> 
iog to the Sitcnr aod the tiuioovar; and the Bugliah gave tbeir aid to Ehigo> 
noth Bov l>ada Sahib: upon which war baviug oommeneed, ColonelJobn 
UptoQ came from Calcut^ with futi powers and made au Agreecoeot, and 
according to that Agreement matters were to go on between the Company 
and the Mabnita Sircar.

That in ^e time cf tbe late Mbadoo Row Bnllal, Pundit Purdhan, 
matters went ou peaceably, and since then different places belongiog to the

The English army with ue ia now at 
Wurgion s ic moat he permitted to proceed, with all ita effects and appnrUattucea, 
to Bombay j and as security lor this on the part of the Sircar, two persons 
wiU proceed belonging to each of these Sirdars, by name Naso GunUh and 
Wifisajee Saoaeh, Baltarow Govind and Rama Cawn, to condnot tbe army to 
Bombay; and foe this parpose troops a ball be eeot with you or not, as yon 
please. The Er^lieh aimy that is with us shall not off^ any molwta- 
lion to any person on tbe road. The UntarTedeo end BuodeUchimd PrOTinces 
and thair Sirdars being always ondor ihe Sircar no damage is to be done to 
them: and the English army from Calcutta baeiog crossed the NerUudda ie 
now at Hussengabad; it is not to be peimitted to proceed forwards, but it is 
to be sent baok to Calcutta, and on ihe road no molestation is to be ^tcb to 
any one. The before*mentioned Agreemenb is formed by the roediatioii of 
TcMoV^ee Holkar and Madajee Scindia, and oocording to it matters are in 
futnre to proceed withoot any kind of failure. This we pledge the English 
faith to ohserre, and tbe Sircar is also to observe it. No aid or protection le 
to be afforded lo the French.

TMatj, EoHowiiig stipolatiooB are now settled and agreed od betieut Mr. 
David Andereon and MaLar»ab Subabdai Mabdoo Row Seindia Bebaude^ on 
bebaJC of tbo Bedd Honorablt Eaet India Comp^j oo the one put, and tbe 
Peiabwa asd Mabratta State on the other, and sb^l accordiogly be l^diog od 
both partiee. 

The Peisbwa having d^patched letters to Tippoo Swb, will caase him to 
restore all the forts and tertitories belonging to the English CoopaDy and the 
Nabob Mabomed AII 7 that m &7 have come into bis possessiou, and release 
such prisoners as have fallen into his bands- If Tippoo Saib agrees to these 
terms, and carries them into exscaiion, aod if he remains at peace with the 
Peishwa, the English will not afterwards act boslilely agunst him; but if be 
reFoees to comply with these requisitions of the Peishwa, io such case the 
Peisbwa will immediately assist the English and make war against him i after 
which neither of tbe contncting parties shall make peace with Tippoo Saib 
without tbe consent of the o'her. The territories and forts that may be con¬ 
quered from Tippoo Ssib shall be divided in the following manner: the terri¬ 
tories of the English Company aod the Nabob Mahomed Ally will be delivered 
to the English Company and the Nabob Mahomed Ally; the territoriee of 
the Peishwa and Mabratta State will be delivered to the Pcisbwa and Mahratta 
State. Whatever tenitonea or forts may further be conquered from Tippoo 
Saib shall be equally divided betwixt the two contracting psrties, according to 
the vicinity of their respective eituations. But it ie hereby stipnlated that the 
Fejsbwa eball have no claim to any territories or forte belonging to Tippoo 
Ssib, which the English may have conquered with their own force, aod be in 
poeeeaeion of previous to the actoal commeocement of boetilities by tbe troops 
of the Peishwe ag«nst Tjppoo Saib. This Treaty belog settled betwixt the 
Englieh aod the Peishwa, neither party shall deviate from it.

Wbkrbab, bytbe blessing ofGtd, the relAtlocB of peace aud friendsbip 
bsTe TimotAJToptcdly aubeieted, fora leogth of time,betweeo the Honorable 
English East India Company and His Hlgbnees Rao Pundit Purdliao Bebau- 
der, ond bare been confirmed st di^eient periods by Treaties of amity and 
anion, the poweta aforesaid, adverting to ibe Complexioo ol tbe times, bare 
determined, > 92 th a view (0 the preservation of peace and tranqnd ity, to enter 
into a general defensive alliance, fur the complete and reciprocal protection 
of tbeir reapective territories, together with ihuse of their several allies and

AniiCLB 1. 

The peace, onion, and friendship, so long aubsisfe'ng between the two 
Stales, sbtU be promoted and increased by tbie Treaty and shall be perpetual. 
The friends and enemies of either shall be the friends and enemies of both * 
and'lhe conlractii^ parties a^rce that all the former Treaties and Agreements 
between the two States, now in force and not contrary to the tenor of this 
Engagement, shall be con Brined by it. 

AnnciB 

If any power or State whatever aball commit any act of nnprovoted 
hostility or aggression ogeinst either of the contracting parties, or agniost 
their I'espectivs dupeadania or allies, and after due representation shall refnse 
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to aDter into omicsble ozplacatioD, or sbftU deny tbe just saiisfiLCtion or iDdem> 
nity which lh« coDti acting partisa ah:i]l ha7e requited, thee ih« con trading 
pa^ea will proceed to coucert aud prosecute such further measuree ae the case 
shall oppear to demand.

'Whereas rauch inconTenience has arisen from certain claims and demands 
of tbe Mahratta 6tate*a5ectiiig the City of Surut, it is agiced that a just 
calculation shall be made of the value of the said olaima by His Higbases 
Kao Pundit Puidban Behauder and tite Gcvernuent of Bombay ; and in con*

deduoted from the distxictB ceded by Ar1ide4; and on the same principle, 
aod from similar oonaiderations, His Highness further agrees, tliat the 
amount of the colleutioDS made for the Poona State, uodvr the title of Noga.* 
bundy, io the Pecgunnabs of Choniassy and Chichly, shwll be asoeitaioed by 
an average taken nom the receipts for a certain unmlier of years, or by snob 
other mode of ealcnlatioo as may be determined on, and His said Highness 
doth further agree, for himself, bis heirs aod aoccessors, to relmqnisb for ever 
tbe Kogabundy colieetions aforesaid, aod they shall accordio^'ly cease from 
the oonclnsion of this Treaty.

Behaader, with a view to tlje a’ove end, agreee sad accor^ngly binds himself 
his heirs and euccessoia, to fulfil and conform to the stipoletion of the Treaty

differences shall be communicated to the Honorable East India Company, before 
any act of hostility shall be committed on either side, and the said Honorable 
Company interposing their mediatiou, in a way mitaUe to roetitode, friend- 
ahip, and union, and mindful of jnstice and eetiblisbsd nsage, shall opply 
theroselvee to tlw adjustment of all such differences, conformable to propriety 
and tmtb, and ahall bring the parses io a right noderetsoding. And it is 
further agreed, that whatever ^jnetment of any each differences the 
pany’a Government, weighing things in the a^le of truth and justice, eball 
detwmme, that determination eball, without heeitatiort or objection, meat with 
tbe fall approbation and acquiescenee of both parties. It is however agreed, 
that this stipulation shall not prevent ary a mickle negotiations which the 
Honorable Company and the Courle of Poona and Hyderabad, reepeotively, 
may be desirous of opening, provided so such iiegociation ebnll be carried on 
between any of the three parties without full communication thereof to each 
other.

Whereas a Treaty cf friendship and alliance has beeo concluded between 
tbe Honorable Company aud Bajsli Aound Eao Guicowiir Behander, and 
whereas tbe said Treaty was meditated and executed, without any inleotion 
that it should infrioge any of the just rights or claims of Hie Highness Rao 
Pundit Puidhsu Behauder affecting tbe Sircars of tbe eaid Rajah, His said 
Highoege adverting thereto, and al^ to the iotimate alliance now eAtablisbed 
between the contracting parties, doth hereby formally acknowledge tbe eziat* 
ence of the said Treaty between the Honorable Company and Eajah Anond 
Rao Guioowar Behauder j and inasmuch as, by reason of certain unfinished 
transaotioDS, the conclusion of which has been aiispended from time to time, 
various demands and papers of acconota are found U subsist between the Gov¬ 
ernment of His Higiiuesa Rao Pundit Purdhau Behauder and the Shear of 
the Rojsh aforementioTied, His said Highness,placing full reliance uu the 
impariiality, truih, and justice of the Britieb Government, doth hereby agree 
that the eaid Government sbeK examine into and finally adjust tbe eaid 
demands and papers of aooounte, aod His said Highness further stipulates and 
bind bjmeelf, his heirs and eucevraore, to abide by such adjustment as the 
Bzitisb Goverument shall accordingly determine. 
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AftTXCZJ 15. 

Tlifi contracting potrUes wiU employ all practical mesos of conciliation to 
preTonc the calamity of war, and for that purpoae will, at all timee, be ready 
to enter into amicable explanationB with the other States, and to oultivate 
and improTe the general relations of peace and amity with all the powers or 
India, a frcor diog to the true spirit and tenor of this defeoeive Treaty. But 
if a war shonld unfortunately break ont between the contracting parties 
and any other power whatever, then Hie Highn^ Eao Pundit Purdhan 
Behandar engages, ^t with the reserve of two battalions of sepoys, wKch 
are to remain nenr His Highness' person, the reeidne ol the British sabtidiary 
force, consisting of four hat?talions of sepoys with their artillery, jedoed by six

proseentiou and speedy termination of tho said war. The Honorable Com¬ 
pany, in the same manner, engage on their parte, in this case, to employ iu 
active operations against the enemy, the largest fotoe which they may be able 
to fnrniw over aud above the said subsidiary force.

^Vheoever war shall appear probable, Hts Highness Kso Pnodit Tuidban 
Bobander eng^^es to cullecc ae many heojaries aa possible, and to store as much 
grsin as may be practicable in his frontier garrisons. 

AnTiCLB 17- 

As by the present Trea^ the union and frtoadship of the two States 
is » firmly cement^ that they may be considered os one and the same. 
His Highness lUo Tundit Pnrdhan Behandar engages neither to commence 
nor to pursue, in future, any negociations with nny otl^er power whatevOT, 
without giving previous notice and entering into mutual cousultntinn with

A Treetj, coiisistie^ oi 19 Articles, waa eoncloded at Bassem between 
tbe Honorable EogliahEast India CompaDy Bebauder and His Highness the 
Peiehwa Badjae RogcnatU Pnndit Purdhan Behander. The following 
Articles of Engagement are now agreed on and settled, as supplemental to tbe

4. To serve as an equivajent for the expense to be iaouired by the 
British Government m paying and mabtaioiug, during the present war, the 
5,000 cavalry mentioned in Article 5, a tract of territory yielding an annual 
revenue of 5,00,000 Rupees, and lastly, a tract of territory yielding au 
annual revenue of 4,00,000 Rupees, to meet the extraordinary expense which 
the British OoverameDt must be subject to in establishing ite authority in 
BundeIcQsd, which is dietorbed and ravaged by rebels, who must be subdued 
and pooiehed. Tobd ceded from Bundelcuud, 36,16,000 Rupees.

The whole of the foregoing territory, ceded as above from Bnodelcand to 
the Honorable English East India Company, shall be taken from those quar¬ 
ters of the province most contiguous to the British posseesionsj and in every 
reepect most convenient for tbe British Government.

loaemneh as the Pergunnah of Oclpab wae particularly vnlnable to the

tween the eame powers; and whereas certain disputes hare since ansen, wbieb 
it ie the desire of both partiee to remove; with a view to adjuatia^ the said 
disputes, and to the better fulfilment of the eaid alliaoce, following: Treaty 
has keen ooncluded between the two States t— 

Aancia 1. 

‘VThereae Trimbaokjee DaingUa, by tbe m order of GnogadLnr Shaetry, 
the Fnblie Minister of the Guicowar Stale, rendered bfinselE obnoxione to 
pnblio jnatice, and it became the peouli^ duty both of tbe Honorable Bast 
ludia OoropQQj^e Government and of that of His Highness Kao Pnodit Par- 
dhan B<>liander to inflict on him such punishmeot ae rnigbt raark their detest' 
ation of hie crimes and deter others from comtaiitiog tbe like atrocities; and 
whereas Trirobuokjee Dalnglla has escaped from the ooetody of the Honorable 
Eaet India Company's GoTernment, to which be was made over by Rao Pon- 
dit Purdbao Babander, and bae since added to his crimes by ossembliog ban¬ 
ditti and committing various aets of plunder aod murder.

Nothing 
contuioed in this Article shall affect any rights which His Highness Rao 
Pundit Purdhan Behnuder may poeeess over any Chiefe of the Mahratta 
State between the iUveia Nerbudda and Toombuddra, and to ^e west of the 
western £ 1 * 00 tier of His Highoese the Nizam’s Dominions, who are now in 
obedienoe to His Highness Kaa Pundit Pnrdhan Behander. Hie Highness, 
however, rejiounces all cUims on the Rajsh of Colapore, and on the Goveni- 
meot of Sawunt Waiwc, and engages to advance no claims on tbe lauds of 
their Highnesses Scindia, Holkar, tbe Rajah of fierar, and the Ouiokwai, 
which may he situated within the limits bsfore*mentioned.

His Highness Bao Pundit Purdhsn Behauder specially renounces all 
future demande on His Highness Bnjah Anund Ran Guivkwar Behauder 
whether reenlting from tbe former supremacy of tbe said Bao Pundit Pur^ 
dhan Behauder, as executive head of the Mahratta Empire, or from any other 
cause; but ae various demands and papers of aeoonnts, arising from certain

ever on the of the said Bao Pundit Purdhan Eehaoder. In ease Hie 
Highness Rajah Anund Rao Gnickwar Behauder should not couseut to the 
payment of tbe aonuul sumuf four lakhs of Rupees, then tbe agreement above- 
mentioned, whic h forms part of tbe (14th) fouTteentb Ai^e of the Treaty of 
Baasein, shall remun In force and Hndiog on both partiee, but His Highness 
Rao Pundit Purdhan Behauder hereby distinctly renounces all future olauns 
on Hia Highness Rnjah Anund Rao Gnickwar Behauder. 

AbticIiB 6. 

In the fourth Supplemental Article to tbe Treaty of Bassein, it is agreed 
Uiat in time of wav His Highness Bao Pundit Purdhan Behauder shall 
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appomt and furnish Gvelboasond cavatry and three thousand infantry, a 
dxie proportion of ordnance and military stores, to join and sot with the 
British subsidiary force, and in addition thereto, Bis Highness agreed to em* 
ploy in the war such fnrtiier force as be shall be able to brin? into the field. 
Thnt Article is hereby ansolled ; and in lieu thereof it is agreed that Hia Hij^b- 
nssfl Uao Pundit Purdhan Behaader shall place attbe disfiosal of the Britiah 
Qooernment sulficient funds for the payro eat of a force of dre thousand 
oaralty and three thousand infantry, and the provision of a due proportion of 
ordnance and military stores; on tbs fulfilment of which engagement the 
Britith Ooverameot shall have no further claim to the services of tho eontin* 
gent above>meQtioned. But Hia High ness Hao Pundit Purdban Bebauder 
shall still be bound as formerly to co'opeiute in ^C fvar with such a force 
as ho may be able to bring into the field; fhe Honorable Company iatiie 
same manner eng^ing to employ in active operations ngainet the enemy the 
largest force which they may be able (o furnish over and above the subsidiary 
force. 

Aeticls 7. 

To eoflble the British Government to supply the place of the contingent 
atoTe^nieiitionfd, Hia Hightiess Bao Pundit Pordbaa Behaader hereby 
Bssigna, and cedes in perpetuity, to the Honomhlc Company all the territories 
and, rights detailed m the schedule aoDe:cpd to th's Treaty, and His High ness 
expressly renonnees all claims and pretentions of whatever description on the 
countries enumerated in the said aohednle, and all conociioo with the Chiefs 
and poorness of those oountiies. 

Artioli 8.

As it may be found that oertaio of the territories ceded by the foregoing 
Article jray be ioconTenjeat from their sitontioD, His Highness Bao Pundit 
Purdhan Behaader, for the purpose of rendering the boundary line a good and 
ivell'defined one, agrees that such exchange of talooks and lends shall bo made 
hereafter, on Aerms of a fair valuation of their respective revenues, ns ^le 
completion of the said porpose mav require, and It isogreed and covenanted 
that the territoria to ba assigned and ceded to the Honorable Company by 
the (7tb] seventh Article, or in ccnseqneiice of the exchange stipulated even¬ 
tually in this article, shall be subject to the ssclueive management and 
authority of the said Company and Uieir Ofiicers. 

AXTICLB 9. 

Hia Highness Bao Pundit Purdhan Behauder will immediately issue the 
neoessary pnnvanoahs, or orders to His Highness's Officers, to deliver over 
charge of tbs districts ceded by Articde seventh to the Officers of the Honor¬ 
able Company, and it is hereby agreed aod stipulated, that all collections made 
by His Highness's Officers, subsequently to the commencement of the Hindoo 
year {answering to the otb of June 18)7 A.D.), shall be carried to the credit 
of the BoQOrable Company, acid all claims to balances from the said districts, 
referring to peiiods antecedent to the conclusion of this Treaty, shall be con¬ 
sidered as null aod void.

All forta siiuaied vitlkio the distncts ceded ae aforesaid shall be delivered 
to the Officers of the Honorable ConitAo;^, (vitk B.iid dietrioU; aad His 
Highness Rao Pundit Pnrdban Behauder engages that the said forts shall 
be delivered to iLe Honorable Companj without beiug injured or damaged.

It is farther agreed thei If disturbances shell at anj time hreaV out in 
ihf> district ceded to the Honorable CompaDj hj tbis A^reeraent^ His High* 
ness Kao Pundit Purdhau Behsuder eh all permit such a proportion of the 
anbiidiarj troops, as may be requiaite, to be employed in quelling the same 
within the taid districts. 

Articls is. 

His Highness Kao Pundit Pordbao Behauder on his own part, and oi\ 
the part of hie heirs and sacceesoTU, hereby cedes to tbe Honorable Bast India 
Company, in perpetual sovereignty, tbe Fort of Ahmednuggur, together with 
as much of tbe adjoining country as nay he within two t^usand (2,000) 
yards of the fort, measured from tbs foot of the glacie. His Higbneee Rao 
Pundit Pnrdban Behauder engages to furnish euch pasture lands as may be 
required for the use of tbe subsidiary force, at the most convenient place 
adjoining to the eautonmenta of the difTerent divisioas of tbe said fores; 
autl although by the epiiit of the Treaty of Baeseiu tbe British Government 
18 already entitled to send such troops into Hie Highness'e territoriH as may 
appear requisite for the fulhlmeot of ^ terms of that Trealy, yet to remove 
ail doubt.*^ on that point Hie Highuees Hao Pundit Purdhau Behauder further 
eogsg^e to admit tbe residence, within bis dominione, of any number of 
British troops in addition to the snbeidiar^ force that the British Government 
may think necessary, and to permit all British troops to pass throogh all parte 
of his dominione without obstruction, provided that nothing in this Article is 
to entitle the British Government to make any demand on His Bigbnese for 
tile expense of the additional troope so reelding.

Kifi Higbneee Ilao Pnndit Puidh^ Behauder hereby <H'dea to (he Honor* 
able Past India Company all bis rights, icteresle, or pr<»tensions, feudal, tern* 
tnr^, or pecuniary, in the Fiovince of Bimdelciind, mcluding Saugor, Jansi, 
ftwd the lands held bv Hnna Govind Kao, and agrees to relinquish all conneo- 
tion with the Chiefs lu that quarter.

His 
Highness now agrees to grant the remainder of the said farm iu perpeWity to 
Hie Highness RojaAonod Rao Guickwar Behaader, aud to his heirs and sue.

dated the twenty*seventh of Jemadee-nl-AkMr A.H., one thousand two han¬ 
dled end fits (1205), eieepting the terms contained in the second (2nd), eiith 
(tJth), eleventh (nth), and fifteenth (IfitB) Articles, which are hereby abrogated 
and annulled. In consideration of the grea^nese of the actual revenue of the 
City and Province of Abmedabad, and likewise of the loss to which His High¬ 
ness Rao Pandit Furdban Behacder baa already been subjected by bis renun*. 
ciition of all future claims on His Highnees Raja An and Rao Guiekwar 
Behaader, and by his accepting an annual payment of four laklte in lira of all 
claims actually due up to the present day, it is agreed that the former sum of 
four lakhs and a half of Ru}*eeB shall still be psid for the farm of Ahmedabod, 
notwithstandiog the leparation of the tribute of KatCiwar. ' 

AaiioLK 16. 

Wherase certain Articles of Agreement (sis in number) Mgiirdirig the 
settlement of the eonthern jaghiredavs were presented by the Aidant at 
Poona to His Highness Bao Pundit Purdhan Behauder, on the 6th of July cue 
thousand eight huodred and twelve (1812) A.D., to which, after a modification 
suggested by His Highness and submitted to him on the seventh of the same 
month, His Higijnese gave hie entire consent, those Articles are hereby 
recognised and declared to be binding on both parties, as much as if they 
formed part of the present Treaty; and whereas various dispute have arisen 
regarding the muster of the troops of the said jaghiredars, and tbe manners 
and periods of their service, His Highness Kao Pundit Pnrdlian Behauder

The fort and temtoiy of Mailg^ut hjiTta^ been tahen possession of 
the troops of His Highness Rao bandit Turdbau Bebacder vithoat concert 
with the British Govenunent, and Hie Higbnsss'e ooenpatioo of tiiat fortress 
bavins smoe occasioned varioos inconvaniecces to the other allies^ Hie High* 
ness Rao Pondit Pardban Bebander engages to withdraw hie troops from 
Maiigbaut, and he hereby renonnees all o^ms and pietensione to tbe said fort 
and territory, and to all other territories occdUpied by bis troops during the 
erpedition of one ^usand eight hnndred and eleven. 

Artioli 18. 

This Treaty, consisting of eighteen Articles, being this da^ settled and 
concluded at Foona by the Honorable M, Blphiustone, Moro Dizit, and Bsl* 
Ujee Lnchmun, Mr. Bipbinstone has delivered to His Hieboese the Peishwa 
a copy of the same in English, Persian, and Mahratta, nnder the seal and sig* 
nature of tbe said Honorable M. Elphiostone, and His Highness the Peishwa 
has delivered to the said Honorable M. Blpbinstone another copy, also in 
English, Persian, and Mahratta, bearing His Highness’s seal, and tbe Honor* 
able M. Elphinetcne aforesaid has engaged to prooare and deliver to His 
Highness without delay a copy of the same, dniy ratified by His Excellenoy 
the Most Noble Francis Marquis Hastit^gs, s.o., Governor-General, &c., &c., 
in Conndl, on tbe receipt of which by His sud Highness, tbe piesent Treaty 
shall be deenud complete, and binding on tbe Honorable East India Company 
and on His Highness tbe Peisbwa, and the copy now delivered to His said 
Highness shall be returned.

The Feishwa will not give any promise to the jaghiredars 
that sb^l limit bis ancient right to sommon them when be pleases and retain 
them 88 long aa he thinks ht, but be promises tbe British Govemmeut to 
employ them when tbe affairs of bis Qoyernment require it, and to dismiss them 
according to the ancient usage by tbe advice of tbe British Oovemment when 
their services are not required. Hie Highness also eagages to treat tbe ja^iire- 
dare with the oonsideration to wbiob they are sititled by former practice. 

Tbe British Goveroment charges itself with tbe fnlfilsMot of the 
eonditione contained in tbe fonr Articles above written. If the jagbired^s 
ebiill nob accept them, tbe Engli^ Government will enforce them by lair 
means or by foice if necessary, and if they should finally rejeet them, tbe 
Bsitish Government will unite with the Feishwaio reenmiog tbeir lands for 
Hie Highness. Should tbe jaghiredars give their consent; ^ these engage^ 
meots at present, but hereafter refuse to comply wibli them, the British Onv* 
ornment will join with the Peisbwa in punishing them. 

Tbe Peiebwa’s Government will nob deparb from any of tbe 
engagemente into which tbe British Government may enter in conformity to 
tbe preceding Articles, nor is any otber autbority to loterfere witb tbe Briiisb 
Government in tbe present Degociation.

of the season, Bejee Rao must proceed to Hindostan without one day's delay, 
but Brigadier* Geoeral Malcolm engages that any part of his family that owy 
be left behind shall be sent to him as early as possible, and every Camlity 
given to render their jooroey speedy and convenient. 

That Bajee Rao shall, on his voluntarily agreeing to ^is 
arrangement, receive a liberal pension from tbe Company’s Government for 
the support of himself arid family. The amount of his pension will be fix^ by 
the Govemor-Oeneval. Brigadier-GeneTal Malcolm tabes upon himself to 
engage that it shall not be less than eight lakhs of Rupees per annum. 

If Bajee Rao, by a complete and ready fulfilment of this Ag^- 
meut, shows that he reposes entire confidence in the British Government, hia 
requests in favor of priucipal ja^hiredars and old adherents, who have been 
riutied by their atlachineut to him, will meet with Hhcnd attentioo ; bis repre¬ 
sentations also in favor of Brahmins of venerable character, and of religioua 
estflblisbmeaCe fcnnded or supported by his family, will be treated with regard. 

The above propositions rnnst not only he accepted by Bajee Rao, 
hot he must personally come into Brigadier-Geoeial Malcolm’s camp witbm 
twenty-four hours of this period, or else hostilities will be recommenced, and 
00 further negocialion will be entered into with him.

TA€ Gaekvaf.^~On^ ol tbe moat disting:gi6lied amon^ the fint Mahratta 
leoders was Ebsadi Bm D&bbare, wbo maintained his followers ia Onjatat aod 
Kathiawar, from which prorinces he ezsctod tnbnta. la the eitujt^le for 
anpteiaac; in the Afabratta confederacy, he sapported tbe cause of Sbahuji, aod 
was raised by bim to the rank of Seoapati or CommaDder-in^Cbief. Ooe of 
bis officers, Damaji Osekwar, who stood high id his estlmatioD, was on his 
reoommeodatioD appointed second in command. Khandi Bao and Damaji 
Qaekwar died witbio a few mootbe of eaoh other in 1721, aad w%re sncceeded 
ia office, tbe former by his eon Tricnbak Bao Gabbore, and the Utter bj bis 
nephew Pilt^i Gaekwar. 

Id 1729 the Feshwa Baji Bao obtained from Sarholand Kbao, tbe 
Mughal Deputy in Gnjarat, a cessioo of the cbuuth and other dues of tha^ 
province, and, among other cooditioas of tbe great, engaged to prevent 
M abratta aabjseU from taking part with disturbers of tbe peace. This con* 
dition was chiefly aimed at Trimbak Bao Dabbare and Filaji Oaekwar/ 
wbo ooDsidered it to be an encroacbment on tbeir rights. Ttimbak Bao 
therefore entered into negotiations with other Mabratla leaders in Gujarat 
to oppose tbe Pesbwa’s claims. But be was defeated and slain in battle in 
1731 ; end the Feshwa's rights in Gujarat were thus established. Yeebwanh 
Bao, the infant son of Trimbak Bao, was appointed to the rank of Senapati, 
aad Pilaji Gaekwar was eoaflrmed in his former peat with tbe title of Sena 
Khas Kbel. It was agreed that the Peshwa aod Senapsti abould Dot interfere 
with eaob other's posseseiODS, aod that Yeah want Bao should have the entire 
management of Gujarat, paying half the revenue to the Peshwa, and acoonnt* 
ing for all contributions levied from countries not mentioned in the d^eds of 
cession given hy Barbuland Khan to the Psshwa. The oessioa of tbe ebautb 
by Sarbuland Ehan, however, was disallowed by the Emperor of Delhi. 
Sarbulaod Khan was removed from office, and superseded by Abhai Singh, 
Baja of Jodhpur, hy one of whose emissaries filajl Gaekwar was mar^' 
dered. 

Daoiaji Gaekwar, son of Pilaji, avenged his father’s murder, and succeeded 
tD wresting tbe whole of Gujarat from the Mughsla. Yeshwsnt Bao, when 
he came of age, proved quite incompetrat for his post, and the Dabbare family 
gave place to the Oaekwars. Damaji Oaekwar supported Tara 6ai in an 
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effort ebe ms^e U> free her grandeoo, tbe lUja of Satan, froB tbe thraldom 
of tbe Pesbwa Bahji Baji Rao; but be wae treacberoQslj seized by the 
Peebwa, and wae cot released till be agreed* to pay to tbe Pesbwa 16 lakba of 
ropees aa arrears of tribute from Gcjarat, sod to share eqaally all bis posses* 
eioce tod future oooqcestd. In the followicg year tbe Peebwa obtat&ed a 
parUtiont Dacu^i Oaekwar’s conqueeta in Kathiawar, and the Gaekwar 
agreed to attist tbe Pesbwa with troops when necessary. Thereafter tbe 
srmiea of Damsel Oaekwsr and of tbe Pesbwa under Ragbuba proceeded to 
tbe feint conquest of Gnfarat. In 1765 tbe Mngbal Gorerament in Ahmad* 
abed was entirely subverted, and the town and country wen shared bet^reen 
the Pesbwa and tbe Qaekwer. Bamaji Gaekwar was a aiipporterof Baghoba 
in bis rebellion against Madbo lUo, and fnroisbed him with troops under 
bis son Govind Bao. But in this war Damaji was defeated, and pnnisbed by 
tbe imposition of an annual tribute of Rupees 6,^6,000, and annual service 
with 3,000 horse during peace and 4,000 during war. He also agreed to pay 
Bupeea 2,54,000 for certain districts which tbe Feshwa promised to restore 
to him, making bis tribute in all Rupees 7,79,000. He left four sons, Sajafi, 
bis eldest son, by bis second wife; Govind Rao, his second son, by bis first wife } 
and Manafiand Fateh Singh by bis third wife. Govind Bio was at Poona 
at tbe time of his father's death, and by tbe payment of a large nazar to tbe 
Pesbwa Madbo Rao, and by agreeing^ to tbe arrangements which had been con* 
eluded with Damaji three years before, he procured his recognition as successor 
to bis father’s rank of Sena Khas Khel. But Fateh Singh urged tbe superior 
claim of Sayaji, the eldest eon, who was an idiot; and the Pesbwa, whose 
object was to divide tbo family and thereby reduce tbe Gaekwar’s power, sub¬ 
sequently admitted^ SayajPs right, thus making the brothers G&vind Bao and 
Fsieb Singb implacable enemies. To strength en bis position Fateh S i ngb made 
overtures for |an alliance with tbe Biitieh Government in 1772, but bis 
proposal wae rejected. In January 1775, however, an Agreement (No. XVII) 
was made with bim. This provided that tbe Gaekwaris share of tbe revenues 
of Broach, which place the British Government bad taken by aaeault on the 
iStb November 1772, was to remain on tbe same footing as under tbe 
government of the Nawab of Broach. 

After the murder of Narayan Rao, the Pesbwa Haghuba again recogoised 
tbe claim of Govind Rao. 'Hiersfore, wheo Ragbuba fled to Gujarat before 
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the axmj of tbo misutdrial party at Fooca, who supported tbs claim of Madho 
Itao Narayaoj the postbumcns son of Narajaa Rao, to the'position of Posbwa, 
be fotmd an ally in Goviod Bao, and an eoemy in Tateh Singh. T7hen the 
Bombay force 3 oiDed the army of R^buba, an tmauceesafnl attempt was mada 
to detach Fateh Singh from the cause of the ministerial party. Bat after 
seme euceesssd bad been g:ained by the Britiab troops in Gujarat, a Treaty 
(No. XYHI) was mediated between Fateh Singh and Ragbaba, by which it 
was agreed that the former should fornish troops and money to Raghaba, who 
should provide Oovind Bao with a jagir in the Deccan, and that the British 
Government, aa guarantors of the treaty, shonld receive the Gaekwar's share 
of the revenues of Broach and several villages in perpetuity. This treaty was 
abrogated by the orders of the Bengal Government, which dissolved the 
coDDCctioa with Bagbuba. Then followed the treaty* of Poxandbar^ con¬ 
cluded by Colonel Upton with the miDisterial par^ at Foooa; one of the 
provisions of which was that the cesaioos made by Fateb Singb should be 
reetored to him if it coaid be proved that be had no authority to make them 
without the previous conseot of the Psehwa's government. The object of this 
on tbs part of the ministaiial party wae to iodnoe Fateh Singh to acknowledge 
bis dependence on the Poona Court; and in February 1778 be was recognisedf 
as Sena Khcis Bbal oo bis paying up hie arrears of tribute. 

After the convention of Wargaon, it was proposed to reduce the Mahratta 
power by cODcluding a treaty with the Gaekwar family, to acknowledge their 
independence of the Feebwa, and by conquering for tbo British Government 
the Peshwa’s share in Gujarat. General Goddard having gained some suo- 
cesses in the campaign in Gujarat, concluded a treaty of oSeusive and defen¬ 
sive alliance (No. XIX) on these principles with Fateh Singh on the 26th 
January 1780. Fateh Singh was to receive the Feshwa’s territory north of 
the Mabi river, to cede his districts south of the Taptl, the revenues of Broach 
and villages adjacent, and the district of Sinoron the Narbada, to be relieved 
from jnycoent of triboto to the Pesbwa during the war, and to send 8,000 
horse to join the British army. The terms of this treaty were generally 
approved by the Supreme Qoveroment; hut eome objections were taken to the 
wording of it. The seal of Goveroment end the signatures of the Members 
of Council were therefore adined by way of ratification to an amended version, 
copies of which were sent to the Bombay Government to be ezebaoged with 
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Fateh Sing. Tbe alteratione made, Iioweret, nets oarer comtsoolcated to him. 
The ^aeetioo whether, aoder these oircumetaocee, either of tbe rereiona of the 
treaty was a hindiog dooament la of so praoUcal importance, for by the treaty 
of Salbai,* which eatabliehed peace between the Britiab dorernmeot and the 
Feahwa in I78i, the territories of the Gaekwar were placed on the footing on 
w;bich they had stood before tbe war, and Fateh Singh was required to pay 
tribute to the Pesbwa as formerly, but was exempted from all retroepectiTe t 
claims. 

Fateh Singh Gaekwar died on tbe ^let December 1789. His brotber 
Mao^i immediately assumed charge of the goTernmeot for his brother Sayaji, 
and waa recognised by tbe Fesbwa on payment of a large oazar. Tbe chime of 
Gorind ftao, bowerer, were eupported by Madboji Sindbia. To strengthen 
his power, Man^i applied for tbe protection of the British GoTernment under 
the treaty of 1780, but interference was declined on the ground that that 
treaty had been superseded by tbe treaty of Saibai. Tbe family quarrel was 
termioated by tbe death of Manaji on tbe let Anguat 1793, and the succession of 
Govind Rao, who was required to pay large snms^ to the Pesbwa, and to sign 
an agreement ceding tbe Gaekwac’s districts south of the Tapti and his share 
of tbe customs of Surat to the Pesbwa. But this cession was afterwards relio- 
quisbed by the Feebwa, tbe British QoTernment haring objected to it as a 
dismemberment of tbe Gaekwaris territory, contrary to the prorisiona of tbe 
treaty of Salbai. 

Aba Shelukar, the Feshwa’s Deputy in Gujarat, excited tlie enmity of 
Ooriod Rao by lerying contributions in tbe Oaekwar^s rilleges. This led to 
hostilities, to wbiob the Oaekwar was further inrited by Baji Roo, aa Aba 
Sbelnkar was one of the supporters of the minister Nana Fainaris. Tbe 
quarrel was materially affected by the intervention of tbe British Goverament. 
On tbe death of the Nawab of Surat in 1799, the British Government eodea* 
Touted to obtain the cession of tbe Gaekwaris share of the ebauth of Surat 
and the surrounding districts. To tbie tbe Oaekwar consented conditionally 
on tbe Peebwa^s sanction being obuined, and in the hope of securing assist^ 
ance ^aiost Aba Sbelukar. Tbe request for aid was evaded, but in the mean¬ 
time Aba Sbelukar was made prisoner by Gorind Rao, and in October 1800 
tbe Pesbwa. leased to tbe Gaekwar his share in tbe Gqjarat revenues for five 
years at tbe rate of five lakhs a year.

la September of that year Goviad Eao died, and hie eldest eon Ansnd 
lUo ^as acknowledged as his sucoeesor. He wae of weak intellect, and the 
|»w«rs of the Slate were usurped by hie iUegitimato balf.brother Kaohoji 
Rao. The usurper, however, was deposed by a party beaded by Kaoji Appaji, 
the minister of Goviud Bao, supported by Babaji, his brother. Bat tbe causa 
«f Eaoboji was espoused hy Malhar Bao, the oouan of Goviud Uao, whose 
father had been a scpporter of Govind Bao in hie struggles with Fateb Siogb, 
aud who was dissatisfied with the treatment ho had received from Govind Bao 
after the acoosaion of latter to power. The struggle wae ended by Baoji 
Appaji throwing himself on the proteotian of the British Government, and 
agreeing, on the 15th March 180^ (No. XX), to receive a subsidiary force 
from the Bombay Government, and to cede the chaath of Surat and tbe par* 
gana of Chorasi, on condition of being supported against Malhar Bao. After 
a short campaign Malbar Bao sarrendered, and wae allowed for hia support Ru« 
pees 1,25,000 a year. Both Malbar Bao and Xanhojl subse^aently more tbaa 
once rebelled. The latter wae eveotoaliy removed to Madras in 1S12, in 
consequence of hie having conspired with tbe Jam of Nawanagar to secure bis 
own elevation to the Baroda State aud to destroy the British ascendancy ut 
Gujarat. Malhar Bao died a prisoner at Bombay. 

The convention of tbe I5tb March 1802 was reduced to a formal Treaty 
(No. XXI], confirmed by tbe Oaekwar in a separate written agreement on tbe 
29tb July 1802. To this treaty was added a private engagement with Baoji 
Appaji, guaranteeing to him permanently tbe post of Minieter and extending 
tbe protection of the British Government to him, his son. brothers, nephews, 
relations and frisnds. By the 14th article of the treaty of Basse! the 
treaty with tbe Gaekwar was recognised and acknowledged by the Pesbwa. 

The convention of tbe 15th March 1802 oonteined a sHpuUtion, which 
was confirmed by Bnbeeqnsnt engagements, that the British Government 
should assist the Gaekwar in ledncing bis Arab mercenariss.f These troops had

The 
money was advanced to the Gaekwar by the British OoverncDent on territorial 
security. The reduotioo of the mercenary troops wae not effected without blood- 
died. After this the Gaekwar ceded (Ko. XXII) districts yielding Rupees 
7,80,000 for the support of the subsidiary force. The above eogagements were 
^l coDSoUdated in the Treaty of the 41st April 1805 (Ko. XXIII), by 
wbioh also the eubsidiary force was increased; territories jieldiog Rupees 
11,70,000 were ceded for its support; lands yielding Bupeee U,d6,000 were 
assigned for the payment of tbe Gaekwar’s debts to the British Government, 
wbioh amounted to Rupees 41,88,784; the Gaekwar bound bimself to snbmitbis 
pecuniary disputes with tbe Peshwa to tbe arbitration of the British Govern- 
meot; and generally bis relations with tbe British Government were defined. 
The ceded districts were found not to yield a revenue equal to tbe cost of the 
subsidiary force, and therefore, on the I8th June 1807, the Gaekwaroeded (No* 
XXIV) additional territories yielding Rupees 1,76,168. In 1814 a proposal 
was put forward by the Bombay Government to restore to tbe Gaekwar, in 
conslderationof a payment of upwards of a croreof Rupees, tbe territories ceded 
for the subsidy, and to farm to him the districts acquired under the treaty of 
Bacsein, tiis engagements regarding tbe sabsidiary force remaining otherwise

Tbow pQsnoteM were Moiidsied at the time the? were granted to he of mueb advantoi^a la 
sKnrtog BriUeh iefraeoee at Barcda, at tbe same time tut they eetobliebed tbe Oeekwarie 
and ao loag as tbe Bri6ib Geveruaeat continaed to exseiM a cloee eoatml ever tbe affaire oi tOe 
Gaekwar, 00 ioccnvemence wae felt from tbem. Bat after 188C^ wbra tbe Gaekwar ww veoted 
with the fad goreiwioeat of hii Stats, the goaranteto proved a eouroe of mneb irritation, A 
purbeoler accouat of them bore would be oat of placo.

Tbd Peehwa'« olairoB agaiost the Gaelcwar for tba tribute of Kathiawar 
and the faxm of Ahmadabad, wbicbi after tbe expirj of tbe five jearg* leaae, 
hod been 1 * 006 wed* in 1801 for ten ^ears, at tbo rate of Rnpeea 4^50,000 a 
year, tbrougb tbe mediation and under tbe guaraotee of the Britieb Govern* 
zneotj were met by oounter.claimeon tbe pait of tbe Gaekwar for tbe revenuee 
of Broach, which the Pealiwa bad, witboot hie consent, ceded to the British, 
and for tbe pay of extraordinary troops kept up for the defence of the Feshwa’s 
possoseione in Gujarat. Renewal of the lease, whiob expired in 1K14, was 
rofnaed, and Trimbakji Anglia, tbe fuvoniite creatuco of Baji Rao, directed 
the Kathiawar Chiefs not to pay to the Gaekwar tbe Peehwa's ebare of the 
tribute. To adjust these disputes, Gangadhar Shastri, tbe Gaokwar's miaister, 
was deputed to Poooa under the guarantee of the British Govern meat for his 
safety, but was b.aeely assaasinated by Trimbakji Anglia. By tbo treatyt 
which he was required to sign on the 18th Jane 1817, in ooaseqQence of 
this outr^e, the Peshwa was obliged to renounce all future elaima against 
the Gaekwar, and to compromise past claims for an annnal earn of four 
lakhs of rupees, a payment fi*om whioh the Gaekwar was released on 
the overthrow of tbe PesUwa. As tbe result of this arrangement, a new 
Treaty (No. XXV) was concluded on tbe fith November 1817 with Pateb 
Singh, tbe Regent, on behalf of Auand Rao Gaekwar. Tho chief provisions 
of this treaty were an inorease of the subsidiary force; the cession to tbe 
British Government of all rights which the Gaekwar had acquired by the farm 
of tbe Peshwa’s territories in Gnjarat^ the consolidation of the territories of 
the British Government and the Gaekwsir in Gujarat by exchange of certain 
districts; the co-operation of tbe Gaeh war's troops with those of tbe British 
Government in time of war; and the mutual sorrender of oriminals. 

Anatid Rao Gaekwar died on the 8od October 1819, aud was succeeded by 
his brother Sayaji Rao, who during the two preceding years bad been 
Regent, to the exclusion of hie two legitimate tone, Balwant Rno and Pilaji 
Rao, by a R^pnt wife. On his accassiou Government resolved (No. XX7I) 
to withdraw from the minute interfersneo which it had hitherto exei'cieed in 
the affairs of the Baroda State, provided that the Gaekwar respected the 
guaranteed allowances of his ministers, and his ^reementa with his tributaries 
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and bankers. Oae o£ tie eoaditiotia oq which the Arab meicanaries Lad 
taken their discharge iu ISOS fvas that the goarantae of the Britieh Govern, 
meat shoald be eubstibuted for the gaaraatees which had been given hy the 
Anibs to several Garoda bankerr, promising them eecnrit; from molestation 
and tite payment of loaoe advanced by them to the State. Bendes these, the 
British Govemment gnaranteed the payment of eeveral other loane, which hnd 
been r^eed at different times to relieve the Geek war’s embavrassments. lo 
1820 the whole debts of the State amnanted to Bapeea 1,07,66,297. Loans 
for the li^nidation of this suxn were raised from six principal baokars under 
British gnarautce, the Gaekwar eng^iog to pay them off at the rate of dftcen 
lakhs per anonm. The ioehilmeats were very irregularly paid, and in 1826 it 
was foQod that the debte had inoreased. With the cooeeat of the Qaekwar a 
new arrangement wss made under guasaotee, by wbieh certain district were 
farmed for emn years to pay off tbo debt. Sayaji Rao, however, violated the 
leases and showed no disposition to respect the guarantees, and therefore the 
British Govejnment ia 1828 temporarily ottached tlie districts of Petlad, 
Bohiyal, Kari, Dab hoi, Bahadaipar, Siaor, Amreli, Dflmnagar,and Sbiyanagar, 
and the tiibutea of Kathiawar, Mahi Kantba, Rewa Kantha, lUjpipla, 
Oodeyporei and the tributaiy Sankhera villages, lo 1882, however, after mocb 
negotiation, a private settlement was effected between the Gaekwar and the 
bankeiBi the gnaraotees were QaDcelled> and the djsbrlete and tributes were 
restored to the Gsekwar. 

In 1320 a Coaveutioo {No. XKVII) was eoneladod, whcivhy the 
Goekwar agreed to send no troops into Kathiawar and Mohi Kantba without 
the eoDSont of the British Government, and to make no demand on the 
eamindars or others residing in those provinces except through the medium of 
the British Government, who engaged to procure pay merit of tbetribnte free 
of expense to the Gaekwar. In the same year a somewhat similar arrange 
ment woe made in behalf of the Mewosie of the HewaKanlha, who were 
placed under the control of the British Government.^Rewa Kantba.) In 
1826 the Qaekwar agreed (No, XXVIII) that hla sbsxe of any hoes levied 
in Kathiawar, and of any extra revenue over and above the revenue fixed at 
the perpetual settlement, should be credited to the fund for the suppression 
of infanticide.^ In 1844 Rales (No. XXIX) regnUting the levy of dues 
on vessels driven ioto his ports in Kathiawar by stress of weather were settled, 
and thev were revised (No. XXX) in 1350, 
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By tLa 8th article of the ti'eaty of X817 the Onekwar was hoand to 
CDuiobnin a body of 8,000 effective cavalry to oo-opei’ate with the subaidia^y 
force. The article gare the Britiah Govermaent no right to tlie serticfta of 
this force except whea the aubsidiary force conU be employed; but the prac¬ 
tice grew up of holding the cavalry available at all times for police duty in the 
tributary States. The force was very iae£Bcieat> and ia 1830 the Gaekwar 
wae called on to reader two-thirde of the cavalry fit for service* On his fail¬ 
ing to do so iands yielding about Knpees 15,00,000 were se^oestrated to pro¬ 
vide funds for their pnnctual payment. In 1838, however, the districts were 
restored on the Gaekwar agreeing (No. X5XI) to deposit Rnpeas 10,00,000 
with the British Government. In the following years Sayaji Rao Gaekwar 
committed himself to a long courie of unfriendly acts against the British 
Government. TIkeae led ia 1839 to the sa^uestraticc of the district of Pet* 
lad, yielding a revenue of Rupees 7,34,000. The deposition of Sayaji Rio 
aud the transfer of the sovereignty to another member of the family were 
threatened. Part of the revenue of Petlad was appropriated to the main¬ 
tenance of a body of cavalry organised by the British Government, and called 
tbe Gnjarat Irregular Horse. In 1840 it was proposed to the Gachwar to re¬ 
form his contingent by i^educing the strength to 1,500 efficient men. This 
proposal was not based on the treaty of 1817, which was declared abrogated 
by the unfriendly conduct of the Qashwar. The Oaekwar was much opposed 
to Ibis measure; but at last in 1$4l, when tbe causes of dispate wore 
adjusted, an Agreement (No. XZZII) was made with him, which revived 
tbe treaty of 1817, provided for a payment of Rupees 3,00,000 for the Guja¬ 
rat Irregular Horse, for the maintsnanoa of tbe contingent of 3,000 hone by 
the Gaekwar, and for its employment in the tributary districts, tiie Gaekwar 
being permitted at any time to reduce the cumber so employed to 1,600 men. 
On tbe conclusion of this agreement the district of Petlad was restored, and 
the Rupees 10,00,000, deposited with the British Government in 1834 were re¬ 
funded to the Gaekwar. In 1858, as a reward for tbe services of tbe Gaek¬ 
war during tbe mutinies, the payment cf Rupees 3,00,000 a year for the Guja¬ 
rat Irregular Horse was remitted (No. XXXIII), bnt at tbe same time the 
permiseion given to the Gaekwar to reduce tbe contingent to 1,500 men wae 
cancelled, and tbe contingent was put on the same footing as that described 
in tbe 8th article of tbe treaty of 1817, with tbe addltiooal pi‘ 0 vision that 
it should do 01 diuary police dnty in the tributary districts, lu ISSl, shortly 
before Che present Gaekwar came of age, an Agreement (No. XXXIV) wae 
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es«eated by wbieh tba Biitisb GoverDuaDtag^reedto allow the oontiD^eot to be 
disbanded mconsi4oratioQ of fln aoaua] mouoy payment of Rupees 3,75,000. 
When tb« Chief was invested wi^ powers of administration be raised sundry 
objectione to the acbeme being immediately carried oat, and ite operation wns 
acoordiogly postponed till 1335. Tbe police duties in Eatbiawar, which bad 
till then been performed by tbe men of the contingent, are now discharged 
by local corps specially raised for tbe purpose. Uoder tbe new arrangementR 
DOW in force tlie streogib of the Qaekwar’s cavalry is not to exceed 1,500 
regulars and 3,000 irregulars. 

In 1807 tbe Oovernment of India waived tlieir right to have formally 
submitted for their sanction any appointment which the Oaekwar might wish 
to make to tbe post of Diwan of bis State. They retAned, however, the right 
to veto any nomination of wbiob they might disapprove. 

for many years tlicre was a controversy os to the respective rights of tbe 
Sritish GoveromoDt and tbe Gaekwar to 48 villages in the W^pnr Taraf, 
a tract in Kbaudesb. These villages were iu tbe possession of the Peshwu 
from 1750 to tbe downfall of the Mahratta power in 1817. Bnrfng the 
earlier years of British rule tbo olaim of the British Government assoc* 
oessor to tbe Pesbwa was pr^erved, bnt the tisekwar, who held some villages 
in this distriot in rightful possession, gradually encroached on tbe British vil* 
lages, which bad for some years yielded no revenue; and when in 1848 the 
queetion attracted attention and a claim was pnt forward by the British 
Government, tbe Gaekwar bed been in undisturbed possession of the villages 
for twenty *0110 yeare. Tbe question remained in abeyance until 1859, wheu> 
in eonsiderataos of tbe long possesdou of tbe Gaekwar, the British Govsrn* 
ment waived its right. 

Certain claims to levy customs duties and abkari as well as to exercise 
jurisdiction within tbe tract called the Dangs were preferred by tbe Gaek¬ 
war, hut rejected by the Government of India in 1884. Some villages were 
olaimed as belocging wholly to one party or the other, and others were claimed 
as oo-sbared. The boundary also had never been properly demarcated. A 
special ofSesr wm appointed to this duty in 1886 who settled all dUpates 
coQueoled with the Dangs, besides laying down tbe boundary. 

On the I9th December 1847 Saysji Rao Gaekwor died, and was eucceeded 
by bis eldest eon Ganpat Rao. He died witboat male issne on tbe 18th 
November 1856, and was succeeded, on the 13tb December, by bis brother 
Kbaodi Roo. 
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Ebaodi Rao was granted thd right of adoption (No. SXXV) ia l$dt^ 
And was afterwards made a Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted 
Order of the Star of India. He died in NoTember 1870 without male 
issue, though the aocoacbement of hia jounger wife was expected. Tbe heir* 
apparent under these oiiunmatances was his Toaoger brother Malhac Rao, 
wbc had been acoueed la 1863 of being concerned iu a oonepirscy to compass 
the death of his brother, and had been in conseqnesce confined as a State 
prisoner at Padre la Baroda territory. Malbar Bao, having acknowledged In 
writing that a posthumona son if bom would be tbe undoubted heir to tba 
gadi, was recognised as Regent duKng the interregnum aud eventually as 
Goekwar on the birth of Kbaudi Rac's posthumous daughter. The lost six 
years of Rhandi Ban’s rule bad been marked by eerious deterioration in the 
admin ietrntion of Baroda, which attracted on several ocoasioDa the severe 
animadversion of tbe Bombay Governmeat. 

Under Molbar Rao’s rule the mal-administration of tbe State increased, 
till in 2873 tbe active interference of the British Government bacanie un¬ 
avoidable. A Comiuission was appointed for the purpose of making the 
necessary enquiries; and ite report In March 187^ established so serioDS 
au amount of general misgovernment in Baroda that the Geek war was 
warned that, unless within a given time be effected essential reforms, tbe 
nature and extent of which were folly explained to him, be wonld be 
removed from tbe exercise of power, and such other arrangements consistent 
with tbe maiotenanoe of the integrity of tbe Baii>da State would be made 
as might be reguivsd to secure a satisfactory admioistratico. 

In Mny 1874 Malhar Rao solemnised hia marriage with his mistress 
Lakshmi Bai. In consequence of doubts as to tbe propriety oE this marriage, 
tbe Resident was directed not to attend the ceremony. By tbe tone of hie 
communicatiouB to the Resident on this subject, the Qnekwar Incorred 
the grave displeasure of the Bombay Goverument. Five months after the 
marriage a son was born, but the Re^dent did not participate in the ceremonies 
nsually performed at the birth of a legal bcir, and tbe course of events sobse- 
queatly mads it onueceasary for tbe Oeverument of India to pi^onouncs upon 
the validity of the marriage. Added to these causes of di^tUfactlon with the 
conduct of tbe Gaekwar was bis. treatment of bis brother's youngest widow 
Jamna Bal, whom be ooofined to tbe palace till her life was endangered, and 
did not release till be was warned that be would be held responsible if sbs 
suffered aoy fniiher injury. In tbe meantime the Gaekwat^s marriage with 
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LAkslimi Bai had aggravated the Berions difterencaa between bim and hie nobles, 
^vhlob bad been commented on in the report of the Coromiseioa j the pay of 
the military ol&ssce was gi'eatly inarrear; the Sindhia and Arabs lo his eoivioe 
were fast getting beyond control; and there seemed to be every proepect of a 
reheUion. In short, no progress had been made in iro proving tJie admiuistro* 
cion, notvritbstanding the Gnelcwar'e promisee to reform. 

In November IK74 the Government of India appointed a epecial officer, 
Sir Lewis Pelly, to replace Colonel Phajre, the lUeident at Biroda, whoso 
personal relatione with the Oaekwar wei« not altogether satbbetoiy, and to 
aSoid the Gaekwar every possible aid in reforming Lie admimetration. 
Colonel Phayre bad reported an attempt to p^on him, and bis enooessor^ 
Sir Lewis Pelly, was inetructed to investigate the case. Evidence was brought 
to light which tended not only to sabstantinte the commission of tbe attempt, 
but to throw enspicioQ on the Gaekwar himself. An enquiry was deemed 
essentia}, bnC, baviug regard to tbe antecedents «»f tbe Gaekwar and tbe dis¬ 
credit thrown on his obai’acter by tbe report of the Commiseiou, and to tbe 
weight of tbs evidence brought to light, the Government of India wero 
of opinion that tbs enquiry would be conducted uoder diBadvantagee if 
Molbar Eao remained in tbe position of Gaekwar, and that it would bo 
improper to continue friendly commnnications with him pending the investi¬ 
gation. It was therefore determined to suspend Malbar Rao from power, aiid 
to assume on behalf of the British Government tbe admioistiation of the 
State pending the result of the enqsiry. Troops were accordingly sent to 
Boi-oda, Malbar fcao was ari'ested, and a Proelamation (No. XXXVI) was 
issued announcing bis sospeosion and the institution of the enquiry. Zt was 
announced at the same time Uiat, whatever the results of the enquiiy might 
be, a Native administration would be re-esUblitbed at Bainda. The charges 
against Malbar Rao of instigating the attempt to poison Colonel Pbsyre, of 
holding secret oommuolcations with certsdo Residency servants, and of giving 
them bribes for improper purposes, were investigated by a Commission com¬ 
posed of tbe Chief Justice of Bengal as Preeident, and Sir Richard Meade, 
Mr. P. 6. Melvill, Maharaja Sindbia, the Maharaja of Jaipur and Sir Dinkar 
Rao as menbers. Tbs Eorope&n members considered tbe charges proved. 
Sindbia and Sir Dinkar Rao found tbs graver imputatioos not proved, while 
tbe Maharaja of Jaipur thought that Malbar Rao was uot implicated in any 
o! tbe obargea 

Meanwhile, independently of tbo enquiiy into the attempt to poisou 
Colonel Phayre, much additional proof of Malhar Rao's uofitness for power 
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bad teen aocumuIj>ted. As the Commissioners were divided in opinion, tbe 
fiDal decision of Her Majesty’s Government was not based upon tJie report 
of the Commiseiou, oor did it assume that tbe result of tbe eiM^uiry had been 
to prove the truth of the impotatione agiaiost the Gaekwar ; hot, having regal'd 
to ail tbe ciwamstanoes relating to tbe affairs of Baroda from the date of 
MalW Rao's accession to power, to his notorious misconduct, his gross mie- 
govemmect of tbe State, and bis evident incapacity to carry into effect the 
necessary reforms, it was resolved that Malbar Eao should be deposed from tbe 
position of Gaekwar, and that he and his issue should be precloded from all 
ngbts, liODonrs and privileges appertaioing thereto. 

A Froclamstion (No. XXXVII) to this effect was issued on the 19th 
April 1875, and Malbar Rao was deported to Madras, He died there in 
1882 without male issue, his son by Laksbmi Bai having predeceased him in 
1880. His widows, Mabalsa Bsl andLakehmi Bai, returned to Baroda terri. 
tory, where they axe now residing under the protec^on of the Baroda Dsrbsr. 

Tbe British Government of India, being desirous to mark tbeir sense of 
tbe loyal services of Xbandi Bao Gaekwsr in 1857, acceded to tbe request of 
bis widow JnmDQ Bai that sbe might be allowed to adopt some member of 
the Gaskwar family, who might be selected as the most snitable person upon 
whom to confer the Baroda State. Her choice fell upon Gopal Rao, a des« 
condaot of Partab Rao, son of Pilaji Gsekwar; and be was installed as Gaek* 
war of Baroda, on tbe 27tb May 1876, uuder tbe name of Sayaji Rao. His 
Highness has received the title of Farzaud‘i*Xbaa*i-l)aalat-l>lD<rli8bia, and io 
1887 was appointed a Rnight Grand Commander of the Order of tbe Star 
of India. Her Highness the Maharani Jamna Bai, widow of Xbsodi Rao, 
was invested with the Order of tbe Crown of India in 1878. 

Six Madbava Rao, tben serving at Indore, was appointed Biwaci of 
Baroda under the new administration; which be brought into so efficient 
state. Oq tbe 28tb December 1881, His Highness was formally invested 
with full powers of government, being then in his 19^ year. Sir Madbava 
Rao coutinaed to hold tbe posiUon of Dlwan till 1883, when be resigned. The 
Gaekwar with tbe approval of tbe Government of lodia appointed Xhau 
Bahadur Eaai Sbabab*ud‘diD, C.I.E., to fill tbe vacaucy. He was I'eplaced 
iu 1886 by Hao Bahadur Laksbman Jagannath. Since tbe year 1874 political 
control over tbe Baroda State has been retained by tbe Government of India, 
and is eiereised through the Agent to tbs Governor-General. 
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Theta has heed mnoh ooirespoudenoe regarding extradition with tlta 
Seroda State. Ic liSPL the Bombay Qovercmeot ieeued detailed iostruetiune 
oa the eabjeot Geiiei'&lly» it may be said that the provisions of the Extradi* 
lion Act aud roles thereonder are followed on both sides as far as possible. 

In 3878 a British officer was appointed, in subordinaUoo to the Afent 
to the Goveraor'Generol, to settle, finally and jndicinlly, nnderrnlee sanctioaed 
by the OoTomment of India, the diffierent rights and interosts, guaranteed 
and unguaranteed, appertaining to those inhabitants of Bewa Kantha, Mahi 
Kantba and elaewhere, who had claims to Giraa or Wants in the territories 
under the direct' administration of the Goekwar. This step was rendered 
seceasaiy by the aotioQ of M&baraja Ehandi Bao, who in 2862 attached all 
eueb ToraGiras and many such Wsnta rights; the large majority of which had 
been enjoyed by virtue of the settlements efieeted between the Goekwar mid the 
Chiefs and zamiodars of the Mahi Kantha (Nos. XXVII and CXX) and of the 
Hewa Eaatha {No. CIjIV), There were also some similar claims for con* 
eideration which had not been guaranteed, directly or iudirectly, by the British 
GoTernmeot. All these bad in consequence of the attachment fallen into ari'ears, 
and the whole subjeot had become inTohed in great confxuion. The work 
of adjudication was finally completed In March 188^, by which time 6,765 
cases (Oiras 4>nS, Waota 2,652) had been decided. The special officer, how* 
ever, bad to be re-appointed to decide the qaestion of gnarautee as it 
afected the Bbayad of the Mahi Kantha tributaries. This work was con* 
eluded in 1889-90; and the British Girasia agent was removed on the express 
condition that his appointment would be revived if necessity should arise. 

tn the same'year a Britieb officer was appointed as Boundary Gommis. 
sioner for the settlement of any disputes entrusted to him between Saroda and 
her neighbours. A code of rules was drawn op for socb settlemeDt with 
the approval of the Goverument of India. 

In 1887 the Gaekwar abolished all tronsit dues in his territory, an act of 
liberality for which he received the thanks of tbe Viceroy. 

In 1885 tbe Baroda system of administering tbe abkarior country liquor 
revertne came under tbe consideration of tbe Government of ludia. It was 
fonnd tbet under the erieting system consideiable loss was occasioned Co tbe 
British ezoieo revenne by the importation of illicit spirit from the Oaekwar*s 
tenitories, and drunkenness wAs enoouiaged, aud aSrays between nungglere 
and the proveDtive police were of frequent oucurrunce. Tbe Darbut 
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addi-eesed upon the 8abj®ct, aod after eonsiderable deUj a aettlerupiit jn 
principle of most of the natters ondor diecussion was arrived ot> Its terms 
are embodied in a Memorandum of Agreement (No. XXXVIII) drawn up by 
the Bombay ComniMioner of Cnstome ood the Diwnn of BsiodA Details 
tveie subsoqaently worked out by a joint Comaiasion, The point which has 
recently been considered is tbe aasimilatiou of seUiog prices iu Baioda to those 
obtaining in adjacent British districts. 

In 1820 SayajiRao Gaekwar entered into a Convention (No. 3XXIX) 
regulating tbe sale of opium in bis territories i its export bad been previously 
prohibited except on the payment of duty at the rafa of Rapeea 12 par seer. 
Some of the provisions of tbisooavention were, however, gradually allowed to 
fall more or less into sbeyaace, and it became neooasary to put tlie opium arrange- 
mente with Baroda on a more satisfactory footing- After a good deal of dU- 
cnasion a settlement wfie arrived at in 1878. Its provisions will be found in 
detail in a letter (No. XL) from Sir Madbava Rao^ the then Diwan, wboee 
proposals were, with some slight modifications, accepted as satisfactory. They 
may bs summarised os inTolving the adoption by Baroda of the Bengal 
system. The most notable departure from the spirit of the origioal conven¬ 
tion of 1S20 was that tbe Baroda State was permitted to manufacture opium 
for exportation to China on certain conditions. 

In 1858 the Gaekwar ceded in full sovewignty (No. XLI) to tbsBritirh 
GpvemmeDt the lands lequired for the construction of the Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway, subject to the condition that his revenue should 
not suffer by tbe loes of traasit dntles. The question of compensation for snch 
losses was disoussed for some time; bat eventually tbe Darbar found it impos¬ 
sible to estimate the loss, and abandoned all claims on tbat account. The 
ceded lands are British territory, and have been attached partly to the Surat 
and partly to the Kaira district of the Bombay Presidency by tbe Iwcal Gov. 
ernmentis Acts X of 1862 and III of 1888, Tbe Cantoomeat Magistrate at 
Baroda exercises magisterial powers over'these lands in snhordi nation to tiie 
District Magistrates of Swat and Xaira. 

In 1877 tbe Baroda Darbar transferred (No-XLTI), witli full jnrisdiction 
short of sovereign rights, tbe lands required for the constroction of the Rajput- 
ana.Malwa Railway, where it runs throngh the northern divirion of Baroda. 

In 1879 the Baroda Darbar mads over (No. XLIII) to the Bhannagar- 
Gondai Stale Railway the lands reqnwd for the portion of the line which 
passes tbrottgh the Amreli Mahals. Crimiual jai isdiction ever these lands was 

• a 






at th6 ttme time ceded to tUe British Government, ond itia eterased hy British 
Courts in the Katbiawer Agency. Civil jarifliliction wa« not ceded. Aa a 
tentative measare it was suheeqnently arianged that the Ratbiawar Agency 
«hoaJd exercise jurisdiction in oivil suite against tbe States owning tie railway 
when tbe causa of notion might oriae iu tba area of the Baroda lands. 

The Gaekwar has also constructed at his own expense Hnes of r^lway 
mnoing through Baroda territory. A commeocemeut was made in 1872, 
with a line £ 10 m Miyagom on tlie Bombay, Baroda and Central India Rail¬ 
way to D-bhoi Fnrtber extensions have since been carried out connecting 
Dabboi with Baroda, Cbandod, Babadurpur and Bodell, lu 1880 sanctioD 
was given to tbe connection of Vednagar in Baroda territory with Mebseoa, a 
station on tiis Kajpntana*Maiwa line, and tbe line hns since been extended 
from Vadnagat to Kbeialu; and Patten is also linked with Mebsana. These 
tines are coostriicted and worked by tbe Bombay, Baroda and Central India 
Railway Company, under tbe general superintendence of the Government of 
Bombay. Jurisdiction over these lines bus not been ceded to the Britisb 
Geveinment, bet any British subject convicted by a Baroda oourt is enti¬ 
tled to make a representation by way of appeal to tbe Agent to the 
Governor-General at Baroda; end all railway servants are entitled to British 
protection. In ) 891 the Gaetwar issued orders directing the Baroda Courts 
exercising jurisdiction over Baroda State Etilwaya to follow as far as possible 
tbe Indian B>ail»ay Act and raise in dealing with both railway oCsoces 
and the righte and obligations of tho rmlway ndminlstratioD. Tbe Bar bar 
also flamed spt'cial rules to regulate the working of tbe police on tbe Barodn 
Stiite Railways. Ihe Gsekwar also agreed (No. XLIV) to bear tbe entire 
cost c£ a railway fincn Mehsatia to Vimmgam in the Abmadabad district, and 
grunted to the British Government full jiirisdiotion over the lands occupied.by 
the railway in Baroda territoiy. For tbe purposes of tbe exercise of thle 
jnviadiction the lands weie declared by the Governor-General in ConneU to be 
subject to tbs laws and Courts of the Viramgam taluka. 


The British Governmeot hae tbe right of con trolling salt-works and the 
opening of new ports in tbe Gaekwar's territories, as also ibe right to wreck¬ 
age on tbe Baroda shores, lu 26B7 His Highness entered Into an Agreement 
(No. XLV) putiiogtbe suit anangemenU in bis Ratbiawar possesaioDs 00 
much tbe same footing as obtains in the otlter States of that province. 


Tbe area of tbe G&ekwnr's territory is 8,569 square miles, the revenne in 
1890<9l Wits Government Kupres 1,36,50,900,and ibe population (according to 
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the cessus of 1891} ie 2,415,3 96. The Militar; foree of ilie State co osiste (1891) 
of 46 field aad 4 other guoe witb 98 artiilerjqieD, 1,600 cavalry, aod8,l^>2 
lufautry. Beeidea the I’egular force tbeie are 2,0$\ irregular oavalry aod 1,806 
iafaotry. Id additioa a body of police eoaeietiog of 564 moDoted aod 4,458 
foot is maintained. The Qaekfrar receives a salute of iX gnoe. 

Tie ChUftof Oilonania^.—The district of Okliamaodal in the estrema 
weet of Kathiaivar is occupied by Wadbil E&jpQte, and Waghers who are a 
mixed race of Mubammadaos aud Hind os. The first intemourse of tbeBri^sb 
Oovernosent witb tliese tribes was occasiooed by tbeir notorious plra^. They 
lived obiefiy ou piracy aud od the offerings of tbe numerous pUgiims attracted 
to tbc celebrated sbriues of Beyt and Dwarka. The supere^tious reverence 
atuohiug to these tens pies prevented nslglibouring States from punishing 
tbe tribes, ‘When Colonel Walker enteied Katliiawar in 1607, be was 
instructed to negotiate agreeneots with tbe Cbiefe of Okbamandal witb a 
view to the suppression of piracy oo both Biiiieh ships and the ships of 
Native States. Tbe Chiefs witb whom Eogagemeuts {No. XLVl) were 
concluded were tbe Chiefs of fieyt, Aramra, Dwarka, Dbingi and Posbitra. 
Tbe Chiefs of Beyt aud Aramra were also i^equired to pay Rupees 1,10,000 
aa compensatioa £br injuries oocaeioned by tbeir pirades. 

Tbe repeated violations of these engagements and tbe renewed piracies 
committed by tbe Chiefs compelled the British Government to take posses¬ 
sion of the conotry. Okbamandal was conquered in 1816 and was ceded in 
full sovereignty by the British GoveromeDt to tbe Gaekwar under tbe 7th 
article of tbe treaty of the 6th November 1817. 

Tbe Woghers again frequently resisted tbe Gaekwar's authority, and 
in 1869 entered into open rebellion which necessitated the employment of 
British troops to subdue them. Since then a British officer has been stationed 
at Dwarka, tbe headquarters of the Distriot of Okbamandal. He is an 
Assistant to tbe Agent to tbe Governor-General at Bsroda, and has full 
criminal jurisdiction over Waghers and other cognate tribes. He is also Com¬ 
mandant of the Okbamandal Battallco, which is maintained by tbe Gaekwar. 

^nfc^.—The head-quarters of tbe Oaekwar^s possessions in Kathiawar la 
at Amreli. Tbe troublee which led to tbs appointment of a British officer 
to supervise the district of Okbamandal made it also necessary to appoint 
a similar Assistant at Amreli as tbe medium of all communications between 
the officers of tbe Kathiawar Agency and ibe Gaekwar's local officials. A 
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wgimeDtof tbe Gaakwar’e regnUr tjoopa wM caDtoned ai DLari. near tbe 
GLir jnaglee. wbich aw the wsort of tbe lawlesa cbaractew of Kathjawap. 
The regiment waa placed under the aoperiuteadence of a BriHah officer under 
ibe Aaslatant at Amreli. 

Mandvi Tom Gif a#.—Tbe petty State of Mandvt within the limita of tiie 
Sorat dirtrict, which haa lapsed to the Britiah GoTernment, used to colleot 
annually from the neighbouring Barodn villagea a sum of Broach Eapew 46,600 
as Tora Giras. After the lapse of Mandai to the British Government this 
right remained dormant for some tamej hut was revived. The Gaekwar 
resisted the claim, basing his argument chiefly on the grounds tbat the levy 
^as an immoral one impceed by n robber chieftain cn peaceable villages 
belonging to Baroda. It was clear, however, tbat whatever the origin of the 
levy nay have been, it was an asset belonging to tbe State of Mandvi and 
not private revenoe of the Chief, and that it was in existence long before the 
Gaekwar^fl entiy into Gujarat. Under these circumsfcaueea it was decided 
tbat Baroda shonld pay to the British Government yearly aeum of British 
Rupees 4S,&68 on this account «>«« Rupees 16,4BR on account of similar 
paymente dne to Baroda from tbe districts of Abmadabad and Kaiia. The 
arrears due from Baroda up to the year 186 5 *8 6 were remitted. 
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Agrsbmbkt between Williak AynaEW PaiOB, Esq., Chief for 
affairs of tbe Bairias Nation, in behalf of the 
Honourable United East India Comp ant, on the oae 
part, and Fdttbh Sing Guxkwab on the other part. 

Tbd towD of Baroacb, lately belon^in* to Mabasiiz Khao, Kawab^ bav* 
iQ^ been conqaered by Che Tictorious arms of tbs HoiMorabla Company, it is 
stipulated and agreed that everything shall remaict on the footing it vr^ at 
tbetimeof the said eonquest | the Boglish and ifutteh Siog each reoaiving 
their share of the revenues, in the proportions they then stood, both within 
the town and territory annex^ thereto. In this there is not to be any difEer* 
eoce. Agreeable to w above eTSTytbing is to eontinne. 

Tbie is the sgreement eealed by both parties, the i2thday of January 
1773, or the I8tb d Shewwel, in the 1183th year of the Hegira.

State of the (luikwar, of wbieb Acund Kao is the proper and legitimate beir 
and head, nnd tbe English troopSi under tbe eommand of Ma^'or 'Welker, 
having accordingly airived in the territories of the Oiiikwar, and the said 
baojee Appajce heiug also oome to Cambay to meet the Honourable the 
Governor, it is hereby agreed by and bstween them that tbe eapense already 
incurred, and such otliers as may hereafter be occasiooed, for tbe pay, allow- 
aocea, and transportation of tbe troops, expenditure, and transportation of 
stores, ammonitioD, &c.} shall be accounted for sud paid, ^ith interest, at the 
rate of three-qnartsrs pec cent, per month of thirty days, by tbe said Kaojee 
Appajes, on Annnd BaoGaikwar, and the State aforesaid, >n two instalments; 
the first to become due on or before tbe htb of October next, and tbe second 
on or before tbe &th of January 1S03, for tbe security of which be assigns 
and mortgages tbe Guikwai’s share of tbe district of Attavsessee, neat Surat, 
hereby agresiDg that, on faUu^ of the first iostalment, the Ec^Uah are to 
take possession of the said country, and to retain the same under their own 
colle<^n asd management, notil tbe whole be fully cleared and made good 
to tbe Honourable Company, with interest. 

AnriCLB 2. 

It is further hereby stipulated between ibe Honourable East India Com¬ 
pany and tbe Cnikwar State that tbe latter shall permaneDtly eubeidize from 
the Honourable Company a force of about two thousand sepoys, one company 
of European artillery, and its proportion (consisting of two companies) o£ 
lascars, the estimated expense of which, is eluding establishment of stores, 
bang about Eupees 65,000 per month. It is hereby ^eed that landed 
or funds fie assigned so as fully to cover this expenee, and whatever it

Mutbsr Rqo baving ootomsoctd boatilitias with tbe State oi Aouod lUo 
Guibwar Seoa Ehas Kbeyl Sbomsber Bahadoor* and taking posseaaioa of 
VossaDBgur^ induoed Aauiid Bao to eoHoit the assisiaixce of a Bri^eh Tofco fot 
tbe purpose of efieotually reducmg Muibar Kao and takmg bis fort of Eurree^ 
upon nbicb tbe Bnglieb sent a force to Cacbaj, with tbe view of briagin^ the 
said CbiefUio to reaeoo, «ther hy peaceable or hostile means; and the latter 
having in conaeqatoce been putsoed^ on account of Mulbar Bao’e not abiding

As my securities in wbioU 
respects, Kfajor Walker, on the part of the Honourable Company, and Meer 
Kebraauleddeen Hoesein Khan Babadoor, have, et my instance, engaged their 
responsibility, and likewise nnderteken to be the gaardians of. my rights, 
unoer this deed and eugagemeutj and should there prove any deficiency in the 
joidad of Enpees 1,25,000, those gentlemen are, by interposing with tbe 
officereof the Brodera goveroment, to cause it to be mode up. Besides this, 
if after esperieoce bad of ray good behaviour and the sincerity of my heart, 
and there thence remaining no doobte respecting me, it should ever please 
Auund Rao Sena Khaa Kbeyl Shumsber Babadoor, with the approbation of 
tbe English Govern coent, to make any increase in tbe present provision for 
me, I sball have caose to be thankful on that account.

The gnbsidiary force will at all times be readf to ezeoute services of 
importance, suob as the prctectbo of the person of Aunod Kao Guikwar Sena 
Kbae Kbeyl Sbacosher Baliadoor, his heirs and eoocesiors, the overawioe and 
chnstieement of rebels and exciiers of disturbance in bis terxitorjes, and the doe 
correction of bis subjeoto or dependants who may wiihbold tlie payment of the 
Siroor^s juafc claim; hut it is not to be employed on triflbg oocasioos, nor like 
aebnndy, to be stationed in tbe ooonbry to collect the WTeoue. One battalion 
of these forces, bonwr, or snob a propoitioQ of them as tbe pcrfonannoe of 
the foregoing serrices may require, will proceed to Kattywar when there may 
be a real necessity fov it; but tbe English Government, whose care and atten¬ 
tion to all tlie interests of tbe Quikwar State cannot be doubted, muafc remain 
tbe jodge of this nicessity. 


AitTlOLB 5. 

In order to provide the regular payment of the whole expense of this 
subsidiary force Annnd Rao Quikwar Sena Khaa Ebeyl Shomsher Babadoor 
has ceded, bv tbe agreemente aforesaid, «s., dated the I5tb March, 6th June, 
and 29th July 1$02, and Sod June 18OS, districte aod other fonds, of which 
a Schedule (A) is annexed to this Treatv, of the yearly net value of inpeee 
11,70,000. This oesaon is confirmed by cSis Treaty, and Anund BaoGuikwar 
Sena E-bas Kbeyl Shumsiisr Babadoor hereby cedes tbe dietriobs of wbioli tbe 
Sohednle is annexed, with all the r^bts m sovereignty thereof, and all lbe 
forts which they oontab, in perpetuity, to tbe Honourable Company. 

Article 6. 

The districts of Chowrassee, Chickly, Snret, Choufcb, and Eeira hare 
been ceded to the Hononrable Company by Annnd Rao Giukwar Seru Kbae 
Klieyl Shomsher Bahndoor as a proof of bis friendship, and as a teelimony of 
his senee of the benefit which be has received from his alliance with the 
Hononrnble Coryauy’a government. Tbe cession of these distiicts is con¬ 
firmed by ibis TWty, and Auund Kao Gaik war Sena Khas Ebeyl Sbam fiber 
Babadoor hereby ccdee the dietricts above mentioned, with all tbe rights 
belongine to the sovereignty thereof, and all the forts which they contain, iu 
perpetuity, to tbe Honourable Company. 


Article 7. 

Wberesa the Honourable Company have at different periods assisted 
Anuod Kao Gulkwar Sena Ehas Eheyl Sbnmeber Babadoor, both from tbeir 
own funds and thoee of bankers, with advances of money, a particular accoont 
of which, ae well as of tbe funds assigned for the payment of tbe same, is 
contained in tbe Schedule annexed, marked B, it Is hereby a;;reed that tbe full 
amount of tbe russud of the distiicts therein named, according to the provi- 
tioQs in lbs eighth Article of ths agreement of tbe 29tb July, sbajl be collected 
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on acoooni of the HonouraWe Company, and the persons therein referred 
to, imtd these dshte aud interest due upon ibdtn shaU ue fully paid ; and for 
the past or any future advancea which the Company’a ffoverocneiit may moke 
to that of the Guikwar, mehals shall be assigned as their security. 

AUTIOLB 8. 

Gmiu, and 'all other artieles of consumption and provisions, all sorts of 
materials for weaving apparel, togethsr with the necessary aumb^ of cattle, 
hoTseSj and camels required for the nse of the subsidiary force, ehail he 
esempted ftoni duties in the (erritoriee of Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Rbaa 
Rbeyl Sbntnsher Bahadoor, and the commanding ofHcer and the officers of the 
enbeidierp force ehell be treated in all I'cspects in a manner suitable to the 
importance of the trust placed in them and the dignity of the British Govern- 
meat. In like manner shall the officers of the Gnikwar government meet 
with eimilar coosiderataon and respect from the Honourable Company. In 
GODsidcraticn, also, of the good-will and friendship which has eo long happily 
subsisted between tbe Honoarable Compaoy and tbo Qiiikwar government. 
BQcb goods and articles as may be d^dJitU req,nired for tbe private nse or 
consampiiou of that family, or of the ministers, shall be allowed to be puir- 
ebased at Surat and Bombay, and to be setjt from theoce free of duties, on 
being aocompaiiied by a passport from the Eesident at Baroda. 

As tbe Deccan is tbe lutivs conotry of the hfahrattes, who iuhabit or 
serve io Guzerat, euch of this nation as may he in the Gaik war service shall 
he allowed to pass and rc'pass fieely, with their families, through tbe Honoui*- 
abls Company s territories. 

It is expressly understood th!)l the admission of ibis Article is not to 
sanction, or in any shape to aotborizs, tbe transit of merchandize or of pro* 
Libited goode. 

Artiolb 9. 

l!he Maharajah Anund Kao Guikwar Sena Kbas Rheyl Siuitneher Balm- 
door hereby engages ^at he will not euteitaiu in his service any Burojtean 
or American, or any native ol India, sabject of the Honourable Company, 
without tbe oonsent of the British Government; neither will tbe Company’s 
goversment entertaiu in their service any of the Guikwar servants, depend¬ 
ants, or slaves, contrary to tbe incHuation of that State,

Inaemuch as by tbe preseut Treaty tbo cbutractiug parties are bound in 
sn alliance for mutual defence and protection, Annnd Eao Guikwar Sena 
Rbas Kbeyl Shumaber Babadoor engages never to commit any act of hnslility 
or aggression against any power whatever; aud in tbe event of difference 
arising, whatever adjnelmsot tbe Honourable Compony’s goverumeut, weigh¬ 
ing natters in the scale of tntb and justice, nmy, m communication with tbe 
Guikwar Sircar, determine, shall meet with full approbation nud acquiescence.

Should, however, Muy great exigency 
arise, the circumstances ahall be mutually considered, and the best means in 
the power of tlie contracdug parties puraaed to terminate the same.

Aa the eiiemies of both States are tbe same, those who are in oppoeltiou 
to tbeisuikwargoverDmeut, or in rebellion to it, cao never, while acting in this 
manner, be admitted to tbe friendship of the Honoorable.

—1817. 

A definitive Treaty, consisting of seventeen Articles, in consolidation of 
all preceding engagements with tie Gaikwsr State, was cooelnded at Uaroda 
belwesn the Honouiable fimjlisb East India Compnny and the Maharajali 
Animd Rao Gnlkwar Sees Kbas Xbe/l Slintnslier Bahadoor, bis heirs and 
saccessors. The following Articles of engagement are now agi^eed on and 
settled as snppleaental lo tbe said Treaty by His Htgboese Futteh Sing Kao 
Goikwar, on tbe part oP the said Maharajah Anand Eao Gnitwar, and 
Captain James Bivett Caruao, on the part of ’he said Honorable Company, 
oncer full powers end aathority granted to them respectively for that 
purpose 

AsncLS 1- 

^heress it bas appeared highly espedient, in order effectoally to provide 
for tbe mamtenaDce of tbe interests of the aDianco in Onzerat, end for the 
protection of the Ouihwar dominions, that tbe additional menoe to those pro< 
vided by tbe Srd Article of the defitiiliva Treaty, dated 2let April 1805, cor-

All foreign affurs are to remain as hitherto ander the exeluaiye manage' 
ment of the Britieh Government. 

^itb regard to intenal aSaire Your H^bnees is to he unrestrained, 
provided yon fnliil your engagements to ihn bankers, of which Ihs British 
Government is guarantee. The Besidentie, however, to be made acquainted 
with the plan oF finance which Year Highness eball determine on at the com. 
mencement of each year. He is to have access to the aocounts whenever he 
requires it, and is Co he cossnlted before any new SApensss of mognitude are 
iscurxed. 

The gnarantees of the British Governoient to ministeiis sod other indivi* 
doals meet be scrupnlously observed. 

To or Highness to choose your own minister, but to cooeult the British 
Government before you appoint him. 

The identity of inCerests of the two States will render it necessary for the 
British Oovemment to ofier its advice whenever any emergency ocenrs, but it 
will not interpose io ordinary details, nor will its native agent take a share as 
formerly in the Guikwar government. 

This letter is written in the spirit of entire friendship and gnod.will 
towards your State, and 1 look to hear heuceforward of your increasiug proa* 
perity Md reputation.

Translation of a Mbmoeandom from Che Goikwar Qotbrn- 
MBNT, dated the 13th Augast 1825. 

A memorandum has been received from the Besideocy, dated 9th of the 
first Sbrawun Vud (August 9th, 1825}, stating that a letter bad been received 
hy Mr. Willoughby from Mr- Newnhacn, Chief Secretary to Government, 
referring to the eip^ition of Colonel Walker into Kattywar in Sumwut 1864 
(a. 1807-08), at which time the settlement in perpetuity for the tribute 

was adjusted, aud pledges obtained from the JharejaBajpats that they would 
desist from their practice of female infanlidde. Colonel Walker, it is stated 
resolved at the time that the snme levied as fines disturbers of the peace 
and other offenders should, through the clemency of government, be distriboted 
.in such Bume as were suitable to the etation in life of the parties concerned, 
to defray the marriage ezpeoses of the females who should be preserved 
tlirongb this arrangement. Tbie being brought to the notice of the Bombay 
Government by Captain Berne wall, the orders of Government have been for¬ 
warded to him, that througb the British dependenoies in Kattywar the 
snois realised in finee paid by disturbers of tbe peace sbould be appropriated 
as above specified; and Caphun Bamewall has accordingly made the neoeeeary 
arrangemente. Further, Mr. Newnbam's letter requires that infonnation of 
his settlement should be gived to the Gulkwar goverameat, and a suggestion 
be m^e of the propriety of its being extended to tUe Ouikwar dependencies 
also in the same province. In commaoicating this an early answer was 
solicited, to which it is replied that the case under consideretion ie one of 
charity, end will procure the blessing of Heaven on both gOTsmireiits j 
therefure, whatever anme have been realised aa Sues on offenders since CHptain 
Bamewall was placed in cha<'ge of tbe districts, or any extra revenue beyond 
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the tiibate as fixed for pei'pelnitf by Colonel Walker, mny be ap)iro])riaied ae 
above specified, the disposal beio? year by year duly oomrauoicuted to us, 
and the arrangecneut ia hii^lily satisfaetory to tliie governtnent.

When any doubts arise as to the aoplioatiori of any of Ibe above rales 
the chief Ouikwar eutbority of the raehals, if unable to settle the matter 
otherwise, will refer to tbe Political Agent, atiJ act according to bis opinion 
and advice. His Higboees tbe Ouikwar reserves to himself the full right of 
punishing any tindaU, owners, or eupercargees of bouts who attenjit to evade 
these regulations and to tnke advantage of them for the purpose of defrauding 
the revenue of the Durbar. iSut should the offender belong to foreign iuris' 
diction, the Kamdar must refer the cnee to the Political Agent and act 
accoidipg to bis advicn, and, pendin? tbe receipt of that officer’s reply, detain 
the offender in custody. Tbe public nmet be duly made acquaint^ with 
tltcse rules. 

The same rules were issued hy the Hao oF Kutch wiib reference to tl)e 
port r>f Mandiivee, the only difference being in the last sentence, which runs : 

But in all such cases the Kao will act in coocnrrence with and under the 
advice of the Political Agent

Tbanbiition of a Yad from His Highness the Quikwas to the 
Rbsident at Baboda, dated 6th Bujjub l*i60 (I9tli May 1850). 

A Yad hae bean received fiom the Rescdency, under date the 4tb mstant, 
Nc. coniiDuincftiiog the purpoit of Mr. Secretary Goldsmid’e letter 
relative to the cxeoiption frecn pajmeot of dutiea of vessels which, by atresa 
o£ weather, may be driven into any of the poite in Kattywar belonging to 
tbe ]>QvbaT, and reqneeting that exemption to a sitoilor extent to that con* 
ceded by tbe Ciiiefe in Eattywt^r be tnade by tbie goveromeot. Tbe Dorbar 
baa to report that instructions have been ieeaed to the Conevishdara of Oka* 
mnndel and Amrolee agreeably to tbe withes of tbe Bombay Government, 
bat that ebonld any boat remain in the port many days after the ^rm baa 
oeised, for the sake of conveDienoe> or with the intention of disposing of its 
caigo,or obanging the same, from it alone shell duty be exacted^ and tbe 
Hierchaote in ^attywar raiding at tbe poris belonging to the Darbar bsve 
also been iofoimed of this arrangement; and in the event o! tbeir experienoing 
any annoyanoa from tbe Chiefs in Kattywar, &ro,, in oonsequence of 
this arrst^ment, that they ebonld at once report tbe ciroamstance to the 
nearest Briiishautborities, who will invMigate tbe matter. To this effect it 
is requested the Resident will write to tbe Uombsy Government.

The Right Honourable tbe Earl of Claie having told Ris Highness the 
GnikwAL’ frNat sg His Higbnese vvished to settle tbe monthly pay of the 8,001) 
conlhigent horee st the disposal of the CorDpaQy*a Siresr, a good arraDgemeot 
most bo made to secure iheir twug paid according to the Treaty. His High¬ 
ness, a^ei cemsideratioD, agrees that he will place in continnal deposit with the 
Compaoy Sirosr ten lekbs of Rupees in citsb, bearing no interest, from the 
preecnt day, and be will pay the above 8,00t) horee their monthly pay accord- 
log to tbe treaty. If he should fall in so doing, the Com puny Sircar eball, 
out of the sud ten lakbs of Rupees, give to tbe Sirdar, wbo will, on tbe part 
of the Guikwar, be over tbe horse, the pay of tlie 8,000 horse for that month ; 
according to tbe 8tb Article of the Treaty, and according to custom, tbe said 
Sirdar shall nsy the 8,000 horse, end the money thus taken oat of the sum 
deposited tbsu be replaced by tbe Gtiikwar to complete tbe annual regular 
deposit of ten lakbs always. A conference on this having pa^esd between His 
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Lordebip and the Guikwar, it is praj ed that His Lordship, takia|p the ebore 
ntto coQsidrraiion, ^ill be pleased to release tbe coehals io eequesLtatiop, to 
which will be shown the g^odaess and reputaCioQ of His Lordship.

Bart., has visited Baroda, end a personal conference has taken pia«- 
clUcuesion arose on the subject of I he 3,000 horse kept up by the Gnikwar 
Slate at tbe disposal of the British Government, and on their sj remammg 
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aecordiog [o tlie Tntitj at thair present strength, and a^en on t1ia payme-ut 
l>f t}ie Gmknar of tbo new EisaU raised by the Hritiah Ciovernnient; the 
Gulkwar, having in view a perfect frieodfehip and union bet^veen the t«o 
States and the full contentment of tbe diatingaished Governor, ag^es to pay 
the new Eisala from the day on which it was roissd np to the end of the 
oiontU of Pons iu the Somwat year 1S97 (January 1341), giviog credit in 
the accounts for thenmouQt, nad from that date to allow the expenao of the 
Biaula, at an annual charge not exceeding three lakbe of Enpe^s, to be deduct* 
ed from the oolleotions of the tribute made oa account of Hie Highoeas by the 
Britl?h Gorcrnment: the Bisala is to remaia, as al present, eourcly utidev the 
ciders of tlie British Goverumeut.

A demand has been made that oat of the 3,000 borse mainlined by 
Treaty by this goveromeot at tbe disposal of tbe Honourable Ootnpauy, 
1,500 horse should be Cohen by (he Hououiable Company; bnt this does not 
appear corieot uuder the Treaty, and by keeping the 3,000 borse, which are 
at prefect at the disposal of the Honourable Company, the appeoranee of per¬ 
fect friendship between the two States and reputution wiU remaia estJibliehed.

dirtiicts. 1 have likewise, at y^ur earnest request, and on your promise to 
allow ill the accounts of tbe tribute for whatever sum may be awarded to the 
Dessai of Nowsarie, removed the attachment on tbut cusba. 
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Befora restoring Petlaud to jocr Higbne», I should Kavo deemed it

of ooUtsion, 1 refrained from pressing it on your Jd^hness, and contented 
myself with receiving from yon a solemn promise that you would act towards 
tbe ryots of PeiUud as towards the rest of your Highness’s subjects, and 
allow them tn suffer no molestation whatever on account of their having 
obeyed tbe orders of tbe British authorities or assisted them in tbe manage¬ 
ment of that province. Your Highness will recollect that this promise was 
made without reservation in the presence of the Chief Sroretary io attendance 
00 me, the Kesldent, and his Assistant, and on the full understanding that 
n breach of it would, altbougb no written eoge^ement was erecoted, subject 
the district to re-aiiacliinent aed final annexation to tiie British territory. 
J repose implicit ccutidence in your Highnesses premise, and I feel assured 
that on no occasion shall 1 rsgret having done so; but at the same time 1 
deem it my duty again to repeat that tbe Brliish Government will never sub¬ 
mit to a breach of this promise, or allow the shadow of an imputation of bad 
faith to rest upon it by a Deflect to eecaie from oppression those who are, on 
all principles of jnsliee, entitled to our pvoteotion.

E )Dr Highness’s tributes. Yonr Highness consented to the maintenance of 
oberls’s horse in the manner proposed, but desired that you might be allowed 
in addition to heep up tbe whole oontiogent required by tbe Htli Article of 
tbe Treaty of 3,0(jO horse, in oi'der that the terms of the Treaty might be 
strictly observed. I oonsecited to this, but at the same time 1 infoimed you 
that the British Government required only 1,500 for. service in Cnttywar, etc.

It is sufficient to state 
in respect to tha first, that I have iostrocted the Real dent to par to rour 
Highns«, as ^hea-i of the Guitwar Stare, the requisite honors on jomt 
progress on these State oocsaions; he will accordingly, on recelvine feom 
you an mlimatioo of the day and hour at which your procession will leave 
the palace, attend with the troops at some conveoisut spot, which will be fixed 
upon 111 commumcatioQ with your Highness, and there, without ioiniogin 
the procession, pay all military honours doe to your rank. I trust your 
Highness will be satisfied with the concession, which is the utmost that can 
be admitted under the imperatiTe orders of superior authority.

Company that presents should on sny occasion be given or received. Ahhoagb, 
as head of the Government of Bombay, I have thought fit to admit a devia¬

E esent visit, to present an Aher to yonr Highness on the ocosion of the 
rth of a eon to your Highness's eldest son, Kao Sahib), the Residiit cannot 
be permitted to accept or present snch gifts. 

I mnst urge on your Highness the absolnte necessity of yoni strietly 
observing the repeated promises you have made to me w respect ia their fnUsst 
•xtcufc allguerontees of the Briiisb Government; a contrary course has already 
fought your HighncM to the verge of ruin, and you may rest assured that 
it le only by au implicit mainienunce of these engagsmeots that the good 
understandmg now happily re-estab)isbed between the two govecnmeuts cao 
contlaoe. The British Government in no way wiabee to interfere in the 
interna] admioietration of your Highness's terntory, of which it acknow¬ 
ledges yon to be the sole sovereign. It will enjoin upon all holders of the 
Bntish guarantee to regard you in that light on pain of its severs displeasure, 
and to observe the utmost respect and submission in all commanications with 
yonr Highness; but still it cannot be leieased from the obligation of seeiog 
that your Highness preBervea inviolate, in the most aioote particular, every 
Bbandaree engagement of whioh the British Government is a party. 

I have on several oceaeione taken an opportunity of speaking to yonr 
Highnese on the subject of the evil advieere by whose counsel yonr Highness 
has been led into dificulty, and more especially of Veneeram Aditraco. I 
have received with pleasure your Highness's asenranoes that since yonx pro¬ 
claimed dismissal of that individual, you have bad no commanioation, direct 
or indirect, with him, and 1 rely on your adhering to the determination to 
baniah him from your service and your eouosele for ever.

You mform me that you 
de^re no minister, and thnt you will yourself tmnsset all matte« of busiBess 
with tlic Uesidcttt. As n mark of my fnendsliip for your Highnea and of 
mv confidence in the contiunaoce of this good underetending which I o^rve 
toVist between you and the Resident at yonr Court, I have consented to 
waive the demand tor the fnlfilment of this stipulation dnnng such penod 
as your Highoess may act up to your profession, and be guided, in all msttom 
in which the British Government baa any concern, by the good ^usel of toe 
British Repreeentotive.

relates to Eoberta'a Risala and the Gaik war's oontiogeut horee, and also tbe 
whole of the Yad of Maharajah Syajee Omkwar, of date 1st February 
1841, agreeing to pay three lakhs of Rupees a year for the maiutenaaoe of 
BoberlTa Risala—these three matters above written, namely, what is written 
in t&e kharita ^out the Rtsala and about the contiogent horse, and the Yad 
regarding the three lakhe^^ball bo remitted, aud that in future the 
arrengomeut on these points between the two governments shall bo that 
specified in the 8tU Article of the Treaty of 8tb November 1817; but 
when tbe 3,000 contingent horse are not requii'od to go with the subsidiary 
force on service, theu, in the same way os at present they do duty in 
the tributary mebals in Guzerat and Eattywar, they shall conCinue doing duty 
in the tributary mebals as the British Oovernmont may require.

written about RoberU Sahib's Bieala and about the oontingent horse in QO' 
ernor Carnao S^abib's kbarita written on 8th February 1841, And the Vsd 
of let Februaiy 1841 which Syajee Rao Maharaj wrote, Skgreelng to give 
three lakhs a year for the mainlenance of Roberta Sahib's Risala; and that 
in future the ariangement on the above matters bwtwoen tbe two govemmente 
will prooeed aoooraing to the Stb Article of the Treaty executed ou 6th 
November 1817; bat when tbe coutiogeut boree 01*0 not required to go with 
tho sabeidiary force on servloe, then, in the same way as at present they do 
duty in the tributary mehals in Gnaeint and Eattywar, they shall eontiaue 
doing duty io tbe tributary mebals as tbe Britieh Goveromeut may require ; 
that in tbe letter from the Secretary to tbe Govern meat of India the date 
from whiob this arraugeoeut is to com men se is not written; therefore I will 
write regaidiog that point) aad ou receiving the miswer 1 will inforca the 
Maharajah. 

I beg to reply that I have beeu very greatly pleased on seeing tbe con¬ 
tents to tbe effect that the Right Honourable the Ooveruor General, in the 
way of kindness and patrons;;e, has remitled tbe three lakhs for the expense 
of the Risala, and I heg to write that in future there will remain 00 tbe part 
of this Sircar the arrangement for 8,000 sowars rsnaiding in service accord- 
iog to tbe received request written in the Yad. 
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By fchi* being dene I am greatly oUlged, and it ie good in reepeot to 

f ood report, and the friendshxp between the two govemmente baa been oleariy 
ispityed. From tie expense also of the Eisala fiklling (on me}, the weight 
of debt was going on increasing np to the present day, and this caused moob 
anxiety. In short, the oharscter, good name, and honour of this goTcrumeot 
are of the Honoorable Company Bahadoor and the Right HonoiuabU the 

OoTemor General Bahadoor; therefore, in 
right of friendship, I beg to add^s my patron* 
to the effect that the friendship of the two 
goeeromeats bae come down from geoemtion to generation,. and for the 
increase of it I have always been careful and bate acted according to tlie 
good adTicc of the Beeideot Sahib.

Whewaa V Artiol© 8 of the Snpplemeotal Treaty betweea the British 
(Jovwnmert and the Baroda Darhar of tl»e 6th NoTember 1$U, it was agreed 
that His Hiyhneu the Gaehwar of Baroda slionld mruotain and bold at the 
disposal of the Hon’ble Cocnperiy, to act with the subsidiary force wbeieTer 
it may be employed, and to be sohjeot to the general command o! the Officer 
Commanding the Britieh Troops, a body of 8,000 effbcttre cavalry to be sup¬ 
ported exclusively at the expense of His Highness tlie Gaekwar; also that 
His Highness would eoDform to the adeioe and suggestmne of the British 
Governmsnt relative to the formation and equipment o£ the contingent of 
horee, its regular monthly paymeut, and the oonditinn of its aims and ae- 
coutremente acoocdiog to the customs of the Gaskwai Goverumcut. 

And whereas HU Highness Khuode Rao Gaekwar 8eiia Khas Khel 
Sbomsber Bahadur, in a latter, dated 17th Inne 18oH, to the address of Sir 
R. C. Shakespear, then Resident at Baroda, agreed that " wheu the con¬ 
tingent horse are not required to go with the subsidiary force on serrioe, then 
in the same way as at present they do doty iu the Tributary Mahals in Gnaerat 
and Kathiawar, they shall continue doing duty in the Tributary Mahals as 
the British OoveminsAt may require.’’ 

And whereas it is now ooueidered advi'^abls that the duties heretofore 

K rfornaed by the oontingeot of S,00u horse in theTrihutory MaWs, should 
ill futnre performed by a body of mounted end foot police, entirely under 
the Goutrol and management of the British Government. 

The following Articles are therefore agreed upon 

1, In consideration of an annually moot by tlia Baroda State of a sum 
of 81 lakhs of rupese, the British Government release the Baroda State 
from its obligation to maiutaiu the cou tin gent of 3,1)00 horse on the terms, 
and for the purposes, cited ahave. 

The cessatiou of these obligations to have effect from such date as may 
hereafter be fixed by the British Government. 

2. The annual payment stipulated under Article I shall be adjusted by 
deductioa of the sum stated from the tribute collected by the British Govern¬ 
ment on behalf of His Highnese the Qaekwar in the States known as the Tri¬ 
butary M ah ale. If the amount of the tribute thus collected ic any one year 
falls short of the snm to be deducted, the Baroda State will make up the 
difference. 

3. In view to the formation of the police force which will be required to 
perform the duties of the Baroda Contingent, the British Government will 
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eoHst ftocmberof the men non belonging to tbe said ooniingent, not leas 
tbftn foar hundred, provided that such a number ot men be found in everj 
way fit for the service. It the Baroda State desires more than foor bundled 
men to be enlisted, the British Government will make no objection upon the 
condition of fitness already stated. 

4. Tbs Baroda State will give> with ihs men enlisted on tbe above con¬ 
ditions, free of cbaige. a borse Tor each mao enlisted, snob horses being selected 
from those beloo^ng to tbe Baroda State now in the said coatiogent by Bri' 
tisb officers appointed for tbs purpose. Shanld suitable horses not be ax ail able 
from among those of the oonticgeiit belonging to the Baroda Stale, tbe State 
will, at its own ooet, furnish borsee to be approved by tbe British officers 
afomsatd. 

fi. The Baroda State will give to tbe British Goremmeat, free of cb^ge, 
all barracks, pngahs, linee orboildings, tbe property of tbe State, sow exist- 
login (he canton men te of tbe contingent in the Tributary Mahals, Oiizerat, 
and Eathiawar. Snob of tbe buildings in these cantonments as are the pro* 
party of Fagabdars of the coniiiigeat sbal) be pcrcbased from them by tbe 
British Government, and, in futnre, no person, except sueb ss are colisted ia 
the new police force, sliall be percoit^d (o reside in these litildinge. 

$. Tbs contingent of 8,000 horse will be disbanded; end tbe Baroda 
State hereby under lakes to osrry ont the raeasoree necessary for its dissolncion 
with due consideration for the interests and reasonable expectation of those who 
are now connected with the existing organisation of tbe contingent.

His Highness Mulbar Kao, Gnekwar, was suspended from tbe exercise of 
power, and the administration of the fiaroda State wae toaporaiily aseum^ 
by the British Govern ID eat, in order that a public enquiry might be made 
into tbe tmtb of tbe imputation that His Highness bad instigated an attempt 
to poison Colonel K. Phayre, C. B., the late Kepreeeotatiye of tbe Britieb 
Governmeut at tbe Court of Baioda, and that every opportnoity should be 
given to Hie Highness of freeing himself from the eald imputation. 

The proceed!oge of the Commiauon baviog been brought to a dose. Her 
Majesty’s Oovernment have token into consideration tbe question whether His 
Highuesa Mulbar Boo, Oaekwor, shall be restored to the exercise of sovereign 
power ill tbe Stale of Bercda. 

The Commiseioners being divided io opinion. Her Majesty’s Oovernoieot 
have not based their decision on the enquiry or repoili cf the Commission, nor 
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have they asaumed that the reiult of the ea^niry lias been to prove the troth 
of the ioputatione agaiast His Highoess, 

Having regard, however, to all the circumstances relatiog to the affairs 
of Baroda from the aeceseioo of Hie Highness MalharlUo, (iaekwar, to the 
nr went time, hie notorious miecoDdoOC* bis gross toisgovernment of toe State, 
ftud his evident iucansaty to carry iuto effect the neceesMy reforms j having 
also considsrsd the opinion of the Oovomroent of India tbet it would be

Mnlhar Eao will be permitled to select eome place in British India, 
which may bs npproved by the Government of India, where he and bis toily 
^$11 reside with a snitabis establishment and allowances to be provided from 
the revenaes of the Baroda State. 

B«r Mott GracianfMmtiy tkt Queen, in re-estaWiflhing aNative Admi- 
nietrataoa in the Baroda State, Wog desiroue to mark her sense of toe loyak 
eervloea of His Highness Khundee Kao, Gsekwai*. in 1S75, has been pleased 
to accede to the request of his widow, Her Highness Juconabaee, that may 
be allowed to adept some member of tbe Gaekwar house, whom the Govern¬ 
ment of Lidia may select as the moat snitable person open whom to confer 
the sovrreignty of tbe Baroda State, 

The necessary steps will accordngly be immediately taken to oarry into 
effect Ser comitiands. In the meaotiine, with the ooneeiit of His 

Highnesa the Mcharaia of Indore, Sir Madava Kao, K.C.S.L, will at once

AiV’hatever opium is required for the Guikwar warehouse to be obtained 
from the Collector of Xatra through the agency of a vakeel of the Goikvar.

8 . I was at first desirons of addressing yon on the subject, eo as to give 
expression to the views and consideraticms which had suggested them solves 
to me in relation to the main points in issue, and which, 1 thought, might 
not be andeserviug of the attention of the higher aathoiities in matters 
affecting States and populations and disturbing a long exlstiug order of 
ti)m«^. Bnt the result of your later conversations is that my field has been 
verymucU narrowed. I gather from tlioseoouvewations that the Govereimeut 
of Bombay insist oti Baroda adopting the Bengal system of monopoly. You 
have pressed for an immediate dedaration of the intentions of His Higbness’e 
Government. 

8 . Though His Highness’s Government still continue of opinion that 
less draetio measures than the one just mentioned axe fairly available, and 
ought to he tried, yet, yielding to the pressure of the eiUation, we accept 
wkiat for the sake of brevity may here be designated the '^Bengal system.”

4, By the ** Beogal system ” the Baroda Administration meaner 


(1.) The permission of cultivation of the poppy by Heonee only. 

( 8 ) The purchase by the State of the juice of the whole of the poppy 
crop BO sown. 
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(3) The praporation hy State agency of the poppy juice mto marketable 
opium. 

(4) The eale cf the opium eo prepared to ( 0 ) cooeunen within the 
Baroda territory uodei the retail aale monopoly, and (i) merchants for ex* 
poi*t, it being understood that the State will convey all the opium for export 
to the scales at Ahmedahad, and that it will pay the British duty there; but 
that the State is at liberty to make contraots of sale of the opiuco before the 
cpicici is taken to the scales, on oondition that the delivery shall not be 
made by the State to merchants nntil after the British duty has been paid at 
the scales. 

* 6. It is understood that the Baroda Government will esei’cise its own 
discretion, and in any way that may appear to it most advisable in regard 
to minor dcbtils, aucli as making advances to the euldvators, isstlng the 
poppy jnice, manufacturing aud pacing the opium, eto., and that in these 
til alters ths Baroda State is not necessarily bound to follow the ptoce<1ure 
adopted by the British Goverumeot in Bengal. 

6. I further agree that ibe cnltivstioD of the poppy sbonld be limited 
to tbe supply of ths licit demand.'^ 

7. By tbelicit demand''* the Baroda Administration means the demand 
for Bsroda-grcrwD opium for oonsnmption within tbe Baroda territories, and 
also tbe demand, as determined by His High ness's Government, for export to 
tbe scales at Ahmedabad. The Bavoda State will accordingly regulate the 
area of land, from time to time, for poppy oultivation. 

3, The Baroda Adminletration will adopt the system above described 
so as to bring ibc nest poppy crop ander it. Tbe requisite praparations will 
be begun at once. 

9. Id order that I mpy be in a position to form tbe best prsotioable 
soheme, and to frame proper rales, I intend shortly to proceed to tlie Kari 
Bi vision (to wbicb alone the oultivatiou of tbe poppy is in fnture to be re* 
striated). 

10. You Lave urged upon us tbe great desirability o! ibe Sirkar buying 
-up the poppy juice which is at this moment being gathered. I am bound 
to Riate tfiat circumstances render this not poasible. To compel the ryots 
witAeui (ifty preoious notiQB to sell tbelr prodnee to the Sirkar exclusively, 
and at rates fixed by the Sirkar, would not be just. It would cause a great 
ontcry on their part. Ag^Uy various contracts, no doubt, exist between tbe 
ryots and merchants relative to the delivery of the produce. Such contracts and 
trausactions connected therewith would be suddenly interfered witli, caus¬ 
ing no little hardship and cam plain t, Such contracts and frausactiins may 
have their ramifications extending to impr^rtast interests in tbe city of Bom* 
hayj and thsse conid uot be suddeuly and seriously disturbed. Anain. part 
of tbe produce has been already gathe^d, ond pert of what lisa been gathered 
bns, donbtless, passed out of tbe growers' hands. To ivacb all the pro¬ 
duce, in these circumstances, would oecersilate very inquisitorial aud vexatious 
processes which would be opposed or evaded by various expedients nil oalcuta- 
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ted to oreaU muoli distress and discontent. A port from nil this, it would bo 
unposslble to suddenly oxgaaite a sufficient agency to boynp the pi'oduce. 

Arran "emonta could not be iusUotly made for weigbiog io of the produoo 
from so many individuals, and for payment occordiug to the quulity nnd 
consistence as well as tlie quautity of the stuff. We heve no buildings wady, 
and not oven the requisite vessels, to place or prepare the produce 'in. Wo 
have neither n)on ready, nor appliances, nor the requisite knowledge for the 
pro] I er Buperintende lice of the preparation of the produce for the market. In 
short, it won!d not, I must I'espectfully submit, be possible to nndertaVe a 
vast and detniled oporatioo of the sorb without the least previous prepaintion. 

I have personally explained tbeee mauifold and grave difEoulties, and will, 
therefore, say no more nere on the subject. 

11. W'e are however alive to the necessity of adopting, meanwhile, enoh 
nMautee as ave procticable iu -view to prevent smuggUug and to bn ug the 
slock of opiom an(J poppy juioo now in the country under ooutrol. I will 
here generally indicate the character of these measiuss. 

la. We hnve already prohibited the cultivation of the poppy in Pethvd 
aud Amreli, where it las hitherto been grown, so that in future there will 
be no cultivation of the poppy in the Baroda territory except iu the Kun (nr 
Nortbern) IDivision. This probibicicn will be declared iu a formal notilica- 
tion, tobe issued at once, laying down penalties etc., for infractions thereof. 

18. A notification, which will remain in force until the State actually 
commences its monopoly, will also be issued prohibiting the export of opium 
from any part of the Baroda territory except to the scales nt Abmedabad. 
Steps will also ho token to registor the opi«» and poppy now in stock 
in the KaiH Division as well os, 2 any, in Amreli and Petlad •, and to prevent 
ito removal withonttbe cognizance of Sirkar officers. To avoid loss to owners 
which would arise from suddenly making the possession of opium illegal, lime 
will be giveo (prolmbly uot furtlier tiian the SOtli September next) to enable 
Uiero to dispose of the stock of opium by taking it to tlie scales at Ahmc- 
dabad, so as to enable the Admiinstiation to start the monopolies of opium 
cultivation and retail sale, clear ijf any stock in the bauds of private indivi¬ 
duals. 

14. There will be do difficulty in owners of opium iu the Kari Division 
taking it to the scales. But the rules proposed by the Government of Bombay 
nnder Act I of 1878 do not seem to contemplate the export to the scales at 
Ahraedabad of opium fiom Petlad aud Amreli. Should it be found necessary 
to do BO, I beg that Governmenb will, as a temporarily necessary measure, 
afford facilities to owners, if any, in those districts, to take their stock to 
Abmedabad before the date fixed. 

U. In the Kari Division if any poppy juice remain in the bands of ryots 
and others after the expiration of the time given, it will be bonght up by 
the Sirksir. 

18. With regai-d to the juice remaining with the cultivatoraand others 
in Petlad and Amieli, ovders are being issued to buy it up for the Sirkar. 
The juice eo bought will be oonverted by tbe Sirhar into opium, which will 
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be disposed of either by beiu^ seat to the scales at Abioedeibad as if it was 
Sirkar monopoly opinnif or by being issued lor retail sale in tbase tanitorfes 
under the laUil sale systaco. If it will bavo to be sent to the scales, or moved 
from one part of tie Baroda territo^ to aootbsr, between wbicb British or 
other foreign territory intervenee, the British Government will, I trust, give 
the necessary facilities for its removal. 

17. Thas, it will be ssen that, although it is impracticable to buy up 
the produce of the existing orop in ^e Eari Divisioo, it will he brought 
under effective control, together with the existing stock of opium in tbat 
division and other Baroda districts. The juice in other parts of the Baroda 
territory ibau the Eari Xlivision will be immediately bought up; and 
measures will be adopted at the same time to prevent opium or poppy juice 
being exported from auy part of the Baroda territory, except opium, to the 
scales at Abmedabad, in other woids, to prevent smuggling. 

IS. In adopt!og the measures ] have indicated, we shell take as our 
guide, ns far as necessary to the objects in view, Act I of 1878, and the rules 
adopc^ by the British Gorernmenc itself in its own territory under that Act. 

19. With regard to retail saleofopiumforconsumptioninHisBi^h- 
ncss'a territory, tie privilege of suob sale is, at present, fsiojed out in the 
Nowsaii, the Baroda, and the Amreli Divisions. But there are oo complete 
rules 00 tie subject, nor proper penalties, though offences agaioet tbe far¬ 
mer's pHvilege, as far as can be ascertained fi’om former practice, are punished. 

20. We ebcU now ioiroducs a complete Sirkar mouopoly of retail sale 
throughout tbe Baroda teriitory analogous to that prevailing in Bdeisb pro¬ 
vinces, the retail sale prices being assimilated. In tie above* msutioned three 
divisions Che farms fall in ou the 8LsC July next. We sboll take every 
meosme to inti^oduce in tbose divisions tie new monopoly system from the 
1st August next. 

81. The retail sale of opium in the Eari Division is at present unreetrict- 
sd, there being no farm in that division. It will not be practicable to intro¬ 
duce State monopoly in that Division before the expiry of the time given to 
holders of opium stock to dispose of thir opium, say, till tbe 1st October next. 
We contemplate, therefore, to introduce the measure there hereafter. 

It is, of course, understood that no British duty will be charged on 
opium imported by the Baroda State from foreign territory for ooBsumpUoii 
in tbe Baroda terrliorj. 

63. It may be necessary for the Baroda State to indent upon the neigh¬ 
bouring Collectors, or other British officers in charge of opium depdis, for 
opium required for retul sale in Baroda territory. It is understood that such 
opium will be supplied at cost price without any duty or profit being charged 
to the Baroda State. 

24. I hope that you will see reason to recognize in tbe arraugementa 
thus piuposed every anxiety on the part of His Highness’s Government to 
meet the wishes ox tbe British Government in tho interests of its opium 
revenue, and at tbe saras time to obviate loss or iu jury to tbe interests of this 
State as far as possible.

Bt the 4th*Artiel« of the trea^ with tbe Oaekwar of 1805 it waa 
etipulated that a portion of the achsidiary force for which that treaty provided 
shonld pincoed to Eatbiatvar wheuever there should be a real necessity for it, 
the British Government being the judged the neecasity. During the olose 
connection which, existed between the British Oovemment and the Gaekwar at * 
the beginning of the preaent century, it was discovered that a considerable 
portion of the Oaekwar's revenues depended on the realisation of revenues 
from Kathiawar, which were annually collected by a mlUtaiy expedition. 
As early as ISO2 the evils of this ** canlkgiri" system, which was a special 
obaracteriatiocf the Mahratta empire, attracted the attention of the British 
Government. 

The exactions of the mnlkgiri army were diiected chiedy agaiust property 
^never against persons, unless the demands of the govemmeut were lesiated* 

If a Chief settled with the government befoi‘6 the army entered his estates, he 
was secure from oppression, but if he resisted, the whole open country was put 
under forcible contrihutioo. As the muJkgiri expeditions began to be under¬ 
taken with greater regularity, the contribntions were increased, till eventnally 
Mabratta establishments were introduced into the country. Zn this way the 
Qaekwar bad established himself at Lathi, Amreli, Lakbtar, Balitana and other 
places in Kathiawar, principally in the districts bordering on his sabetaotive 
possessions in Gujaiat, 

Two obvious evils were inseparable from this system, to neither of 
which could the British Government lend its countenskDoe. In the first 
place, there being no civil government, the country was desolated by the in- 
testine feuds of the petty landholders, and in the next place, the injury done 
to the country by the mulkglri army was out of all propor^on greater then 
the revenue realised. When, therefore, the British Government associated

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itssU with the Gaekwar in enforcing fcbe rigbU of the Gaekwar io Kathiawap, 
it placed before itself two objects to be attained,«the mainteaaDce of 
tranquinity in the coQotry; and the oommutation of the yariable and gen* 
eroll; increasiog collections made by the GaeVwar to fixed money payments 
to be made annoally without the periodical despatch of an aimy, Farther 
thSn this it was not proposed to interfere with the rights and powers formerly 
enjoyed by the Chiefs and landholders, or at that time with the rights of the 
Gaekwar. Id the districts ceded to the British Government by the Peshwa 
and the Gaekwar in ISO 2-8, the same ay stem of molhgiri ooUections, and 
the comparatiTe independence of the landholders, were found to exist, more 
especially in Oogba, Dhandhuka and Dholka, which are now taluk as of the 
British district of Abmadabad, The enforcement of British laws hes long 
since obliterated this state of affaire in British districts; bat in Kathiawar 
it was stereotyped by the eagagemente which it was the policy of the day to 
conclade while as yet the province was noder the Feshna and the Oaek- 
war. 


In December 1803 the Chiefs of Chitet, Jetpur, Msndarda, Knndla, 
Joriabandai and Mom applied for British proteerion, and offered, on certain con* 
di^ons, to oede their eetetea to the British Government j bnt as the rights of all 
parties in Kathiawar were nnknown, and no specific arrangement bad been 
made with the Gaekwarie government, the offer was not accepted. In 1807 
the joint forces of the British Government and the Gaekwar advanced to 
Kathiawar, Before the coon try was entered, drcnlar letters were addressed by 
Colonel Walker, Resident at Baroda, and the Gaekwsr to twenty'nioe* of the 
principal Chiefs, explaining to them the object in view. The intention of 
the British Government was in many coses misunderstood, Some Chiefs 
believed that mnlkgiri collections were to be levied on account of the British 
Government, and others, supposing that the inten^on was to supplant the 
righte of the Gaekwar, mads open professions ot dependence on the British. 
These misundeistendings were removed, and the Chiefs readily entered, into 
the engagements proposed to them, Bnt owing to the peculiar tenure ot 
property in Kathiawar, the number of engagements concluded, instead of

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bebg 29 only as at Bnt expsoted, amounted to no fewer tbaa 163 j* and 
this number was afterwards largely increased as deserted eetstes became 
settled. In Kathiawar, exc^ among the leading Rajput families, tbe pro- 
|>ert 7 of the father is subdivided among the sons, aod tbs eubdivisiou beooms 
more com pletc as tbe families descend in tb e soaJe of wealth and importance. In 
Kathi States the costoo is to divide. Among the small proprietors the practice 
IS UDiversaJ, tbe eldest son in some oases receiving the largest share, and en¬ 
joying certain privileges as the head of the family. The possessors of these 
shares and their descendants are called the “ Bbayad/' or brotherhood, of the 
principal Chief. They claim the same powers in their estates as the Chief, 
paying their contribution of the general coUectiore mode in tbe countiy, and 
fi^quently claiming the right of a separate settlement of (heir own acconot. 
There is another class called ‘'Mnlgirasias,'* or original owners of villages, who 
bad come to terms with tbe Chiefs who bad established eway over them, and 
by surrendering a portion of their lands had retained the remainder as Oiras, 
or heieditary landed property, subject to the oonditions of military service 
and tribute. From all such ae could establish tbsir right to a separate settle* 
ment, separate agreemeots were taken. 

Tl)e permanent IDngagemenU (No. XLVlI) oimuluded were of two kinds,t 
for each of which separate secnrity woe taken. The first foim was called

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** Fa^el Z&min •/* and was a security bond providiog for the general peace of the 
ooaotry cod the protection of the posseseione of the British GoTernmeot, the 
Pesliwa, and the Goekwar. This eng^agement was signed by the Bhnt* of 
the Chief> and for the faitbfnl perrormance of ite terms counter-secarity was 
taken from some other Chief, so as to establish a chain of responsibility, making 
each Chief answerable for his neighbour. The second kind of engagement.was 
fbr the payment of a Rxed rerenne in perpetuity; and for this security was 
giren renewable after ton years. When the Chiefs paid ao revenue to the 
Gaekwav, the eugagemenC of the first kind only waa taken. After these en¬ 
gagements were coaoluded, a Memorandum (tfo. XLVIXI) of the engagement 
was given to each Chief under the guarantee of the British Government. The 
settleraente made in 1807 wein based upou the state of things existing at tbo 
time, and this Is the period to which all eoqnines in disputes regarding lauds 
or hereditary rights in Kath^a^*ar are limited. The ^gregafe amount 
of reveiine fixed at these settlements in perpetnity was equivalent to Govern* 
meat Bopeea 0,07,415. 

The principle of the Fa^el Zaminf bonds was developed later; for instance, 
in when, under acrangements with the Peshwa and the Gaebwar, 

the Brltieh Government had acquired exclusive authority in Kathiawar; and 
again in some instances at ao late a date as 1860. In all 147 bonds, 
comic g under tbe general designation of Fa’el Zamin, were taken from the 
same number of Chiefs, and are still in existence. Disregarding merely verbal 
differencee, they may be divided into five main cla «ee« a specimen of eaoh of 
which is appended (No. XLVII). These classes may be desenbed thus

A special bond of the same description (No. 6) was in 1612 taken from 
the Jam of Nawanagar after a British force had oooopled bis territory. The 
Cbieta of Falitana and Lathi do not appear to have been ever caLed opcni to 
give formal security in this way. 

It is remarkable that in all the arrangements of 1307 tbe rights of the 
Feebwa in Kathiawar were overlooked. The Oaekwar was entitled to tbe 
greater part of the Kathiawar revenues not in bis own right, bnt ia bis oapa* 
city of farmer for the ‘^eshwa. Yet the eogagements conclnded were drawn 
np solely in the Caaekwar’s name. Tbe Pesbwa’s consent to the settlement of 
bis revenues in perpetuity was never asked, nor was he even inforined of wbat 
bad been done till 131after the Oaekwar’s lease had expired, and the dis¬ 
putes arose * between tbe Pesbwa and the Oaekwar, which ended in the mur¬ 
der of Oangadbar Sbastri. Tbe British Besident at Foona then delivered a 
draft agreementt to the Fesbwa, explaining the nature of the engagements 
wbiob bad been made, and requiring him to respect them.

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But lA tbia draft agreamant tb« nlstaka n'aa made of dascribiiig iha 
eogagamonta as sebtlemeats fur tea ;faar8, whereas the eoHateral security 
bond oaly was I'eoewable after teo jeare, the settlements being in perpetuity. 
The Poehwa did not assent to ibis draft aireement and presented another * 
to be substituted for it. Besides thesc» several other proposed engs^emeuts 
were exchanged in the course of the negotiations^ hut no dual agreement was 
come to, till the discossicne were ended by the treaty of 1&17. Article f 7 
this ceded to the British Government all the Feshwa's rights in Kathiawar. 
Since the agreement $ in ld20 with the Gaehwar, by which he engaged to 
send no troops into Kathiawar and to make no decnande on the provlnco 
except through the British Government, the eupreme authority in Kathia¬ 
war has been vested in the British GoTernment alone, firstly, in ite own 
share acquired under the treaty of 1817, tod, secondly, in the Gaekwaris share 
by virtue of the agreoment of 1820. In Amrell, however, and the other por¬ 
tions of Kathiawar included in the term Fancb Mahels/' § whioh had come 
under the direct mle of ^e Qaekwar, and in Okhamandal, which, after Its 
conquest by the British Government, was ceded to the Gaekwar by the 7th 
article of the treaty ^ of 8tb Kovember 1S17, the iuteroal management is 
conducted by the officers of the Gaekwar. 

The Kathiawar Chiefs, partly from their pecuniary embarrass mente and 
partly from their weakness and the subdivision of thsii* jurisdictions, were 
incapable of acting np to the engagements which bound them to preserve 
the pttce of the coantry and snppresa erlme. On the other hand, the British 
GovemmenC was fettered in its efforts to efiect an impiovement in the ad- 
minietratlos by these very engagements which it had mediated when the 
country was under the authority of the Peshwa and the Gaekwar, and when 
the snbstitutioD of the direct control of the British supremacy for that 
of the native governments bad not been contemplated. These engagements, 
beodes considerations of financial and political expediency, prevented the 
subjection of the Chiefs to ordinary British rule, and no coarse of reform 
was left open save to iotrodocs a special anthority snited to tbe obligntions 
of the British Government, tbe actual condition of the coantry, and the 
usages and ^aracter of lie Inhabitants. Inquiries whioh bad been insti¬ 
tuted in 1325 showed that the Kathiawar Chiefs believed the sovereignty

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o£ the country to reside an the power to whom they paid tribute } that before 
the British Ooverameat assumed the supreme authority, the Oaekwar bad the 
right of ioterferiog to settle disputed eocoeasions, to pooiah ofEendera seized 
>Q Chiefships of which they were not eubjeoCe, to seise and punish indie- 
criminate plundereia, to coerce Chiefs who distorbed the geueral peace and 
to interfere in oases of dagrant abuse of power or cctonoos disorder in the 
internal governmeDt of the Chiefs. Upon the basis, therefore, of these rights 
o£ the eupieme power, the British GoTemment, in 2831, estebJished a crimioal 
court of justice in Kathiawar, to hs presided over by the Politioai Agent aided 
by three or four Chiefs as assessors, for the trial of capital crimes in the estates 
of Chiefs who were too weak to punish such offences, and of crimes committed by 
petty Chiefs upon one another, or otherwise than in the legitimate eaeidee of 
authority over theit own dependanla; but, with this exception, no magisterial 
interference in the administration of tbe territories subject to the varions 
Chiefs was exercised by the Political Agent. 

Notwithstanding these efforts to reform thsadmiaietration of Kathiawar 
there was little improvement in the oondition of tbe country. The social and 
political system of the province was described as a system of saoguinary 
boundary dispntes, murders, robbery, abd notion, arson and ontlawiy. U|:h 
wards of two hundred persons were said to have voluntarily made them¬ 
selves outlaws and to subsist professedly by depredation. Although about 
eighty of the petty States which existed iu 1807 had been absorbed in other 
Statse, yet, from the constant subdivision of possessions by inheritance, the 
number of separate jurisdictions* rose to four hundred aud eighteen, and in, 
tbe majority of these the juriedictiou claimed was over two villages, one 
village, and often a fraction of a village, 

In 1868 the administration was reorgaaiwd by arranging in seven elaesee 
all tbe Chiefs of Kathiawar, and defining their powers and tbe extent of their 
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jniisdiotioB. The ooaatr^ T^as diyided into four districts» or **profits/' corrss* 
pcfidiQg witb tbe OQcietit divisious* of £atbianar, and Eoropeaa officcre were 
appolfited to these districte to superifiteod the admioietratioQ generatly, aod 
more partieularly to trj iatet-jariediotioDal cases aod ofEeudere who had do 
known Chief, or who were nnder such petty loudholders as might be unable to 
bxifig tbexn to trial. 

There are seven Chiefs in Kathiawar, 9>a., Junagavb, Nawauagar, BbaU' 
uagar, Forbofidar, Dhiaogadi'a, Morvi and Qondol, who exercise bi’st-clofts 
jurledlctdoti; that is to say, bare power to try for capital oSeaces, without 
permissiofi fvom the Political Agent, any persons except British subjects. 
Seveu^HnV., WaDkaoer, FalitaQa, Dhrol, Limri, Hajkot, Wadhwan afi<l 
Jafaiabad—exereiBe second-class jurisdiction; that is to say, have power 
to tiy for eapital oflhuces wltbont peroustioo of the Political Agent, their 
own subjects only. The other Chiefs have powers more or lees restricted 
aooordiog to their class. Aa a rule there is no appeal from the decisions of the 
Chiefs, but their proceedings mny be called for and 1 * 0710 wed on suspicion of 
iojustice. Tbs Political Assistants have tiis original civil powers of zllLajudges 
.and the criminal powers of dUtriot magistrates. Appeals lie from their deci* 
siona to the Political Agent, but In civil oases the tight of appeal has of late 
been somewhat restricted. Each Political Assistant in charge of a pmnt has 
an Astistant snhordinate to him who rssldes at the hoad<qunrlsrs of the prant, 
and has civil and cricoioal powers up to a fixed limit. There are also a certain 
ncimber of subdlvUioual thanadois in each piant, each of whom is invested 
with lower civil and criminal powers ovei* a oloster of villages oontiguoue to 
bis tbana, for the exercise with in his powers of the residuary jurisdiction 
which vests in the British GoTcrnment. 

No Bpecial provision was made io these arrangemeuts for the hearing of 
Giraa cases, or those in which lauded estates held on a semi-feuda! tenure were 
involved. If a case fell within the jurisdiction of a Chief it *waa beaid by 
bimj if it fell beyond his jurisdiction, it was henrd by the Political Assistant: 
bot it was not the pratice to laterfere in cases which a Chief, in virtue of bis 
jonsdiotion, wae oompeteat to bear. The e£ect of this was to deprive the 
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Mulgirasias of the right of appeal agaioet their Chiefe; and in 1867 it waa 
decided that the Mul^raeias vere entitled to look to jthe British GoTemmeot 
for eoforcemoQt of the obligation in the Fa’el Zamin bond of 1807 which bound 
the Chiefs not to seize lands. 

To give effect to this decision it was at first proposed that Giras oases 
should be heaid by a court composed of a Judicial Assistant to tUe Political 
Agent, assisted bj the karbbaris of the Chiefs as assessors. This arrangement, 
however, was regarded with disfavonr bj the Chiefe, and, after much dis¬ 
cussion, doling which the Chiefs were allowed every oppoitnoity of representing 
their views, a scheme was introdneed experimentally, providing for the survey of 
estates and the settlement of the rights in land of the aobordinate Mulgirasios. 
The Rsjasthanik Sahha court was also eetablished for the decision of ques- 
^ons in dispute between Mnlgirasias and Bhayade on the one hand and the 
Chiefe on the other. The court is composed of a British officer es president, 
and six members, who are chosen by Government ent of a list of twelve names 
submitted by the Chiefs. Of these six members the president ohoosa two to 
sit with him as assessors, and either party to a dispute has a right of objecting 
to one of the members. Kales (ffo. XLIZ) have been drawn np to relate 
the working of the court* 

For many years tbe southern districts of Eatbiawar were exposed to the 
depredations of bauds of Wagbers, who plundered tbe Gaekwar's Mahals and 
created a widespread feeling of alarm thronghout Kathiawar. In 1867 a large 
band of these outlaws attacked and plundered several villages in the vicinity 
of Bajkot, killed and wounded upwards of seventy pei'soue,and carried off pro. 
perty valued at two lakhs of rupees. A small British force was despatched 
agaiost them, and, with the loss of two officers, oompletely defeated them near 
Mscharda in the territoiy of the Jam of Nawanagor. To assist the Chiefs in 
f ^he maintooance of order a local ctrps, composed of contingents from several 

of the first-class States, was formed under the control of two Brirish officers, 
in March 1S67. It was called tbe Federal Sibandi of tbe Kathiawar States, 
lu May 1868 the remainder of the Wsgbsr band was destroyed by a party of 
this corps, which was finally disbanded in 1878, when there was no further 
occasion for its services. 

In 1873 epsoial measures had to be adopted to repress tbe excesses com¬ 
mitted by outlaws, and a British officer was appointed, with tbe consent end 
at the expense of the States, to tbe duty of moving through the vainoas juris- 
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dictioQB Tvitb a 8ma!) bcdy of horse Id pursuit of offenders. Tlie cost of this 
measure, wliicb was cooticoed for three years, was Itai/ees 18,0U0 per aouum. 

la the eervioes of a spteciat officer were teat to the Juaagarh State 
for tUe eoppressiOD of outlawry and the reorgaDisation of the State police. In 
coose^ue&ce of the depredations of a band of dakaiu in the teriitory of Kawa* 
sagar and OoDdal, the operatloos of the special olSoer were extended to those 
States ia the following year, and two other officers were oppomted to assist 
him. By the end of IS8S the dnkuls bad beeu either killed or captured, and 
order hnd been restored; aud at the eud of 1689 the special officer was 
withdrawn. 

To preveut the recuTrence of aaoh disturbances all the States of Eathia* 
waria the ffrst four classes sigoed a OonveDtion (No. L), with a view to 
securing efficient cO'Operatdon in the snppressioo.of dfikuti and other seriuns 
crime. It was arranged that the police of any State should be allowed to enter 
the territory of another to effect a capture, provided they oommuoicated at once 
with the officials of the State so entered; and the eame privilege was granted 
with reference to British districts, la districts where there are no jurisdic¬ 
tional Chiefs, or only very petty Chiefs under thauas, and in the civil stations, 
the polioe adcunistration vests ia the Agency. 

Is 1885, the Qsekwar's contingent was broken up and a police corps was 
fused under the sole control of the Agency, which discharges the police dndee 
under the Agency. The cost of the corps was being met by a subsidy from 
His Highness the Qaekwar in lien of the eon tin geo t, eontiibutions from the 
thanas and dvil stations, and the Goverozneut share in the tribute called 
'^Zortalabi" which is paid by the State of Junagarh. The Agency police is 
supervised by a British officer of the grade of a Superintendeut, assisted by 
Inspectors, as in British districts. These .measures, combined with an im¬ 
provement in the village police, have resulted iu a marked diminution of 
enme. 

Iu 1871 the Rajknmar College was establi»ibed for the education of ^e 
sons of the Chiefs and nobles of Eathiawai*. 

The area of Kathiawar is 2S,898 square miles, of which 20,680 square 
miles are under the Agency, 1,823 square mitrs under Baroda, and ],0t'5uuder 
the Collector of Abmedalad. Iho popnlatiou is estimated at 2,762,404 
{1891). 
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Tlte gross mcorno of the Cbicfe, accordbg to the latest returns submitted 
by then) iu 1890) was Rupees 1,79,81,093. The tiibnte and other GoUeotiona 
amount to Rupee* 19,01,$20. They fall under the following heads 
Re. 6,96,701 on account of the Brilieh Goveremeot, 

), 9,90,S&d CD account of tbe Gash war, 

„ 99,491 on account of the Nawab of Junsgorh, oue^fourtb of this sum 

being retaiued by the British GoTernment nudsr au Engage* 
ment dated the let Pebruacy 1891 (No. LXVI), 

1,25,000 on account of local funds. 

The InTestigntions made at tbe settlement in 1807 revealed tbe fact that 
tbe Rajput tribes in Xathiawar, more particularly the Jaiejua and Jethwas, 
were addicted to tbe barbarous piaetice of female infanticide. Mr, Luncaa, 
tl\e Gorernor of Bombay, who some years before, when in ebat^ of Benares, 
had induced a osste colled RajkumeTs to pat a stop to this usage, inetrncted 
Colonel Walker to endeavour to induce the principal Chiefs in Xathiawar 
to bind themeelves and their followei* (o renounce tbe crime. With much 
difficulty Colonel Walker succeeded in persuading twenty Chiefs and tbeii 
Bhayad, including every Joreja Chief who enjoyed tbe smallest separate 
jurisdiction, to sign an Engagement (No. LI) binding tbemBelvee ander 
penalties to prohibit infanticide, and giving tbe British Governmeot and 
tbe Gaekwar the light to punish offenders. The engageroeut comprised 
within its obligation every Jarsja family inhabiting tbs peninsula of Gujarat. 
It was first sigDsd by tbe Chief of Gondal and last by the Jam of Nawanagar. 
In consequence of violations of this agreement, two Cbiers were subeequcntly 
required to renew it—the Jam of Nawanagar in 1819 (No. LIl), and the 
Chief of Bajkot iu 1^35 (No. LIII). The latter Chief was fined Eupeee 
19,000 for breach of his engagement, and by tbe new agreement, for whiob be 
bad to furnish two securities, he was required to inform tbe Political Agent 
tu Kathiawar of any birth expected in bis family. 

Shortly after the eonclnsion of the settlemeut of Kathiawar, Colonel 
Walker left India, and the subject of infanticide was lost sight of for some 
years. Attention was again directed to it, however, in 1817, when it was found 
that between December 1808 and June 1817 only 68 female infants had 
been rescued from murder. Iu July 1894 the nomber bad iucrecsed to 960. 
In 1895 tbe infanticide fund was established. This fund is now merged in 
tbe ‘‘Ageucy Consolidated Fuad,'' from which assistance is given to poor 
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Jarejae aad others io def»pag the expecees of tbs marriage of th«r 
daughters. Ke^arde used to be distributed to suoh as might merit them hj 
their efforts iu resoaiog female children from destructloD or in briogiDg 
offenders to detection. 

The British GoTsrnment in 1884 issued a proclamarion to all the Kathiawax 
Chiefs, Temlnding them of their engagements, and declariog the intsorion of 
punishing persons gailty of infanticide in such manner as might be conduoire 
to the complete enppression of the practice. The proclamation vras renewed 
in 1KS8, and further steps were taken to remove the causes which lead tn 
infaniimde h^ ludneing the Olriefs of other IL^pnt tribes not to give their 
daughters to any tribes which would not give their daughters in return; and 
by dimimshing the expenses at marriages. These measures, backed by the 
persevering efforts of the officers of the British Government, have been 
attended with the most succssefnl results. 

In IS22 the Chief of Fatri agreed to abcindoo bis claims on the salt-pana 
in hie State in coosidexatlou of receiviog ao annsol cash payment, A similar 
arrangement wae accepted in 1824 by the Thakurs of Jhinjhnwara, of the 
Basani and hCelani branehes. 

In 1888 Engagements (Nos. LlV to LVil) were taken from the Chiefs of 
Kathiawar for the regnlariou of the manufacture of, and the trade iu, salt. These 
agreements were of three kinds: the first was exeented by rix* Chiefs of mari- 
^ms and salt^produciug States, the second by eizf Chiefs of nos*maritime and 
e&lt-prodncing States, and the tbiid by twen^-six Chiefs of those States 
which are neither maritime nor sal^producing. Tbe general effect of all three 
was to bind tbe Chiefs to take such measures for the protection of tbe British 
salt revenue as were reqaired by the local sitoation and eircumetanoes of their 
States, It wos subsequently deoided tiiat, in the case of noa*maritime and aoo« 
producing States, it was unnecessary to insist on the observauee of tbe third 
article of tbeix agreecuents which provided for tbe sale of salt by licensed 
Tsndors only. 

Maps of the several salt.works and lists of the salt-works and sources 
are attached to the agreements executed by tbe States. 

In 1820-21 the Chiefs of Kathiawar entered into Eogagements (No. 
LVIII) to procure oU opium { required for eon sumption in their respective

talak&a from the OoTemraeot store, to appoint retail sellers Trho should keep 
registers of the sale of the dro^, and to treat as coatrabaad all opmm 
not so obtained which might be found in their territories. 

It was found that these engagements bad not been adeqnatdf fulfilled; 
and fresh rules to protect imperial interests were laid down io 1878. They 
were to the effect that any Chief or Talnkdar who agreed to prereot the 
smuggling and illicit sale of opium, to adopt the British retail system, to 
prohibit the retail sale of opium within the limits of his aotbority at a rate 
lower than that which obtained in ueighbouring British texritory, would he 
allowed a drawbaok of 80 per oent. on the pass fee leried by Goyei'cment on 
each chest of 140 lbs. snpplied to such Chief or Talukdar. Those who 
declined to agree to these conditions would have to pay the whole pass fee. 

Only a few of the miner Talnkdars signed ibie agreement. The other 
Chiefs submitted a representation to CoTernment, claiming to be allowed to 
cultivate and mannfacttire opinm and to receive opium from Government 
dnty-free. Tl^ese claims were disallowed. The Oovernnentof India ruJsd in 
1881 that the British Government bad always exercised the right of levying 
a duty on opium, and that the prohibition to the cultivation and manufaotnre 
of opium was of long standing and had been acquiesced in by the States of 
Kathiawar, and must continue. The pass fee, however, was reduced, Govern* 
meat reserving its right to raise it shonld the States not loyally co*operale for 
the BuppressioQ of illicit traffic. 

The leading States then proposed certain modificat^ODS ia the rules. They 
would have bad the effect of preoludfog the British Government from raising 
the pass fee and reduciog the drawback. These concessions were Tefueed, but 
the States were in 1881 permitted to purchase opium in the Bombay market. 

Buies to regulate the sale of opium in the States of Kathiawar are under 
discusion. 

In 1854 the Kathiawar Chiefs engaged to suppress the adulteration of 
cotton practised by traders within tbeir districts, and in 1884 they agreed to 
abolish transit duties. Zu 1886*86 the oppressive impost on tirade known as 
'‘Deshdau” was abolished in the States of Nawanagar, lunagarh, Waukaner, 
and 'Wadhwan. 

The first railway in the province was the Kathiawar extension of the 
Bombay, Baicda and Central India line, running from Ahmadabad to Wadhwan, 
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with ft branch to tb« Klmrn^ra salt-works. Ths Chiefs of Pair!, Biijaan, Lnkh* 
tar and Wndliwnn, through whoao territorj ike Hoe passes in KatLiawar^ made 
over, free of cost, tb« lands required for it, though witliont executing any 
formal instiument to that effeot; and by Agreement (No. LIX) in 1874 
ceded to the British G9Tei*nineQt foil jarisdiction over the railway lands. 

la 1879 the Bhnunr^r and Gondal States undertook to oonsirnct the 
railway nrimed after them on certun conditions (No. LX.) This line also 
passes through tarrito^ beloo^ng to the O&ekwar and the Chiefs of Juoagarh, 
Limri, Wadhwao, Chura, Vale, Bantwn, Latin, Jetpnr and Kotra Pitiia. 
All these States gave the lead required free of cost, without executing 
any formal undertakiog to that efFect. They also ceded all criminal jurisdic.> 
tion over the line to the Britieh Oovernmeat. The terms of the Eugagementa 
executed by Bhaunsgar and Juangarh (Nos. LXI and LXII) and by Barodn 
(No. XLIll) differ slightly from those agreed to by the remai&iog States 
(No. LXIII)* Civil jnrisdictiou was not transferred. It was subsequently 
arranged that any soiU brought agaioet the proprietary Slates should bo 
heaid in the Agency Courts. Baroda accepted tlm tentatively, and Bhciu* 
nsgar was the only 9 bate which entered into a formal Agreemeut on the point 
(No. LXIV). 

In 1B85 sanction was accorded to a project put forward by the Naweb of 
Juoagarh fov the extension of the Bbaunagar-Oondal Railway to his port of 
Yer&wal, and he execated au Agreement (No. LXV) ceding to the British 
Goveixtioent oil criminal and certaiu civil jurisdiction over the Une. 

In 188$ the Thaknr of Morvi connected his oapitn] with Wadhwan by .1 
railway on the % feet 6 inches gauge, and in 1890 he added a branch to 
Rajkot Full jariedietica over these lines has been ceded (No. XCI) to the 
Biiiieh Governtnent. 

In 18K9 the States of Porbaodar and Gondol jointly constructed a metre- 
gauge line, 69 miles long, from Dhoraji to Forbandar, and ceded (No. 
LXXXIX) full joi'iedieticn over the railway lands. 

The police administration over the Morvi Railway is vested in the Super¬ 
intendent of the Agency Police, and over the Bhaanagar.Gcndal-Juoagarh- 
Forbandai*, io a Chief Inspector appointed by the Agency. 

The foregoing genera! account of Xathiawar will be supplemented by the 
following speoiul notice of the priucipal States. 
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1. JUNAGAEH (JUNAGADH). 

JuDagarh is eituatad ia the Sorath dietnct oP Kathiawar, which waa 
gcrerned by Rajpot Rajas of the Churasama tribe till its cenqtesfc by 
Muhamaad Begata, Kiog of Gujarat, io 1476, from which tine it has been 
subject to Mubamojadan Chiefs. The praacnt family of Jnnagarh was founded 
in 1735 by 8ber Kbas Babi, a soldier of fortune, who possessed himself of the 
country and expelled the Mughal dspu.tie8. He wae eucceeded by his son 
Salabat Khan, whodirlded his possessions simoDg his sous, assigning Juungaib 
to Bahadur Khau, and Bnutwa to his two other sons, Diler Khan aud Sher 
Zamau Kliaa. 

Bahadur Khan was succeeded in Juaagarh by his son Mahabat Khan and 
he, in 1776, by his sou Hamid Khan, then a hoy of thirteen. Hamid Khan 
maintaiDed himself in pnower by intrigue and crime tbrongha very ftfonblesome 
bnd stormy rule, and was in possession at the time wbeu Colonel Walker made 
the first settlement of Kathiawar. In addition to the engagements which 
were taken from the Nawab of Junagarh, in oommon with the other Chiefs of 
Kathiawar then under theanthoiHty of the Gnekwar, the Hawab was required 
to make similar agreements with his dependants, from whom be exacted 
collections under the name of sortalabi, a tax which is said to baye been 
first imposed in the year 1760. Iq 18Si the British Government interfered bo 
regulate the tux; its amount was ascertained, and the British Government 
undertook to realise it on condi^on (Ko. LXVIj of receiving one-fourth of 
the amount for the expensee of collection. 

In 1808 Hamid Khan entered Into an Engagement (Ko. LX7II} renounc* 
iiig piracy and all right to wrecks. He died lu ISU, and tlie succession was 
disputed by his two sons Bahadnr Khan and Salabat Khan. Eveutually 
Bahadur Khan was recognised, but he was kept io eubjection by an Arab 
Jomadar named Omar Mokhaenm. From ^is restraint he was released in 
1816 by the interference of the British Oovernroent. In retom the Kawab 
agreed (Ko. LKVIII) to pay tbe expenses of the British force, to give 
up bis muJkgiri claims in the British districts of Bhandhuka, Ranpnr, Gogha 
and Dholera, aud to cede the revenues of certain viJIagee for tbe expenses 
of a British agency. Tbe territorial cession, however, wae eventually not 
accepted. The Junagarh Nawab has also other Engagements (No. LXIX) 
to prohibit sati, and (Nos. LXX and LXXXIV) to exempt from duty vessels 
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auteridg his ports from stress of weather. In 1873 this exemption was 
extended to vessels Woogb^ to the Eao of SntcU.* 

Bahadur Kbau died in 1840, lod was euceeeded hj his aoa Hamid Khan, 
who died in 1851, and was succeeded by his brother Mababat Khan, He has 
received the aeeurance (No. LXXI) that aoy socceseion to his State which 
might be legitioate ncoordlng to Muhammadan law would be upheld. 

Mahabat Kbau died on the 29th September 1882 and was succeeded hy 
his son Bahadoi- Khan; who on the 20th November 1890 was made a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Order of the Indian Empire. 

Bahadur Khan died on the 2nd January 1892, without iaene aud without 
hsTiog a serciaed his powers nuder the succeesion saaad. The selecUon of a 
mioceseot theretore rested with the Government of India. The choice lay 
between three claimasta as sons of the father of the late Chief; and it fell 
lapoQ Rasul Khan. Naaaraoa was not levied upon this succession j but the 
State is liable to pay oazorana. 

In 1866 the Nawab of Jaoagarh assigned (No. LXXII) land in Manik- 
wars in perpetuity and in full eovcreiguty for the location of the head¬ 
quarters of the Soralh Pmnt subdivision j these have since been transfcired 
to Jetalsar in Gondal, and tbe land in Maoikwara has been restored to 
Junagarb. 

In 1974 the Junagarh State entered into an Agreement (No. LXXIU) 
for tbe constroction of a line of telegraph. 

Tbe gross revenues of Junagarh are abont Rupees 24,00,000, and the 
State pays to the British Government Rupees 28,894, and to the Gaekwar 
Rupees 87,210. The area of Junagarh is 3,298*7 square miles, end the popula¬ 
tion (1991) numbers 484,190. The military force of tbe State consists (1891) 
of 10 guns of obsolete pattern, 19 artillerymen, 242 cavaliy, and 1,977 infan¬ 
try. An offer of the Nswab to place 100 cavalry nt the disposal of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India for Imperial service, has been aooopted and the trainbg of 
the force has been taken in hand. 

The Nawab of Junagarh is entitled to a salute of eleven gone. 

2. NAWANAGaR (NAVANAGAR). 

The Jam of Nawanagar, which is in the Halar district of Kathiawar, 
ia a Jaceja Rajput of the same family as the Raoe of Kotcb, and has a large 
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libayad, of wbom the mc«6 impurtuiitaad powerful are tbc Chiefs of Ooiidal, 
Kajfcot aud Dhrol, These Chiefs, however, have loagBjuoe disused the name 
of Bbnyad, and eon eider tbemsalvea as beads of families with a Bhajad of 
then own. The family emigrated from Kafcch to Kathiawar and founded 
Kawanagar about the year driving before them the Jethwa family, 

who formerly possessed the country, but who are now confined to the small 
State of Porbandar. 

In 160S an Engagement* (Ko. LXXIV) was made with the Jam, by 
wliich he renounced piracy and all right to wrecks. In 1811 the torbolenco of 
thu Jam made it necessary for the British Ooverument to reduce him by force. 
He refused to settle heavy pecuniary claims which the Bao of Katoh had 
egamst him for militsry aea(stance rendered in time of danger; be ejected 
from his State the Agent of the British Government, who was making 
eiiquirtes regarding tlje prevalence of infanticide; and made preparations to 
assert bis indepeudenee hy induoiug other Ohiers to combine against the para¬ 
mount power. A force was therefore marched against him, and on the E8rd 
Pehniary 181^, after much evasion, he agreed to terms of eubmiseion (No, 
LXXV). He was also reijuiredto conclude a fresh Engagement (No. Lll) 
to prevent infanticide. 

Edgngementa exempting from duty vessels entering hie ports fr^m stress 
of weather were exeented by the Jam of Nawanagar in 1846 and 1849 (Nos. 
LXXVI aud LXXXIV). This exemption was extended in 1878 to vessels 
belonging to the Rao of Kutcli f In 18$5 a line of telegraph was erected 
by Government under Agreement with the State hatweeu Kawsnagar aod 
Rajkot (No. LXXVII). An eatendon of this line from Dhrol to Jodiya 
has aiuoe been completed, the usual Agreement (No. LXXVIII) being executed 
hy the Jam. 

The present Jam, Vihbaji, is the son of Eanmaiji, who was the nephew 
of Jam Sataji, and was adopted by him in I SI 4. He Is now 66 years of age 
In 1862 he received a Sauad (No. LXXIX) gnaraateeiiig to him the privilege 
of adoption, and in accordance therewith in 1679 the Governmeut of India

Singh of Sarodar. In 18^2 a eon nairetl Jas^alaingji waa born to the Jnm, 
and woe recognised by Gc^vernmcnL as his heir. 

The gross revenDee of the State amnnnt to ahont Hny>ees 24,00,0iJ0. 
The Jam pays annually to the British Government R\ipoe6 60,312, to the 
Gaek^r Itupeee 64,924,flnd tothu Nawahof Jnn^aih Rupees 4,^57. The 
arcs of Natvanagar is 3,791*3 square milee and the popohitioa (lb9t) 879>6] 1. 
The military force of the Stole coaeiste (lK9t) of 117 guns of obsolete 
paltem, 13 artillery men, 227 cavalry, 260 roirnlar and 2>77I irregular infan¬ 
try. An offer of the Jam to ploce at the dispooal of the Onvernnient of 
India, for ImpeHal service, 75 cavalry, to be iniTeseed' to 15(^ ItereHfter, has 
been accepted, and the training of the fotre hae been taken in band. 

Jam Yibbaji is a Knight Commander of the Star of India, ami is entitled 
to a pei'souai s&Uite of hrteeii guns; the salute nitnchvd Co ibe Chiefsbip is 
ll guns. 


3 . BHATOAGAR (BHAVNAGAR). 

The Thakur Sahib of Bhaanf^r belongs to the tribe of Gohel Rnjputa 
This tribe settled in the oodntry abont the year UOO onder tbeii* Chivf, 
Sejakji, from whose three sons, Rannji, Sarangji and Shahji, are descended, 
respectively, the Chiefs of Bhaaongar, IaIIu and Palitana. The WoTa 
State also is an offsboot from Hhonnagar. The town of Kbannagar was 
founded in 1742 by Bhau Singh, grnmlfalher of Wskht Singh, who suc- 
oeeded to the Ghiefsbip in 1772 , and was in posseevion of it at the time 
of Colonel Walker'e scttlem.enU. Bhau Singh, bis son Itawnl Akherajp, and 
his gi*andsoii Wakht Singh, took great pains to impi'ove the trade of thetr 
country and to destroy tbs pirates* who infested the rieighbouring sena. This 
led to no intimate connection between llhaiinngMr and the 6 oinl>ay Got- 
ernroeut. In 1759 the BiiCish Government acquired a right to a fourth share 
of the cnetoois of the port of Bhannagar from the Sidi of Surat, to whom it 
bad been granted by Bhan Singh as the price of protection from the euraity 
of the Nawah of Cambay. In 1771 Rawal Akheraj.ii aseUted the Bombay

Wakbt Siugh, however, after 
bis accee-ion, dis|)OS8e«sed tlie Na^vab of the fort, whicli, under an Jiagage- 
lueiit (No. LXXX) mediated by the British Ooveniment in IT^S, be was 
allowed »o retain oq {>aying a sum cl Kupeee 76,000. The boundaries cf tbe 
Bfiannsgsir State were largely iuoi*eii6ed by various other acquisitions made by 
WakhC Singh previous to tbe aoUJeraeiit of Kathiawar. 


When Gujarat and Katlua\var were divided between the Pcsbwa and tbe 
Ooekwar, tbe weetera uiid larger portion of the Tbakur’s possssaiosa were in¬ 
cluded iu tlie Gaekwar's share, aud the eastern and smaller portion, ineludiug 
Bhauuagor aud the original estates of tbe fumily io Sihor, foil to the Pssbwa, 
aud formed part of the districts of D baud links and Gogha, which tlie Pesbwa 
ceded to tbe British Government noder tbe Treaty of Baseeiu. At the time 
of tbe settleiQfDt of Kathiawar, therefore, part of tbe Bhsunogar possessions 
hod already become British territory, while part remained under the Gaekwar 
The revenue demanded fi-om the British portico was Bu|>ee8 11,651, and that 
payable to the Geek war was fixed at Rupees 74 505. But as It was expedloat 
to consolidate iti Uie Lands of the British Goveimmenl tbe various claims 
over Bhauiiagar, au Agreement (No. LXXXI) wie made with the Thakur’s 
cciiseot for tlie tiansfer to the British Oovernmeut of tbe Qaekwar's revenue 
in Bbaunngnr, which was accordingly ladadsd in tlie additional cessions made 
ill 1807 by tbe Qaekwar for the support of a contiugent force. 

In 1869 the mint at Bhiiuaagar, where copper money bad previously 
been coined, was closed. As cumpensatiou for this a sum of Kupess 2,798>6-6 
a year was granted to the Thakur. A further sum of Hupeee 4,000 was 
^veil him in ooRsideration of bis resiguiog nil claims to share iu tlie land 
uud sea customs of the port of Gogha. These sums are uow aouually paid 
under su Agreement (No. LKXXIl) coucluded on the 8tb September 1840. 
The Thakar also subscribed the usual Bogagemeula (Kos. LXXXIII aud 
LXXXIV), exempting from duty vessels putting into his ports from stress of 
wsatheL The exemption was extended in 1878 to vessels hebngiug to the 
TUo of Kutoh.* 


After tbs cession of .DLandbuka and Qcgba to the British Government, 
tbe Tbakui of Bhaunagar, in consideration of bis loHuence and good govern- 
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ment, waa tecitlj permitted to ©xerciM ibt aatn© powers as before in the 
poiiioo of biB estates which fell within these dieUkte. But io oonseqneooe of 
a eerioua abase of power, hie estates in British Umtoiy were brt>nght under 
tlie JarisdlctioD of British conrte, and the rereune payable by him wae 
raised. By these measures the Chief was placed in an aDomaloua posilioD 
very irritating to him. In his estates in Kathiawar be continned to exerciser 
his former powers, paying a fixed reveoue, while in his estates in British 
territory, wbici inclnded Lis two largest towns aud Lis place of reaidsaee, 
he was subject to oidioary British Jaws. TJie Thakur never oens«d to com. 
plain of this aud io bring forward many claims agwnst the British Govcvn- 
raent. These were all carefully enquired into in 1859, and an Agree¬ 
ment (Ko, LXXXV) was coucloded on the 83rd Ocfr>ber I860, by which tlie 
XbakQr"8 revenue in his British estates was fixed at Rupees 62,000 in peipe- 
tuity, and bis other claims were adjusted. It was at the eauie time proposed 
to pbee the town of Bliauuogar and its snbordieiate village of Wadwa, witli 
the town of Sihor, nod ten othei* villages which formed the old possession of 
the family, on the same footiug as the estates in Kathiawar j hut, owing to 
some donbte os to the precise legal status of Kathiawar, this was not at the 
time effected. 

In Janaary 1866 the Bombay Govern men 6 lesasd a notification, whereby, 
in accordance with the agieetoent of 1B60, certaiu villages belonging to the 
Chief of Bhaonagar and sitnato in the Dhaodhuka, Rajipnr and Gogba sub. 
divisions of the Ahmadabod Diabict, were declared to he removed from tbs 1st 
rehmary 1366 from the jurisdiction of the revenue, civil, and criminal courts 
of the Bombay Presidency, and were transferred to the suporvtsioQ of the PeJi* 
tical Agency in Kathiawar on the same conditions in regard to Jurisdiction as 
had applied to the Bhaunagar villages which had previously been included 
in that province. Doubts having been raised as to the legal effect of these 
proceediugs, tiie Governor-General in Council issued a notification, dated 
the 5th December 1878, ceding these villages, so that they ehonld be held by 
the Thakar Sahib on the same conditions as those in which be held his other 
villages in Kathiawar. 

Rawal Wakbt Singh was succeeded in 1816 by his son Wnje Singhi, and 
he, in 1828, by bis son Akberaj, who died in 1664. Eawal Akherajji was 
succeeded by his hiother, Jaswant Singh, who received a Sanad (Ko« LXXlX) 
gnaran teeing to him the privilege of adoption. 
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Jaswant Singh died in April 1S70, when the soMession of bis son Takbt 
Singhj now 24 years oE age, was recognised. 

In 1874 the Bhounagar State entered into an Agi'esment (No. LXXXVI) 
for ibe coostroctiou of a line of telegraph. 

The Bbainiogar and Gondal Stetee have constwcted on certain oondi- 
tione {No. LX) a line of railway on the metre gauge, IfiS miles in length, 
fi'om the town of Bbaunsgsr to the Wadhwan termious of the Bombay, 
BaroHa and Central India Railway, with a branch from Lhola to the town 
of Lboraji ia the Qondai State. 

Tbe State contains 645 villages. The area of Bhaiinagar is 2,860 square 
miles and the population (1891) 467,2S2; the revenue of the Chief Is about 
Rupees 86,00,000. He pays aDon^illy to the Britiali Government Rupees 
1,88,060; to the Qaekwai Rupees 8,681J, aod to tbe Nawab ofJunagnrh 
Rupees 89,868. Tbe milltary force of the State la (1891; J 6 guns, includIng 6 
new 9•pounders, 10 artillerymen, 650 cavalry, 800 regular and 9,000 irregular 
infantry. An offer of the Maharaja to place 800 cavalry at the dispoeal of 
tbe Government of India for Imperial servioe has been accepted, and tbe 
training of the force has been taken in band. 

Maharaja Taklit Singh is a Rnight Grand Commander uf the Star 
of India, and enjoys a personal salute of 15 guns; the satnte attached to tbe 
Chiefship being 11 guue. On the let January 1891 tbe title of Maharaja 
was conferred upon Thakar Sahib Takbt Siogji^ as a personal distinction. 

4. PORBANDAB. 

The Chief of this State, which is sitoated in tbe Barda district of 
Kathiawar, belongt to the tribe of Jelbwa Rajputs. At tbe time of the 
eeltlement of Kathiawar the ruling Chief was Sartanji, but tbe State 
was virtnally managed by his son Hallbji. At the close of lost oentnry this 
State was subjected to many exactions from ite seighbonrs; and, besides the 
revenue payable to the Gaekwar, it paid a tribute of Rupees 7,800 to Juna- 
gsrh. Rupees 2,000 to the Bahi Chief of Bantwa, Rupees 1,983 to the Kaa- 
bati of Mangrol, and Rupees 1,400 to tha Portuguese settlement at Diu. 

In 1S08 the usual Eugagement (No. LXXXVII) against piracy wns taken 
from tbe Chief of Povhandar. In 1809 Bana Sartanji quarrelled with his son, 
in consequence of which a rebellion broke out. Tbe fort of Kandorna was 
eeized by the merceuary troops of the Chief, who made it over to tbe Jam of 
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Nawan&^r. Tie aid of the BiitiBh Governroent was called tu, by whoin the 
□iei«eQaii«s were expelled. For the purpose of ohUimng the continued aup- 
port of the British Oovoinment, the Chief ceded (No. LXXXVIII) lialf the 
port of Porbatidar, end a paiiy of sepoys was stationed there. In 1849 the 
Chicfexscoteatheneual En^^tneiit (No. LX XXIV) to levy no duties on 
ships driven by atttsss of weather into bis ports. This exemption .was extended 
in 1873 to vessels belonging to the Rao of Kotch.* 

In 1869 Porhandar, which had till then been a fiwt-class Slate, was reduced 
to the third dess as a punishment for an act of crneliy commUted hy the Chief. 

In 1886 the Bono, having turned a deaf ear to all rsmonstruuees ad¬ 
dressed to hitn regarding his persistent mHl-adminietration, was finally de¬ 
prived of all power, and a British officer was appointed to administer the 8tata. 
In 1889 the Porbaodar und Gondal States jointly constructed an exteosion 
of the metre-gauge railway from Diioraji to Porbandar, 69 miles in length. 
Tills section passes through the States cf Gondal, Nawanagar and PurbaudAr, 
all of which have ceded full civil and criminul juriediotion over the lius to 
the British Governaaent under an Engagement (No. LXXXIX). 

In 1890 the Rauh of Porbandar received a Suoad ofndoption (No- XOl. 

The State contains 97 villages. It has an area cf 686 square miles 
and a popniation (1891) of 86,785. Its sevennes amount to *Bupees 6,50,000; 
and it pays to the Britisb Government a tribute of Rupees 21,902, besides 
Rnpece 18,000 as compeusation for the half share cf the sea customs j 
to the Gaek^ar Rupees 7,196; and to Junagorh Rupees 6,106. The mili¬ 
tary force of the State consists (1891) of 5 guns, 288 irregular infantry and 1$ 
cavalry. 

The Ranaof Porbandar is entitled to a salute of 11 gnua j which, however, 
the present Chief, 8bri Vikranatji, now 78 years of age, only receives when he 
is in British India. 

6. DHRANGADRA. 

The Chief of Dhrangadra, who has the title of Raj Sahib, belongs 
to the Jhola Hajpute and is considered the bead of that tribe in tiie 
district of JhaJawer, which derives ita name from them. The Raj Sahib of 
■Waokanerand the Thakura of Wadhwan, Limri, Chui-a, Lakblar and Sayla 
belong to the same tribe or family. The ancestor of the family, Harpal, is 
eaid to have belonged to a Makwana family of Kutob, who in' the Idth 
oeutury moved to Gujarat, and took service with Karan Gbelo, the last

on fbe eaet of the Ran of Kutch, and he eit:.bl{.bed iiii rwldence at Patri 
Thence the family moved to Kuva, and, when driven Ibenoe in ]488, made 
their capital at Ha) war, a place some SO milea north of Dhrangadra. Tn f)ie 
baginiiing of the preaeut oeninry the seat of Government was moved to 
Dbrangadra. At the time of Colonel Walker'e settlement Arnaminghji wae 
the Chief of Dhrangadra. He died id 1843, and was succeeded by \m son 
Ranmaleinghji. He wae the first Chief in Kathlarrar ^at rvae made a 
Knight Commander of the Star of India. He died in 1869 and was sno- 
needed by his son ManeinghjI, the preeent Raj Sahib. Tlie latter also is a 
Knight Commander of lie Star of India, and receives a personal salute of 15 
gans; the snliite attached to the ChieMiip is U guns. In 1889 ihc Kaj 
Sahib of Dlirangadra preferred a claim to precedence over the Ranaof Por- 
bandar j but it was injected. In June 18$U, tlie Chief of Dbrangadra received 
a Sanad of adoption (No. XC). 

The annnal revenue of the Dhrangadra State is 7,80,000 rupees, from 
which a peshtash of Rupees 40,671 is poid to the British Government, and 
a tribate (sortalabi) of Rnpses 4,006 to the Jonagarb State. Tlie State has 
an area of 1,156 squaw miles and a population (1891) of 108,754. qije 
miUtiiry force conslets (lH91) of 6 guna of obsolete pattern, 18 artillerymeo, 
96 Cavalry and 885 iufantry. 

* 6. M0R7I. 

The Chief of Moivi, which le in the Halar division of Katbiawar, 
U a Joreja Rnjput of the aarae family as the Rao of Katch and the Jem of 
Nawanagar. He claims to behing to the senior hi'ancb. 'I he present rnler, 
Waghji, now 34 years of age, was cj anted a Knight Commaoder of the Order 
of the Indian Kmj>ire, and hie State was roised to the first class in F»hrnary 
1887, on the oooaslon of Her Majesty's Jubilee. In 1890 the Chief of Morvi 
received a Sanad of adoption (No. XC). 

In 1886 the Chief constructed a railway on the 6' gauge from tlie civil 
station of "Wadhwan, the terminus of the Bombay, Baroda and C'entral India 
Railway, to UU capital j Aud in 1890 ho made a branch to Rajkot, the hshd- 
quarters of the Katliinwar Agency. The total length of the line is 94 miles. 
The States through whose territones the line passes executed an Agreement 
(No. XCI), ceding to the Brilisk Government full civil and crimina] jQris> 
diction over the railway. 
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A tel^plioiie wira 4<8 inilea long bus baeii between Morvi aod 

Uie jKiit of Wawnoia, on Ihe Gulf of Knt^ub, and tlie bead*^narters of 
tUe Tanbara Mabal. 

The total reveone of tbe State ie about Bapces 10,00,000. Its mnitivy 
force coueiate (ISOl) of Z serviceable gnos, IS I cavalry, aod 1,0^8 inegolar 
infantry. There are L47 villages under this State, which has ao area of 
821*6 eqoare miles ajid a population (1S9I) of 105,866. 

7. GONDAL. 

In 1874 aa Agreement (No. XOJI) for the coostriiction of a lino of 
telegraph was eseoated with tbe Oondal Stale as an offshoot from llajlcot; 
but that arrangement wee subsequently altered, aud from 1880 tbe Gondal 
telegraph ofRce has beeu oonnected with the telegraph line ou the Bbaanagar* 
Goudal'Junngarb'PorbaQdar Railway. 

The arrangerrents made by ibis State in conjunction with Bhaunngar 
for the coufitrucUoQ of the Bbauuagar* Gondal Roil way have been referred to 
above. 

In 1886 an Agreement (No. XCIll) was made for tbe cession of land 
ill Jetalsar for the head*quarters of tbe Sorath Prant odicer; tbe ceded area 
is to be at the absolute disposal of the British Government during occiipntu^. 

His Highness Thakur Sahib Bhagwatsingb.ii, the present Chief, a Jareja 
Rajpnt, ie 27 years of age, arid receives a salute of 11 gnus. He was ajipointed 
a Kuigbt Commander of the Oi‘der of tbe Indian Empire on the 16th Feb* 
rnary 1887 and was rnised to the rank of a d<‘8t>clMS Chief la December of 
the same year. Tbe oonstioctioo of the railway extension to Porbandar in 
oonjuQotioQ with that State has already been referred to. lu 1889 the Chief 
received (No. ZCIV) the right of adoption. 

Tbe gross revecne of the State is Rupees 12,00,000, the area 1,023*74 
square miles, aod the pnpiilulion (1891) 161,036. It coutaius 174 villages. 
The military force consists (1S91) of 8 guns, 12 artillerymen, 91 irregular 
oavalry, and 604 irregnlsr infantiy. 

8. WANKANEB (VANKANEB). 

The present Chief, Raj Amaiainglgi, now 18 years of age, belongs to tbe 
Jhala family aud claims to be senior to Dhmngadra. He received a Sauad 
of adoption (No. XC) in 1890. 
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'Wan^noer is a secand'dass Stata aod oemiirises 87 villages, with a 
1 ‘eTcnua of Rupees 2,31,000 and a p»opu1ation (1801) o£ 39,320. The area o£ 
the Uluka ia 414 equate miles. The militarj force coneUte (1891) of £ 

73 cavalry aod 70 regular iofentry. 

9, PALITAUiL 

The Chief of FeHtaua, a seCond-olass State> named Thakar Saliib 
MauBinghji, belongs to the Gobel class of Rajputs, aud is now 30 yeais of age* 
The right of adoption was acoo^Jed to him and Lie successors (No. XC) iq 
1890. 

The teluka ooDsUts of 87 villagea, ivith a population (1891) of 60,848, 
end yields a rereuce of Rupees 3,00,000. The niea of the Stats is 268 
sqaare miles. Its military force consists (1891) of 7 gone, 3 ertiilerymen, 
77 cavalry and 327 lofantfy. 

Shetrunjs, the most sacred hill of the Jains, standi about a mile to (be 
sooth of Palitafia town. 

10. DHROt. 

The Chief of Bhrol, a second-class State, Tbakuv Sahib Harmngbji, now 
47 years of age, is a Jareja Rajput of the same family as the Jam of Nawa- 
nagar. He received a Sanad of adoption (No. XC) in 1890. 

The taluka comprises 67 villnges, with n population (1891) of 27,007 and 
a revenue of Rupees 1,30,000. The area of the uluka is 282 square miles. 
It has (1891) a military force of 2 guns, 25 cavalry ond 308 Irregular police. 

11, LXMRl (LIMBDI). 

Tbe Chief of the eecond-olass State of Limri, Sir Jaswateinghj', now 83 
years o! age, is a Jhala Rajput of the same family as the Raj Sahib of Dhran- 
gadra. 

In 1884 the Chief was appointed a member of the Legislative Council of 
Bombay, and is tbe first Chief of Kathiawar who has served in that capacity. 

In 1887 he was a member of the deputation of Kathiawar Chiefs which 
went to England to eoagiatnlate Uer Majesty the Queen on attaining the 
Jubilee year of her reign. The dignity of a Knight Commander of the Order 
of tbe Indian &npire was on that oecaslon oonrerred on him. In 1890 he 
received a Saoad of adopttc^a (No. XC), 
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Tite taluka ooQSiets of 44 vjlla^s uoder tba £atbianar Agency and 
tilnated m tlia Abmadabad Collectorate. Tbe ar«d of the Uluha is ;j4i3 sqcare 
milofl j tbe gross revenue amounts to Rupees 2,64,U00, and the populutbn 
consists (1391) oE 48,176. Tbe military force ooiopriaes (1391) % 
ariillerymec, $6 cavahj and 184 irregular infantry. 

n. RAJKOT. 

Ad Agreement {No. XCV) was made witb the Chief of fiajkot ia 1863, 
grantiog bitn a remiesioo of Rupees 1,600 from tbe aacual tribute payable 
to the British GoverDmeut. Tbie wee oompeosatioo for lands provided as a 
site for a civil station. 

On the t6tb April iBdO the Chief, Thaknr Sahib Bawaji, a JnTeJa Rojput, 
died at the age o! 84, and was sacceedod by bis eon and hslr named Lekbaji, 
&nw 6 years of oge. Tbe Tbnkar, who ranks as a seoond.claee Chief, received 
a Sanad of adoption (No. XCYl) in 1690. 

In 1890 au arrangement was made frith the Rajkot State in coonec^ion 
with tbe coustraoHon of a tank to supply water to the civil station of Rajkot. 
A payment of Rupees 500 a year is, made to the State by the Kathiawar 
Agency in consideration of the nee of*tbe land and water. 

Thie State contains 61 villas with an area of 2S1 square miles. The 
reventiSB ate about Rupees 2,00,000. Tbe population according to tbe ceoene 
of 1891 ie 49,988. Tbe tribute due to tbe British Government, exoludingtbe 
remission, is Rupees 18,991. The Nawab of Juiiagarh also receives Rupees 
2,830 a year from Rajkot. A sum of Rupees 2,S94>4-10 is yearly paid 
to tbe Chief as compeusatioa for lands taken op as a site for a cantonmt'ac in 
Mi. l^h® militaiy force of the State is (1891) 2 guns of obsolete pattern, 84 
cavalry, and 816 irregular infantry. 

13. 'WaDHWAN. 

Balsingbji, Tliakur Sahib of Wsdhwan, is one of tbe principal Chiefs in 
tbe JliaUvrar division of Kathiawar. 

In 1864 a remission of Rupees 2,260 was made from tbe payments due 
from Wadhwan to the British Government under as Agreement (No. 
XCVTl), by which tbe Chief oeded certain lands required for tbe bead* 
quarters of the Jhalavrar subd I vision. At tlie same time an aonaal remls^-ion 
of Rupees 260 was mnde (Ko, XCVHl) to the Bhuroius of Dudbrej, who 
are of the Wadhwan Bbayad. Tbe Bbuiniaa pay to the British QDvero> 
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m?at Rnp«« 1,102, besides Rnpees 97 to Jona^h. Tbeir grow Mrenne Is 
about Rupees 18,342. 

Tbs present Chief was iostalled in NoTsmber 1885 as soceesBor to bis 
brother Dajirej, who died without mole issue in May 1835. He pays to the 
Britieh CoTernment Rupees 25,9221, besides Rnpees 87 for fill a^ lu the 
Abosodabaddiatriot. He also pays Rupees 2,682 to tbs l^awab of June- 
garb. In 1690 the right of adoption was conceded to the Chief of this Stote 
(No. XC). 

The reeenuea of Wadhwaa amount to Rnpeea 4,25,000. Tlie population 
(1691) is 42,436; the number of villsgea is 31, withio an area of 236 
square miles. The military force amounts (1891) to 2 guns (obsolete pattern), 
1 artilleryman, 51 caralry, and 142 regular infantry. 

14. JAPARABAD. 

Jafarabad, otherwise called Mozaffarabad, is part of tbo territory of tbd 
Nawab of Jenjira. He is of Sidi or Afrioan ertiaotion; and he ranks 
in Xatbiawar as a seoond^dass Chief* Jafarabad pays no trihnto either to 
the Sritieh OoTernment or the Gaekwar. The Sidia were the admirals of 
the Mughal deet. They possessed some of the principal ports on the west 
eoaet of India, and the Britieh Oovemment at au early date formed com* 
mercial relations with them. A commeroial Treaty (No. ZCIX) wde con* 
eluded with Sidi Htlal of Jafarabad in 1761. In 1638 the Chief’agreed 
(No. LXIX) to take measures to prevent aati in his State, and in 2849 be 
exeented the usual Kngagement (No. LXXXIV) regarding the levy cf duty 
on Tessele driTsn into his port by stress of wsatber. 

This State contain a 12 Tiliagsa with a gross revenue cf Rupees d0,h00. 
It has an area of 42 square miles ; and the population aosording to the censae 
of 1691 is 12,889. The Stats hae (1891) a military force of 35 guue of 
obsolete pattern and 19 irregnlar infantiy. 

15. MALIA. 

In 1866 the Chief of Malia ezeontsd an Agreement (No. C) en* 
gaging to make effective arrangements for keeping the Mianas under proper 
control, and to be respooaible for their condnet. In ccosequencs of tbs pre* 
valence of serious crime in the talnka, the oriminal juiiediotion of tbs fciuitb

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clise, wWch belonged to the State, wna withdrawn in 1880. In 1883 ita 
juried lotion wu restored, esoept in lag&rd to Miana sabjeota. They are still 
noder the orlmioal jorisdiotion of a special magistrate, 'ffho is appointed bj 
the Political Agent in Kathiawar. 

Thakur Modji, the present Chief of Malia, is a Jareja K^yput, 47 years 
of age. Malia is a fourth-claBB State, eontaioiDg 12 villages witliin on area 
of 102 square milea; its re venae is Bupees 60,000, and .ite popnlation 
(aceording to the census of 1891) 13,599. The military force amounts (1891) 
to 29 cavalry and 49 irregular infantry. 

The following list enomcratee the principal Chiefs in Kathiawar, besides 
those already mentioned 
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Besides the ahcve Chiefs there are io .Eathiavar seTenteen jurisdioticDal 
talukdars of the third ola&e, four of the eisth elass^aod els of the eevesth class. 
These smaUer talukdars are mostly cadets of the Jareja and JhaU houses, or 
ai'O nther Khaohar or Wala Eathls. The ^aJa Eathis ova the large estate 
of Jetpar, which has a reveoue of ahout Rupees 8,00,000, hot it is divided 
among twenty sharsrs, none of whom is important enough to have more than 
fourth-class juriediction. Those talakdars whose jurisdiotion has been ear. 
rendered or resumed are gronped under the thanos according to sitnatioo.

That I will not hare a fend with any other (Chief), nor will I harbour 
the ontUw of any other (Talukdar) whether Katbi or Kajput, *wr mil l 
enaroach upon tie^roitiier qf another^ nor will incite any otLa person to com¬ 
mit any act of violence. I agree to act as has been the cnstom hitherto, and 
if aoy one^B Bhayat should come and write over to me their lands or village 
I will not puichase euch lands or village. mil not ms^gt n^telf upon 
artp oM /or jxut otmiHos. 1 will not barbonr thieves in my limits, bat if I 
keep any lb my country, it shall be under proper pieeaurioos, 1 will not 
plunder in the Tainka of any other (Chief) or on the high-road. If any 
impoverished landholder should be in want, and write over his land or village, 
I wiQ report the matter to OovemmeDt, and only purchase them after obtain¬ 
ing permisaiou. And if I should ever wish to write over (my lands) to aoy 
one, I will only write them over after obtaining the Gcvemmsot permission. 

Articlb S. 

I will not associate with any delin^ent or criminal of Ctevemmeot, 
whether one of the Shrimant Sena Xhas Xbel, or of the Company Bahadur’s 
Government.

^raseia deeUnes to accept tbe terms ofihred be shall givetlie Durbar officer 
a merDorandom of bis claim, which the X^vubar shall dispose of in the firit 
instance, noting tlie fact of the objection. The Durbar ofEeer will imroO' 
diately send to the Eajesthanik Sabba copy of bis decision. 

6. If dissatisfiod with tbe decision of the Dnrhsr the Bhnyad or Mool> 
girasna may, within a period of ninety (90) days (exolnsiTe of the day a 
occupied in furnishing bim with a copy of the decision), preseot a petition to 
the Rfljnsthsnik Sabba, showing distinctly what he claims; and tbe Sabha 
shall enqnii'e into and dispose of the petition according to ibese mica For 
special and snfffcisnt reason the Sabha may eatcod tbe obovo period.

The claims of mortgagees, eub-tenante, or assignees of Bhsyads or 
MooWirassia shall not be heard by the Rajastliaalk Sabha, but shall be beard 
auQ disposed of by the Durbar Gonrls.

11. A fee of one-half o! an anna per rupee shall be paid by the complain, 
ant on the estimated value of the projierty in dispa fee. The value shall be cal.

The fee shall be refunded to the person paying it if tiie decision shall be 
given m his favour, and if part of the claim only be awarded, the refund shall 
he iQ tliat proportion.

Brabmin), so tbat kiUiag a child h a^^ualto killing iOO Brabn^iss; bnt in this 
aoi two sios are ocmmittad, vie-, ilist of kilKog woman and child. The punish- 
meat nritten for ihifl sin is that the person who commits it will remsia in 
“EnTruwadik £utb Sootbul Nurk (name of a particular place in hell) for 
as many ^ears as there are hairs on the person of the said woman, after whiob, 
when he is born a<rain, be would become a Koreea'' (Isprons), and be sabjcct 
to " Puksh <ihat ’* {paralytic stroke). Both Oovernmeota said this to ns ac¬ 
cording to tbe Shaater, in which, the year Somwut 1864 (&.D. 1808), I, my 
brothers, ncpi^ewa, &o., all the Jharejaa of my taiooka, passed a writing to 
the Sircar, binding onneWea sot to kill danghteit. To enqnire about this a

do this act; if we do, wa shell be conaidered offenders against the Siiuar. If 
in fnture any one of oar caste people com mils this act, and if it eball come to 
our knowledge, we ehall, after expelling him out of caste, make Hm answer for 
his Nn, and according to the will of the Sircar. Perpetual seonritiee, given for 
the f nlfilment of the above writing, are Bharnte Meroo Mehta of Veeruoigaam, 
and Bharote Bamdaes Nntboo of JuJsnm who sbalL be answerable for it. This 
is a tme Wilting.

Your letter of the ftOth June has been received. You have therein written 
ibai I am to pay a fiue of Be. 12,000. My oircumetAneea are insufficient 
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to 80 able mo to pay this sum at OQce. I beg, therefore, you will do me the 
fayour to sctile eocae way in which I cao do it. You hm further written 
that I am to inform you beforehand of births likely to take pl^ in my family. 
This is well, and I shall do so. In regard to your request that I ehould far- 
wsh security to abstain from the oostom of putting my daughters to death in 
future, I beg to state that 1 am determined to renouQce the custom. My poa« 
s^ioM are entirely uuder the Sircar j but if.notwithstending this, you should 
wieb me to give security, 1 shall dnlj furnish (he same. I hare, agreeably to 
your orders, haQiabed Mebtan Bnlwunt Joata, and Dolputram Sooshall from 
my talooka. In respect to Patel Lubmon’s mother and the other persons who 
gave evidence in my case, or any of ^eir relations, not sufTering, as you have 
written, any harm at my hands, I to State that Patel Lukmon is m a son 
of the Durbar, and there is no one higher in its eetimation than be is. I have, 
notwithstanding, this day called him into my presence, and spoken to him in 
terms ol encouiagement and conEdencs before four Sowkars and two other 
pereons, whom 1 bad summoned on the occasion. The proclamatiQu rsganling 
the daughters of Jbarejas, which yen have transmitted, haa been received, and 
I shall (ake tbs measures it direots. Whatever the Sircar does is designed 
oxolusiveiy for oar good, and I am therefers obedient to its wishes. I beg 
yon will fix some way in which 1 can pay the fine imposed on me, and with* 
draw the attachment on my talooka. Tbs character of my place depends on 
the Sircar. 


Rajah Chundsrsiagjee of Wankanssr writes as follows 

Whereaa the Jhareja people formerly nnt their daughters to death, there¬ 
by oommitting a sin of great enormity, and Colonel Walker, in Sumwut 18d4, 
caused them to enter into engagements to abandon the inhuman custom aod 
preserve iheir female offspring for the future; bnt notwithstanding this (he 
Chief of Rajkot) Sirdar Jbareja Soorajee, disregarded and broke this eogags- 
ment, and put a danghter to death, which case of in^ntloide was iovestigated 
!o the month of Oct^sr Ihdi, and the crime proved by msaus of witoessss; 
it therefore became necessary to call upon him to furnish security that he 
would uot commit such a drsadfol deed in future, and he has name^ me : I 
therefore agree to become perpetual security for him, and accordingly szscete 
this writing, to the effect that dhareja Soorajee shall infoim the Sircar when¬ 
ever the birth of a child may be expected in hie family, and that he shall nsvet 
injure <*v threaten Patel Dnlrmon's mother, or any other people or their rela¬ 
tion he who may have given evidence in the case of infanticide against him j 
that he shall act agreeably to, and mnintain the engagements formerly effeo(ed 
by she Sircar for the preservation of the daughters ~of Jbaxejas, and the 
prolesmaliou, dated 22&d November 1SS4, issued on the same subject; and 
that Jharsja Soorajee sb^l punctually inform theSircarof any breach ol tht^s 
engagements which nsay occur within his talooka. 1 have heeome seenri^ 
for him in case be may not Inform the Sircar of any case of infanticide com¬ 
ing within his knowledge, or uphold and maintain (he engagements fox the 
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abolition of this horrid ouafcom, and am thorafora honod to sea the s^ime doQO} 
and lesponsible to govomnexit for any breach that may bersartsr arise.

The Political Agent will address a perwsnnah to me about tlie Showkar's 
opiucD passiog through my territory, wbicb will contain the quality aod quan- 
tity of the opium, and whether it is contained in bsakeU, leather pots, boxes 
or carte, sa ^ao tbe place where it will be stored, 

A regieter cootiuniug tbe names, etc., of the persons who bring opium to 
my town and villDges dependent to it and sell it, and of the purcliasers, should 
be kept. On enquiry by Govemment, should any one fail to produce a regular 
register, or if any one conceal the real amouni sold, a duty, at the rate of one 
Rupee per each seer abort, will he charged and recovered from tie dealer. 

The duty on tbe opium covered by a pass will not be much. This arrauge- 
ment has been made by Government with a view to prevent opium being et- 
ported at any of tbe seaports. 

Should any opium be brought on carts, camels, bullocks, vessels, or by 
any other convsyance without a pass, the opium, with the conveyaoc^ will m 
coufisoated iu payment of the fine. A third part of it will bepaifl to tbo 
person who causes it to be seised, or who points out the smuggler with cer¬ 
tainty, and tbe remaining two parte will be paid to the Talwkdar or ^minder 
of the place where it was seised, aod if it be seia«d within my teloow the 
same will be given to me.

6. Inhabitants of the Nawab’a country, who may live in ike station or 
p^s^ property in it, are not to be tbereby entitled to sgii stance from the 
British authorities in cases in which they are coneemed in which tbe cause of 
action bas arisen in Junagnd limits. 

7. Two sites of not lees thsm 50 yardt square are to be assigned to the 
Juuagad autboritiee in favouiahle positions for the construction of houses and 
offices. They ate to be given free of coat, and not subject to cent or land tax 
of any sort. 

3. The au^orities in the new station are not to possess any right of 
forced labour, or any privilege of making requisition for tbe service of artisans 
in tbe nsighbonring villages. 

In time of necessity carriage mnst, however, be furnished by tbe Nawab’s 
officers according to the same scale that may be demanded from other tributary 
States. 

8. In Government should at any time abandon the station, the land 
must be returned to tbe Junagad State, not to any other tuluka, and tbe yearly 
remieeion of two thousand rupees (Es.

of which it is composed shall become the property of tbs Joonagurb State. 

5, Tbs accounts of the telegraph line shall be rendered yesriy to the 
State of Joonagurb, and the balanoe shall be adjusted without delay. 

6. The State of Joonagurb agrees to apply to the Joooaeurh Telegraph 
lioethe provisions of the British Telegraph Act VIII of 1860, and such 
other Acta or legal provisions as have been, or may boreafter be, passed by the 
British Goveroment with reference to the telegraphs. 

7. The State of Joonagnrh ogrees to apply to the Joonagurb Telegraph 
line any miss or regulations that are now or may hereafter bo made applica¬ 
ble to the lines of telegraph in British India.

atruclioQ of the Uue.

certain regulaticoa on the subject, dated Jst December 1840; that a copy of

4. The line shall be called "The Gondnl-Bhorajee Branch Telegraph 
Line,'' and shall be managed iiii worked entirely by the officers of the British 
Telegraph Department. It shall not be disiaantl^ without the consent of 
the British Government, but should it at say time be given np, the materials 
of which it is composed shall become the property of the Gondul Stale. 

5. Tho scconnlis of the telegraph line shall he rendered yearly to the 
State of Gondul, and the balance ebail be adjusted without delay. 

6 Tbe State of Gondnl agreee to apply bo the Gondul-Bhorajee line 
the provisions of the British Telegraph Aet VlII of 1860, and such other 
Acts or le^ provisions aa bavo been, or may hereafter be, passed by tbe 
British Government with reference to the telegraphs. 

7. The Slate of Gondnl agrees to apply to the Gondui-Bhorajee Tele¬ 
graph line any rales or regulations that are now, or may hereafter be, made 
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»ppl:cal)Ie to lines of telegrapb in British Itidia. Tbe British Csovernmeot 
Trili Qodertnke to furnish theGondnl State with accurate treuslations of such 
Acts, Rules, and Regulations. 

8. The State of Goudnl agrees that the GonduUDboiajee Telegraph line 
shall be opeu to the inaproliou and supervision of the Dtreotor>Oeneral of 
Telegraphs and of &nj officer deputed hj him for that purpose.

Whei’eos it has ber'Q GOQsiciered expedient by the British Governmeofe to 
transfer its civil station from Manekvada within the limits of the Junagod 
State to Jetalsor withiu the UmiU of the Gondal Stale ; 

And whereas a ceitiuQ plot of giouud forming the piece and ^rcel of 
land hereinafter specified and eitnate in the villas of Jetslaar of maoal Dho« 
tsji of the Uoudal State is required to be occupied by the British GoTerament 
fortbe puipoae of establish log the said civil station tbeieon ; 

And tvbareas the Thakor Sabeb of Gondal is billing to assist the British 
Goveroment in this behalf; 

TTie suid Thakor Saheb of Gondal agrees to assign, on payment of the 
annual rent specified below, the said plot of ground uoto the Government of 
Bombay for aelobg ae it may be required by that Qoveromeutfoi* the purpose of 
a civil station, euhject to the oonditious hereiuafUr mentioued and agreed to 
by both poities to this agreemeut. 

'Jhe land in queetion measuies 850 acres, as per map appended; the 
boundaries are as follows i—on the north*west the land of moje Idsmdlikpac 
belonging to the Junagad State and the lino of the Bhavnagar-Gopdal Rail¬ 
way ; on the south and south*west the land of moje Sankbli belonnng to the 
taluka of Jetpor and the land of moje Maudiikpar belonging to tbo Junagad 
State; and on the north-east the prepoeed line of the RaiUray exteusion from 
Jetalsar to Vcinval.

The light to*cnt wood or graze oattle in the said land shall rest in the 
Eritisb Gorernment, but no privilege of catting wood or grazing cattle or in any 
way making nee of any other Goodal land onUide the limits of the land hereby 
aasigosd to it by this agi'eecnent ah all be olaimed by tbe British Oorerament 
or the reaideots of the new etatlon. 

The dril and crimioal jurisdiotion ia respect of all causes of action that 
may aides or of all crimes that maybe oommitted »itbiu the limits of tbe 
land hereby aaggoed to the British Goreruoient shall vest in tbe British 
Govemroent.

possess property thareiQ are not to be thereby entitled to any assistance fiom 
or protection by the British GovemmsDC. 

The a nth oxides in tbe new stutioo are not to possess any light offorcsd 
labcnir or any privilege of making reqaisitioos for the service of artisans. In 
time of necessity carriage most, however, be fonxisbed according to the same 
scale that it nay be demanded from other tributary States. 

Certain enstora duties called ^'Mandvl” are now levied by the Goixdal 
Stats on all articles of trade eiporbed from and imported into tbe village of 
Jetalsar. These the Gondal State shall continne to levy in the villa^^ of 
Jetalsar as well as on goods exported fivm the new civil station, subject to 
such variatioDS and nodifientions in rates, &c., as the Gondal State may from 
time to time think advisable to make, with tbU reservation, however, that no 
increase of the custom dues on goods yxMitcd from the civil station shall be 
made without the conseut of the Political Agent, and that the rates and rales 
for the levy of these dues shall always be uniform for tbe Jetalsar village and 
the new dvil station. 

It ia agreed betw^'en both parties to this agreement that should it be 
found Dceesuiy by the British Goverainent hereafter to expand ibe station 
beyond tlie limits of the laud hereby assigned to it, tbe expansion shall bs 
made by tbe British Oovsixmeat taking, and tbe Goudal State giviog, such 
further land of tbe Jetalsar villige as may be coovenient to both psrliee, and 
on such conditions as may be agreed upon between them at the time.

It is fnrtlier agreed between both parties to this agreement that should 
tbe British Govern meut dnd it expedient at anytime to relinquish tbe occu¬ 
pancy of the land hereby sssigued to it by removing the slatiou elsewhere or 
otherwise, the laud must be returned to the GondU State and to do other, ou 
condilioo that while tbe Gondal State would not thenceforward be entitled to 
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claim end receiva from the Btifciah Goveroineiit the nnaael renUl thereof, the 
British GoTeromeot would not be eotitled to cl&im end receive from the Gw- 
dal State the coet or rent or any aet-off whatever in respect of the buildings 
and other properti* cooatructed and stand iog theieon at the time of such 
relinquishment. 

The right of levying excise duty on spirituous liquors, both country and 
foreign, on opium and on bbaog, gajija and other iutoxioatiag drogs within 
the limits of the land hereby assigned to it shall vest in the Briti^ Govern- 
ment, but it is agreed that the Hijnor and othar oonfcraotora* Ucenaes or farms 
are not to as tend beyond <be limits of tha oivil etatioo. 

Should aoottou market be established hapeaftar within the limits of the 
naw statioD, the queatiou of its maintenance and of any coDsequant changa In 
the latea of Maudvi dues on cotton levied by the Gondal State shall be dealt 
with io, aud form the subj^ of, a fresh agreement.

The Tbakoor, for the porpoee of Msistlng GoTeromeui ia the adminie* 
trAbioQ of the dietiict of JbaUwar^ willingly assigns to tlie olScei’e of the 
Goveroment of Bombay, in perpetuity, a spot of land situated on the uorth or 
left bank of the li^ar Bhogowa, opposite the village of Ruttunpore, for the 
purpose of establishing a British e^tiop. 

The land xncaaurea about 1,760 yards, or one mile east nnd west, ood one 
thousand yards north and south. A.map of the ground is appended. 

The northern half of the river«bed, where it touohm the station land^ is 
to be considered to belong to the latter. 

The socQ of Rupees 2,S50 (two thoosaud two bundled and fifty) as com* 
peniation for the loss sustoiaed by the Wudwan in assigoing this land, ia to 
be permanently deducted from the tribute payable by Wndwan to the British 
Oorer&me&t. The rrbolo of this plot of laod ia to ^ si the a^haoUte diaposal 

of the British officers, no person haviog nuj proprietaiy right or right of 
oultivatiou within its bounds. 

No privilege of gramug cattle, or of in any way makiog use of any 
Wndwau land outside the limits assigned, is to be clamed by the Bntish 
authorities or the inhabitants of the station.* 

A site of not less than fifty yards square ts to be given to the Wudwan 
Porbar in a favonrable position, free from all rent or other charges, to admit 
of the construction of a house and o£Bce& 

It is understood by both parties that the establishment of this station ia 
<he vicinity of Wudwau is not ia any way to affect the civil jurisdiction of the 
Wudwan State; and that inhabitants of Wudwau, who may Jive in the station 
or possess property iu it, are not to be thereby entitled to Assistance from the 
British authorities in cases in which the cause of action hoe arisen in the 
Wudwan territory. 

In the same manner the criminal jansdiction of the Wudwan State is not 
in any way to be prejudiced or curtailed by tbe establishment of the station j 
but that State is to continue to enjoy the same privileges of civil criminal 
jurisdictioD that may be coutinued to other tributary States of equal rank and 
position. 

The authorities in the new station are not to possess any right of forced 
labour, or any privilege of moklug requisitioDS for the service of aiiianna. In 
time necessity, carriage must, however, be facnished according to tlie same 
scale that it may be demanded from ether tributary States. 
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Corfaio enstom datiea are levwd iu tie cit 7 of T^odwan, &e m ether cities 
under native role, on all geode that eban^ hands or are stored within the 
walls, but goods merely passing through in transit from ooe place to another 
only pay cheela or transit diity. 

Q’lie authorities of Wudwan having expressed a fear that in case of met- 
cikants establishing themselTes in the station. and their having no right to 
<uBtom dnty on their trnde, tiiese collection 0 in Wudwan might be very injnri- 
oQsly affected, it bos coQ6eq,uenlly been agreed— 

1. That the Wndwan Boibor is to take no Zucaai 01 any descriptiou 
of custom duty on grain, merchandise, cattle, forage, or foel passing into the 
etatioo for the use of the iohabltante. 

a. On all sncb articlee leaving the stAtioh, the Durbar may collect a 
CD atom duty according to the separate etatomest aonexed. 

3. In esse the Dnxbar should hereafter lessen their cnatoms duty in 
Wudwan, a proportional decrease is to take place in the rates levied on the 
departuxe of goods from the station, bnt no increase is to be made to the rates 
levied on station goods mtliouttbe 000 sent of the Political Agent or other 
chief civil authority iu Salty war. 

4. The Durl>ar arc not to possess the right of levying tliis duty 10 the 
station limits, but it is understood that they will be flowed to do so as long 
as tbeir officers do not give tronble or cause incoDyaniCDce to the ooDtrolling 
au4ority. In the latter case the duty must bs collected outoide the station 
limits. 

5. As a portion of the land taken for the station heloo» to the town of 
Doodrej, tlie Durbar is to pay seven per cent, of its collections under this 
^leemeat to the propriclors of that place. 

The light of tbe Dnrbar to take transit duty on goods passing into or 
leaving tbe station to t)ie extent snoctioned by the customs of tbe country, is 
allowed. This duty most, bowsTer, cease if it should be generally relinquished

In case that government should at any time abandon the station, tbe

8a<dea Hillol profes^ee himself a servant of Seedee Yacood £han, of 
Jiojeerah^ and faith felly promises obedieoce to all lawfnl orders of the said 
Yaeood Khan aod his soeoessors. . 

Seedee Hillol baviof received ma^ favows from the Honourable Snglish 
Company, ond beia|r promoted to the ^onjdary of Jufierabad by tbeir interest 
and intercession with hie master, Seedee Yacood Kban, to testify hie grati¬ 
tude to them, and to promote the welfare of the ia habitants of Jaffeishad, baa 
entered into the following Articles as the foundation of a firm asd lasting 
peace, cia. 

Aeticlb 1. 

That a strict friendship is now entered into between the ISngUeb in all 
parte of India and the'inhamtanis of JaSerabad, aiiiu Musafarabad. 

Articib 2. 

That BO boats or vessels, with English passes niwl colours, ehall be molested 
on the bi^b seas, or ©leewhere, by those of Jaflerabad; and all ^Jafferabod 
trading bolits, with Seedee Hiilol'e pass a;»d colours, be treated as friends by 
the English. 

A^ncLB 8. 

All boats and vessels of both parties, being in distress, and going into 
the ports of one another, ahalJ have all possible asslstaoce afforded them, aud 
liberty given to go away when they please, as is oastomary between friends. 

AaiTCLfi 4. 

That the laerchants of Bombay aud Jaffei'abad have free liberty of trade 
to these aud oil other parts under their icapeotive jurisdictions on paying such 
dnties as are establisbed now or may bere^ter be settled.

SeUcH^ from Jieoor/it of iA$ Bombay Oovimmenl, No. XXK, Note $moa, 
and Reporii by ike Bombay Gooemmeni, 

Tnw;* are ele7eo*Sutfie under the control of tljo Political Superintendent 

of Falanpur, of Tvhioh four—Palan pur, 
Badbanpur, Waral, and Terwaia—are 
Mubamcnadan, and tbe rest Hindu, five of 
tbem bein^ Bajput. The total area of 
ibe nine smaller States, excloeive of 
Falaopnr aud Badbanpnr, ia S,47& square 
miles, tbe population (1891), and tbe gitiss reveones Rupees 3,21,600 

per annum. Palanpuraud Kankrej are tiibuiary to tbe Gaekwar, and pay Moi, 
the former Babosbabi Bupses 50,000, equal to Oovarnmeot Rupees 45,512-8, 
and tbe latter fiabasbahi Rupees 6,006-10, equal to Government Rupees 
5,592-15-4. No tribute is paid by any of tbe other States. 

In Badbanpur tbe Superintend ent exei’cises merely a general supervision, 
and limits bis direct interference for tbe most part to disputes Tvith otbev States. 
For tbeporpoecs of civil and criminal ^nrisdiction tbe nine smaller States have 
lately been grouped under six Tbanadars, five of whom exercise tbe porrers of 
agietratee of the 2nd class, and one those of a Magistrate of tbe Srd class; a 
limited jurisdiction has also been couferred on such of tbe Chiefs as are fit to 
exercise it. The Assistante to tlje Political Superintendent dispose of cases 
beyoud the powers of these tribunals, and appeals lie to the Political Supsian- 
tendeot. The European Assistant has been empowered to bear appeals from 
tbe deoision of Thasodars in civil suits, a second appeal in such cases lying 
to tbe Political Snperintendent. The Chiefs of Palanpnr and Badbanpur have 
first-class jurisdiction^—that is to say, have power to try for capital offences 
any persons except Biitish subjects. 

InterjurisdioUcnal cases between Palanpar and tbe States of Bajputana ' 
are decided by tbe Harwar court of Yakilsi to which a delegate is sent by 
Falanpor. 

Till 1885 police duties in this Agency were discharged by tbe Oaekwat’s 
Contingent; but in that year the force was disbanded and replaced by a 
local police corps called the Palanpnr Imperial Police. All the States under 
this Superintendent have abolished transit dues since 1887.

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1.—PALANP0R. 

Tl]« Polaopur faisDy la Afghan, of the Lohaai tribe. The head of the 
fatoiJy obtained the title of Diwan from the Emperor Akbar in 1597, nod the 
provincee of Jalor, Sacbor, PalaapuT and Diea in 1682 frooj Aurangteb. But 
in 1698 the Maharaja of Jodhpur deprived the ruling Diwau of all his terri¬ 
tories except Palaopnr aod Diss. 

The connection of the British Governtaent with this State commenced in 
1809, in which year an Engagement (No. Cl) waa mediated, similar (o those 
concluded with the Chiefs of fCathiawar, for the payment of trihate to the 
OaeVwar. In 1812 Diwan Piroa Khan had been mnidered by a faction of 
Sindi Jemadare. They seized his son Fateh Khan, and placed in power 
his uncle Sbameher Kban, Chief of Disa, who had been superseded in.tbs 
succession by Firoa Kban io 1794. By the aid of the British Government 
and the Gackwar, however, Fateh Khan, the rightful heir, was established as 
Piwan under the guardiaoebip and maoagemeut of Sbamsber Khan daring bis 
minority. To prevent the distractions which for some years had i‘eot the 
State, it was determined to unite the interests of the uncle and nephew. 
Through the mediation of the British Government (No. CIl) in 1813, 
Shamsher Khan, who bad no sons, recognised Fateh Khan as heir to all his 
property, aad both parties agreed that the administration should be carried on 
by the uncle in his nephew's name, aod that no foreiga mercenaries ahuuld 
be entertained. 

From the diet the administration of Sbamsber Kban was bad, He 
alienated tbe State revenues, fell into arrears in the poyraent of bis tribute to 
the Gnekwar, and incurred heavy debts; and in 1816 the young Chief 
claimed the interference of tbe British Government. Sbamsber Kbcin resisted 
the attempt made to deprive him of authority in the administration, but after 
a feeble defence Falanpur was taken and Sbameher Khan ded. A new 
Engagement (No, CHI) was then coocluded with Fateh Khan on the 28th 
November 1S17. By this agreement the Diwan engaged to receive an Agent 
from tbe Gaekwar in the confidence of tbe British Government, whose sugges¬ 
tions he was to follow in all matters relating to the government; to subeidise 
250 horse (eventually reduced to 160) and 100 iufantry, known as the Folan- 
pur Levy; to pay punctually bis tribute to tbe Gaekwarj and to give no pro¬ 
tection to offenders against tbe British Government or tbe Gaekwar. In 1648 
the appointment of Agent from tbe Gaekwar was abolished. From the date 
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of this agr^amant until 1874 the control of the British Gcvemment oyer the 
6nanoeB of Palaopur was yeiy minute. In 1874 this superTieion was with¬ 
drawn and a li^nidation of the debts of the Dtwan having been arranged, he 
was entrusted with the management of the revenne. 

In the State entered into an Eagagemeat {Mo. CIV] to prohibit 
the imnsport of opiom through bis territories, and in 1879 the Diwan 
«gned an Agreement (No. C*V) nnder which he undertook to prohibit the 
illicit importation of opiom into Falanpur, and its retail sole there at a 
less price than that at which it was retailed in British territory. 

On the oompletion of the Western Bajputana State Bailway, moDing 
tbroogh a portion of Palanpur tsrntory, the Diwan formally ceded (No. 
CY X) civil and criminal jariadiotion on tbe line to the British Government. 

Id 1891 His Highness agreed (No. CVlI) to cede to Government, 
with full jnrisdictioD, tbe land required for a railway from Palanpur to Dies. 

Fateh Khan died in 1864 and was succeeded by his eon Zorawar Bhan. 
This Chief rendered good service tc ths British Government in the mutinies 
of 1857. He received an ossoronce (No. CYITl) that the British Govern, 
ment would uphold any succession to his State which might he legitimate 
accordii'g to Mubammodan law. On his death in August 1377 he was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son ShSI Muhammad Shanji, tbe present Diwan, who is now 
40 years of age. 

A yearly payment of Bupees 500 is mode hy the Chief of Danta to 
Palanpur. This is granted in lien of an Engagement of 18X0 (No. CIX) 
cancelled by tbe British Government in 1848, by which the Diwan of Palanpur 
^reed to assist the Chief of Danta in suppressing tbe Kobe and Bhils on 
condition of receiving seven aonas in every rupee of revenue. 

In 1800 Diwan Slier Mohammad ELaoji executed an Agreement 
(No. CX) which released him from tbe obligation of keeping up the Palan* 
pur Levy, upon his undertaking to maintain an efficient police force and an 
establishment of magietrates, and to reform the system of import and export 
duties in hie Stste. The Diwan at the same time engaged to pay tbe eum of 
Bs. 0,000 towards tbe cost of the Political Superinteudenoy in lieu of sums 
eggregatiog Be. 7,004 bilherto paid by him on this account. 

Tbe area of Palanpur is 5,177 square miles, the population 274,864 
(1801), and tbe Stats revenues about Bnpees 5,00,000 a year. Palanpur pays 
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no iribota to the Biitisb Government. The Dimta raaintaine (t891) 441 
irre^ler horse &o4 797 iafftatry and pobee, and could oq emerg^nej collect 
500 borse and S,000 foot indiOhrentlf armed. He has also 16 Bemceable 
guus aud 6 artillerjmen. Ho rocolvea a salute of eleven guns. 

2.^KADHANPUR. 

Bahadur Kbaa, the founder of the ruling family m Radbaupnr, came 
from Ispahan about itOO years ago, Hie deefiendante became Faujdars and 
farmers of revenue under the Mngbal Subadare of G'ujamt, nod in 1723 
Jawan Mard Kb an Babi, tbebead of the family at that time, received a 
grant of Badbanpur and other dietriots. Id 1739 tbe ruling Chief received 
the title of Navraband the Subadaii of Gujarat from tbe Emperor of Delhi, 
Muhammnd Sbab. He was besieged in Ahmadnbad by Eagbanatb Bao, and 
anrreudered in 1756 under an agreement by which be was to hold his districts 
asajn^rfrom the Peahwa, and to furnish 800 horse and 600 foot when 
required. A great portion of the family possessioas was wrested from his sous 
Gha2i>ud-du3 Khan and Kizam-(id*dinKhan, by Damaji Rao Gaekwar, but a 
Bsnad was gianted to them for Bodhanput and the other districts left in 
tbmr posssesion. 

On the death of Hisam-ud-dln, the elder brother, Ghozi>ud*din, retaioed 
undivided authority in tbe State. On his death in 1318 tbe State was divided 
between bis sods Sher Eban and Kamal-ud'din Khan, the former retaining 
Badhaupur, nnd tbe Utter the districts of Sami and Mnujpui*. Kamal>nd« 
din died in 1324, and Lis possessions were rs.nnited with those of bis brother. 
With Sber Khan the fii'st connection of tbe British GoTsimmeot was formed 
in 1313. In that year an Engagement (No. CSI) was concluded through 
tbe mediation of tbe Resident at Baroda, by which tbe Gaekwar was empower¬ 
ed to 0011 trol the relations of Badbanpur with other States, but was pioUibited 
from Inteiferiug in its iotsrnal affairs. TUI then Badbanpur bad been vir¬ 
tually independent of the Gaekwar, and tbe object of reducing tbe State to 
a position of dependence was to prevent tbe Nawab from making aUIancea 
with other States which might endanger the peace of Gujarat. 

During tbe five enoceediog years plundering tribes from Sind committed 
ssnoTiB depredations in Badbanpur, which induced tbe Nawab to apply to tbe 
British Government for aid in expelling them. In conslderaiion of tbs assist¬ 
ance rendered him, tbe Nawab engaged (No. CXII) in 1820 to exert bim- 
self to the utmost of his ability to suppress marauders and to pay in propots 
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tion to bis means ?uch aa amount jeai'ly as tUe British Ooveromeot mi^bt 
direct. In 1822 the amouut of tribute was fixed at Bupees 17,000 for fire 
7 ears> aft«r which it was to be left to GorerameDt to inorease the amount or 
not. After three jears, howeverj the tribute was remitted in full} as the 
State was believed to be uaable to bear the expense. In 1822 the Nawab 
signed an Engagement (No. CIV) prohibiting the transport of opium 
through his State, and in 187 9 he agreed (No. CV) to prevent its illicit im« 
portation into Radhanpur and its sale there at a price lower than the retail 
price in British territorj. 

An annual payment of Bupees 11,048 is mode to the Nswab by the 
British Gorernmeat as oompenaatioo for the loss of his share in theAnwarpur 
salt-pans which he sarrsndersd to the East India Company under Agreement 
(No. CSIII). 

Sher Kban died in 1825, and was euccseded by bis son, Zorawar’ Kban, 
who received a Sasad (No. CVIII) guaranteeing that on the failure of 
natural heirs Goremment would uphold auy sucoeesioo to his State that might 
be in soeordance with Muhammadan law. 

Zorawar Khan died in October 1874 after a rale of 49 ysarS} and was suc¬ 
ceeded by bis eon BismUla Bhan, the present Nawab, who is 50 years Of age. 

The State pays ao tnbuta either to the British Government or to the 
Gaebwafj bnt it makes certain payments, which were originally of the nature 
of blaolc-mail} to the neighbouring Koll tribes. 

The area of Radhanpur is 1,150 square miles, the popnUtion 98,017 
(1891), and the revenue Rupees 5,00,000. 'The 8tate maiotaiDs (1891) 100 
horse and 181 foot, but oan oommand 600 horse and about 6,000 footmen. 
It has also 2 field guns. The Nawab receives a salute of eleven guns. 


8.—PETTY STATES. 

In 1820, when the Bhosas and other maranders were expelled fiom Badhan* 
pur, they were at the same time driven from the other petty States which 
they infested, and an Engagement (No. CXIV) was eonclnded with these 
States, by which they become tribatary to the British Government. In 1821 
Government resolved to exact no tribute the revenues of these States had 
increased one-half, after which one-third of the increase w.'is to be taken. Bnt 
in 1820, in consideration of the poverty of the petty Cluefs, tribute was remitted 
altogether, and new Bugagements (No. CXV) were concluded, binding the 
Chiefs to submission to the British Government, but not to payment of 
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fcribate. Tb© Chiefs are aleo bound (Nos, CIV, CV, and CXVl) by 
eDgagemcDta regaidiog opium similar to tUoee ooucluded with Falaopur and 
Kadbanpnr. In 1848 the lUna of 'Wao and some of his relatione under* 
took, in couaideration of acr annual payment of Ra. 381, to prevent the 
import, export, transit and sale within their tolnka of salt from the Rann 
(No. CXVII). 

In 1827 the Jareja Chiefs and brotherhood of Chorwar (Santalpor) and 
Cbadohat signed an Engagement (No. CXVIII) to put down infanticide. 
The engagement was renewed (No. CXIX) in 18&8, and was also signed by 
the Javejaa of Tharad and ^arai. 

The following is a list of the petty States under the Palanpir Agency t— 
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From Eankrej,'which oHginally was under the Mabi Kantha Agency, and 
is honnd by the same eogagemente^ as the Chiefs in Mahl Eautba, a tribnte 
of Rupees 5,592-18*4 is paid to tho Qaekwar. In 1892 it was decided that 
the estate of Tharad and Sardar Slngb’a share in the estate of Deodar should 
be held liable to the operation of the rales reguUtiug the payment of nazaraua.

State; 1 hereby promise and agree that 1 will use every effort to completely 
pet a stop to the illicit importation of opium, and that 1 will not allow 
opium legally ebtawd by me under the opium rules to be sold at a lesa 
price xhun that at which it is retailed in 3nt^ tenitoiy, and it is uuderstond 
by me that the British Oovernraent reserve the right of withdrawing this 
privilege and of charging the full opmeu duty in case of any proved wilful 
violation of these terms, but that such piivilege will not Ik withdrawn on 
account of isolated cases of smuggling.

1 will abide by the aboTe, and in no way be the cauae of disorder or 
dietnrbaDoe.

ment of &Sth November 1817 ebaU l>o deem^ to be reeefndad, and the body of 
horeo and foot entertained therennder and knowa ae ‘^Tlie Palanpur Levv’*^ 
need no longer be main to mod by His Highoeas.

quantity of opium impoited, the amount sold during the half-year, the amount 
of the 8n]e*proceedd, and the stock of opium which remainrd on bond at the 
end of the half-year.

Translattok of an Aorbbment entered into by the Jearsjas of 
Santclpoeb for the St7Ppeb 88ION of Ikpanticide, dated 
Cboitio Soodb 2nd, Sumvut 1883, 3rd March 1827. 

It beini^ reported that the mcrder of female children ie still oontioned 
among the Jharejas of Saotulpore and Gharobut, aod .'va this cnetora is wicked, 
unaaeurol, and forbidden in the Hind a sbeeUrs, end oe it is the enzioua doire 

of the Sritieh Goverumeot that a custom so degrading and revcltisg to 
humanity should bo suppref^eed, aud that artangementa shonld he made to 
restrain the Jhareja brethren from the commiasiou of this crime in future, 
also that satisfactory assnrances should be given to that effect, we, Kulliait 
Sing, Maun Slug, Bowajee and Wuknt Siug, the sous of Moolwajee, and 
Nathojee, the son of Hujjnjee, etc., with the whole of onr brethren, hereby 
declare that sbce Sumvot 1S76, a.o. 1818, when Captain MoMnrdo made 
arrangements for the snppression of child murder at Bhooj, no one bssdastrtiyed 
his female ofNpringin our taluha; that fifteen daughters of our family are now 
livingi and we with true hearts eogsge to ensni's the obseiTaoce of tins contract, 
and that nooDe,inolQdiug all our hrethreu, shuU again commit this crime in our 
tnlnka. We engage also whsn onv daughlei’s are bom to us io communleate 
the same to ths Karkoon at Simtulporc for the information of government, 
and in order that the births be registsied. If any one among our brethren 
shonld violate this contrac( by the murder of his daughter or daughters in 
OUT taluka, that man shall be considered a otimioal, and we engage to make 
government acquainted with the fact and hie name, and if we do not, we have 
violated our engagements to government and ore offenders. 


A precisely similar engagement wae made on 9th June 1327 wMi the 
Jharejas of Chardiul 
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Agbkbmbnt entered into T)y the Jhaebja OniEPSof SASTtrxPOBi 
and Ceaeohup with Major J. B. Kellt, Polwical Super¬ 
intendent of Pahlunpoeb, for the Suppression of the 
Crime of Pemale Infanticidb within their districts^ dated 
the 18th June and 15th August 1858. 

Tha Honoarahle the Court of Uiractore remarked that dnee the 

year 18^ the females of the Jhareja tribe under twenty years of age con* 
tioue to be mueh Ism io number than those of the male ses under that age, 
and required infonnition on tbie Fiubjeci, and we haviug boon reouesied by 
you to enter ioto an eogagemeDt for the purpose of saving our female ehildien 
similar to the engagement entered into by tbe Jam of^owanuggur on the 
S5ib of February 1812 ; we write to say that we well know that it la a great 
sin to kill an infant, and that tbe murderer tliereof will go to the deepest 
bell, for so it is written in the ebaster: this we know. Moreover, tbe Sircar 
has sent ua books on the subject of infanticide, in which there are many 
quolatione from tbe ahaster to tbe effect that there is no em equal to killing 
a female infanL Ko oae, therefore, should bo guilty of this aio, but should 
save his infant daughter: this is true religion, and we therefore willingly 
^ree to tbe following arrangements for the preseiration of onr infant 
daughten, which are to be binding on us for ever, vif.^ 

AincLE I, 

Every Jbareja Hving in Santulpore and Charchut to whom a daughter 
may be born, shall immodiately give information to the Earkoon belonging 
to bis district^ who will enter the child in the list kept by him, from* whiult 
the yearly retorns are framed. Tlie number of births which have occuiTsd 
during the year will with ease be ascertained by these meaoa. 

Abticls 2. 

In tbe event of any Jhareja’a daoghter dying, information le to be ^Ven 
to tbe Karkoon in cbavge of the distiict, who will make every proper enquiry 
into tbe cause of tbe death and enter the cause of death in tbe list. 

AenoLs 8. 

Should any female infant of tender age die, its body ia to be shown to 
four of the mc^ respectable people of the village, but of different casfee, and 
the cause of death must be ascertaiued as far as possible, and stated in the 
proceedings o! tbe inquest, which must be sent to tbe government Earkoon, 
after wbi^ the body may be buried: without this precaiuion the body must 
not be buried. No Jharejas arc to be allowed to assemble on the pancbayet. 
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Artiola 4. 

Should any Jluiroja’s infant daughter fall lU, mformation muat be given 
to tbe government district Zarkooo, and tbe caass of the illnees mentioaed to 
Ihu Earkoon, that it may be noted by Liu in hla list. 

AnnoLB $. 

In tbe event of any female infant dying, and being buried withont 
acquainting tbe government EsrLooti and assembling a punebayet to aecer- 
taio the cause of iu death, then the party guilty of the infriogetnent of this 
agreement altall submit to such punishment as gorernmeiit may decide. 

Abtiolb 6. 

As above written we will abide, and make no dispute hereon. Whoever 
shall ofieod and plead ignorance of the above engagement as an excuse to 
escape punishment, he must not be listened to, as ^ bave been made well 
acquainted with tbe contents of this engage ment, 

AnnotB 7. 

In the event of the government Eathocn being engaged in other buai* 
nesa elsewhere and unable to attend, then the Chief of tbe horsemen ou the 
tbanna will be consulted, and everything arranged through him. 

In this nay we bave, of our free-will and consent, and being iu possaasion 
of all our facumes, enter^ into the above eng^emen^ and we have given, ae 
perpetual security for (ha due fulfilmoot of the above writing, tbe u^armen* 
tioned, taa., fiarote Puttoo Sut Meta wulud Juasa, Swameee Kuttoughur,

The sjsUoi p£ perpetual settlement Tvbieh was adapted ia KathJawar iq 
1807, ai)d wLich obviated the neceaeitj of the periodical advance o£ a collect* 
iQ^ or mulkgin army, wae fonnd to he eo beooBciul to tbe country and people 
that it was soon afterwards reeolvod to extend it to the Oaekwar’s claims over 
the Mahi Eantha. The first who eutered into ergagementd of the kind was 
the Chief of Ghorasar. It waa not till iSlit that the Engagements (No. CXX) 
were generally concluded, hy which the Chiefs boaud themselves to pay the 
Gaekwar’s dues on the average of what had been oolUcted during the ten pre* 
ceding years. These engagements, however, only settled the Gaekwar’s oleums, 
and left unadjusted the exactions levied by the Rajaof Idaraod the blaok-maU 
tekeu hy ^e EoU Chiefs. Sicca 1820, when the Gaekwar agreed* sot toseud 
troops into the dlstrlots or prefer any claims against the inhabitants in them 
except throngh the arbiti^ation of ths British Government, ths paramouTit 
authority in the Mahi BLnatha has been exercised by the British Oovoro* 
meat clone. 

In 1S88 Captsin (afterwards Sir James) Ontrom instituted border panch« 
ay ate for the settlemeot of the numerous blood feuds and disputes between 
the wild Bbile on the Mahi EantUa and itajputaca frontier. The system, 
which is cue of mccoy compensation for crime, was found to bs efiective 
in prsventing reprisals and maintaining peace. The oonits, however, root at 
irregnlur intervals owing to the difficulty of arranging a meetiog between 
the poH^ual officers on both aides of the border who prerided jointly over them^ 
and disturhauees again beonme numerous. In 1878, therefore, revised rules 
were drawn up, providing for the more regular assembly of these courts under 
one British ofileer as piesidsnt, aided by two assessors from each of the States 
conoerned, and enhancing Ibe scab of compensation for certain specified 
erim«8. The rubs were again revised lu 1877, when murder was omitted 
from the soale of oompensation, the scale for wounding was raised, and it was 
arranged that the Political Agents from both sides should sit ou the Bolder 
Coui't instead of one (»f them with osaessors.

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la 1839 ft court oE cnmlnftl jiigtico was established io the Habi Eantba 
similar to that which bad been establisiied io Kathiawar. It is presided over 
bj the Political A^nt» aided by two or three assessors, for the trial o{ hoinous 
u£teD 0€6 and all cases io wUicb the parties conoerned are snbjects of differeat 
Chiefs. 

Tbo area of the Mahi Kaiiiha is 8,398 square miles; tbe popolation is 
682,563 (2391) distributed uoder numerous petty Chiefs, amongst wbooi tbe 
K^a of Idar is the only one of importaoce. The total revenue of tbe Mabi 
BUotbs, including that of Idar, may be estimabed at about Bupecs 9,79,000. 
Out of tbie total tributary paymeute ere made to tbe Biitieh Government 
(Re. 918), to the Oaekwsr (Re. 1,29,483), to Idar (Re. 8,634), and to certain 
other States (Re. 2,878). 


1.—IDAR. 

After the short tenure of tbe office of Mughal Deputy in Gujarnf 
by Abliai Siogb, ftaja of Jodhpur, bis two younger brothers, Anand Singb 
and Bai Singh, aided probably by the influenco of his name, poeeessed them- 
selves of the principality of Idar. This family is the last that ejected a 8et> 
tlemeni in Gujarat by conquest. Tbe Idftr territory oomprised ilie districts of 
Idar, Ahmadoagar, Morasa, Baysr, Harsi^l, Parantij, and Bijapur, to which 
five other dietricts were rendered tributaiy. Anand Singh was killed in one 
of the Dumerons conflicts with tbe lUjpiit proprietoi'e of tbe soil, and was 
succeeded by his younger son Sbeo Si ugh, under tbe guardianelnp of Rai 
Singb, hisunole, who shortly afterwards died without Issue. Duriog tbe rule 
of Sbeo Singh he was stiipped of Paiantij, Bijapur, and half of the three 
districts of Morasa, Rayar, and Karsol by tbe Pesliwa, which districts were 
afterwards ceded by tbe Pesbwa to the British Government. The other half 
of the Idar territories went to the Gaekwar, who eontentsd himself with the 
sractioa of a share of the anunal rsvsnuse, which, at tbe settlement of 1812, 
was fiaerl in perpetuity at Uupees 24,001 for Idar, and Rupees 8,952 fov 
Abroadn&gar. Sbeo Singh died in 1791, leaving five sons, the eldest of whom, 
B ha wan Singh, succeeded hlrn, but died in a few days, leaving tbe State to 
hie son Gambhir Singb, a boy of teo years. 

Tbe death of Sbeo Singh led to diseeneions iu tbe family, which ended 
in the disroeraberment of Idar. Sagram Singh, eeennd eon of Sbeo Singh,

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who li^ul received Alimadoagar from hie father in feudal grant, aeeamed in* 
depeodeoce, and with bis >ueistance Zallm Singh and Amir Singh, two other 
eons of Sheo Siugh, after a long struggle, posaeascd then selves reepcotivelj of 
Moiaeaand Ba^er during Gambliir Siogh's minoritj. Idar Siagh, the fifth 
SOD of Sbeo Siogbj who ^ns blind, received Sur and thi’ce other villages for 
his support. 

Sagram Singh, Obief of Ahmadosgar, died in 179$, aud was aiicceeded 
by his eon Earan Singh. Zalicn Singh, of Morasa, died childless io 1806, and 
Morasa ought to have lapsed to Idar. His widow, however, was allowed by 
the O:\ekwar to adopt Favtab Singh, Karan Singh*e bi^other, on whose death 
ill 1821 Morasa vras nnited with Ahniadtiagnr j hot Gambhlr Siugh never 
ceased to lay claim to it. On the death oC Amir Singh of Bayar without 
children, tbe reversion of Bayar was claimed by both Idar and Abmadnagar. 
The dispute was inveetigated in 1827 by the Political Agent of tho Mahi 
Eautba, aud an Bugagement (Ko. CXXI) was concluded adjusting all tbo 
disputes between Idar and Alicnadnag.ir ; Idar renounced all claim to Morasa 
and 1*0001 ved two-thirds of Bayar, the remaining third going to Ahmadnagor. 
This settlement, however, was never acted on, and the disputes coutioued as 
vehement as before. 

Gamlihir Singh of Idar died io 1838, and was sueceeded by his son J&waii 
^iugh. Owing to mis mau age meat duriog Jawau Singh's minority, and the 
lupncity of the leading Chiefs, the widow of Oambhir Singh applied to the 
British Government to take the State cocler its own management. This was 
done in 1637. The control of the Britlah Government waa relaxed in 1$52. 
but a check on the expenditure was maintained till 1659, when the entire 
manage meat cf the State was transferred to the Baja. 

The Chief of Ahmadcagar, Earan Singh, died in 1885, leaving two sons, 
Pirthi Siogli and Takht Singh. On his death a forcible eatd occurred, notwith¬ 
standing all the efforts of the British o(Deeis to prevent it. Immediately after 
the performsoce of the tite, Pirthi Singh and Takht Singh with their followers 
fled to the hills; and several of the subordinate CbieOi were at the same 
time in rebellion. To prevent a general ontbreak a a amnesty was proclaimed, 
of which Pirthi Singh and Takht Singh were the first tc avail themselves. 

.Pirthi Singh was installed in Ahmadn^ar on his engaging (No. CXXII) 
to prevent the practice of sati, to entoriaiii no foreign mercenaries, to refer all 
disputes to the British Government, and to abide by the engagements of 1812. 
Pirthi Singh died in 1889, and, on the death of bis posthumous son in 1841, 
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the BueccBBToo devolved ou Taklit Si ugh. This Cbie£ \f&s elected ruler of the 
State of JodbpoT, on the death of Mao Siogb in 1843. After ^obg to 
Jodhpur be still obiraed the right to retain Ahtnaduagar in Lie family, but in 
184$ the British Goverameat decided that tbie oUim tvaa iavaUd, and tbet 
Abmadnagar should revert to the Idar State, together with Moraaa aadBa;a^ 

Jawan Siagh of Idar, who received a Saaad {No. LXXIX) gnaranteeiog 
to him the riglit of adoption, aad was a Knight Coiomaiider of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India, died in December 1368, when the saccession 
of bis only son, Kesri Siagh, was recogineed by the Bntiah Goveruroent. 
During the minority of the yonsg Chief, the State was managed by the Foli> 
tioal Ageot. His Highness the Maharaja is now (189$) thirty years of age. 

In 1861 Agrcemeols (No. CXXlII) were exeouted by the Chiefs of Idar 
and other States in the Mahi Kautha, by which they bound themselves to 
prevent the smuggling of salt through their territories. In 1874 an Agroe> 
ment (No. CXXZV) was ooncinded with the Idar State for the oonstiniction 
of a weir in the river Batbmati and of a canal through Idar territory. By 
this agreement civil aDdcrlmioal jnnsdictioa within canal limits was delegated 
to the British Goverumeni 

In 1S81 an Agi'Cement (No. GXXV) was cooclnded with Idar, whereby 
the State renounced all claim to certain eo.shared villogss situated in the 
Ahmadal>ad Collectoratc, and was given lu lieu thereof four other villages to be 
held OS part of the Idar State. 

In 1863 Idar and Tintoi (a vassal of Idar) accepted the Opium Agreement 
(No. CXXVI) which Lad beeo concluded in 187$ with the other States in the 
Mahi Kajitliu Agenoy. 

In I885>$6 the Oaeh war's eontiugent was disbanded, and regular menu ted 
and foot police were entertained lu their place from the subsidy paid by 
Baroda. 

In 1886.87 the total abolition of transit dues throughout the Mahi 
Kautha was efieoted. 

In 3867«8$ the Scott College for the eduoa^oo of the sons and 
Bhayads of the smaller Chiefs of the Mabi Kautha, who could not afford to 
send them to Bajkot, waa opened. 

In 1888-89, iu order to prevent loss to the Britiab Abkari Bevouue, Idar 
agreed to take the liquor required for three of iU villages from the control 
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distillery at Ahmadabsd, aad tbe abkah Barmuara, Rakbial, Mabisa 
Ghorasar, Haldartras and Bkadal vras leased to Govemmeot fo; a definite 
period. 

The area of the State ie 1,900 sqitare miles and the popcIaUon (1691) 
The gross revenuee of Idar, wbiah are shared by the Maharaja with 
hia fondftl Chiefs, are about six lakhs of rupees; the net lavenae amoants tod$ 
lakhs. Tbe military force of the State eon sis te (1891) of 14 field and S other 
gone, 1$ artillerymen, 74 cavalry, and lib iofantry and polios. Tbe subordbate 
Chiefs hold their estates on condition of military service, the quota being 
three boi’semeiL for every 1,000 rupees of revenas: the actual force maintained 
by them amounts to about fidd cavalry and the same camber of infantry; 
these troops are undisciplined. The Chief receives a salute of fifteen guns 
ond is a Enight Commander of the Star of India. 

Tbe Chief of Idar pays annually Eupeee as ^'gbas dena^'-* 

(forage for cattle) to tbe Gsekwar, and receiTes {topees 19,U0>S'tl as 
khichri (supplies for troops) from Chiefs in the Mabi Eantha. 


2,—PETTY CHIEFS. 

The Maharaja of Tdar and Ahmadcagar is the only porverful Chief in 
the Malii Kantha. The other Chiefs bare only patty jurisdictions. Many of 
them belong to Koli families, and both before and since the introduction of 
British influence into tbe Mabi Kantba have been notorious chiefly as turbulent 
freebooters. A minute account of tbe various occasions oo which the British 
Government has interfered to qniet the country and maintain peace before and 
siDce the general settlement of the Mahi Eantha would be out of place here. 
The uatureof tbeaiTangexnentsmaile will appear from a perusal of the Engage- 
meats (Nos. CXXVJl to CXXXIli).

We 
agreeing thos do 0 ^ our own aceoid write the Aiticles of zamin, fa'el zaoiizi, 
err zamiD, hazir zarain, an cl real zatniii as follows:— 

AXTlOU 1. 

We will not be guilty of any violence, theft, etc,, nor will we instigate 
others to such acts in aoy part of the country. We will net associate with, 
nor instigate others to associate with, outlaws, wliether Koolees (Kajpoots), 
Massulosn soldiery, Xatteee, or other offenders. We will not give them 
shelter, nor food, nor hooka, nor water; if these coma into our villages we 
will seize and ^ve them up to government; if they should be passing through 
our boundaries we will pursue, seise, and deliver them np, oud thou act as 
governraeut shall order. We will not in any way assiat disturbers. Should 
we be detected in Imviug suything to do with them we will he anawerable to 
government. 

If the footsteps of thieves alo traced into cnr boondaries we will csrry 
them forward and deliver them over to the next village; if the thief should 
belong to our village we will band him over to government, aud the property 
stolen.

Translation of an Yai>eb, dated 28th October 1861, passed by 
tile Eruii Dttrbar wliea Major Whitslocb: was Political 
Agent In the Maher Xanta. 

1. The duty on Mar war salt by way of Paseena amoonte to Rupees 260, 
and tbe duty ou other merchandise taken away in eaobaoge for tbe salt 
from this Putte amounts to Rupees 1.000, altogether Rupees 1,250, but from 
tbs stopping of tbia salt and tbe consequent deorease of other xoercbandiae 
taken from tbe Putta, 1 claim Rupees 700 as ocmpeDsatios for tbe salt which 
comes by way of Poeeena, aud Rupees SOO is tbe revenne dedved f rom the 
duty on tbe salt in Eberoje, for this 1 claim Rupees 300. 

Tbe duty on salt which passee into tbe territory of the Ednr State 
amotmts to Bnpees 1,000, for this 1 claim Rupees 700, altogetber Rapeee 
1,600. To please tbe Sircar I have only shown what is due on accouut of 
compeosation for salt alone, but tbe reveone derived from tbe duty on salt is 
flnotuating, therefore iu esobange for tbe doty ou telt which comes by way 
of Poseena, I should gets jaghire, so that in future 1 should receive no 
hindrance. 

3. After the arrangements about tbe salt are completed, should any one 
bring salt fiom Mar war vi£ Poseena and other places into my State, and if 
such person is anresled by Sircar^e men and banded over to me, I will put 
under attachmeut the carte or bullocks on which such salt maybe, and have 
it sold by auction, aud divide the proceeds into three shares, of which one share 
will be given to the person who gave the news thereof, and one share will be 
given to the sepoye of the Sircaris Chowkee and to tho Karkuo, and half of 
one share to the Talookdar in whose territory the capture ie mode, and tbe 
balance will be taken by my State, and beyond this tbe Sircar will net be 
troubled in tbe matter. 

8 . After these atrangementa ave made, aud six months after a pioclama* 
tioD has been promulgated that salt from Marw.'tr is not to be bixiught into

Mar war in any one’s house or shop or other place in my State, I will attach 
and bare it sold by auction, and the amount derived from the eale will be die-

. . , o*' shop there are a certain number of maunds o£ ealt, 

and that he le not able to sell it within the six months, then should purohase 
it at the rate obtainiog then, if not then a Sunnud should be giveu to the 
owner permitting him to sell the ealt, and after it has been eold the Suonud 
should be taken back. 

4« The iobabitante of my talooka obtain Mar war salt at a low price 
and .when that is pnt a ebop to in case salt at an equally low rate cannot be 
obtamed from the Sircar’s salt pens. My subjects are not rich, so the Sircar 
ehonld fix a prioe and enable them to ootaio salt fwm the Sircar’s salt pane 
at about the same lew rate they nt pi'esent get the Morwar salt at, so rtat 
they may not feel aggrieved or suffer loss. 

lu order to sseist the Sircar in making the arrangements for the proven* 
tioo of sde passing into my State from Mar war I have written as above, 
therefore if jmngemeats are made in scconlaDce with what is written above 
then 1 acquiesce, therefore I should receive from the Sircar an ag«emeab to 
the above effect, and I will make arraugsmenta as above about the salt.

Tbe old established olsims of ghasdana possessed by tiie Onikwar govern- 
meut and neighbouiing remindare over our villages shall be faithfully dis¬ 
charged yearly, and no difficulties shall be stal led by ub, but the whole regu¬ 
larly paid. 

AUTICLB 7. 

Wherever we possses olwm of Girasa, wanta, or produce of land or t^s 
upon tbe village cf tbe Sircar or of tbe neighbouring zemmdai's, or they 
poBsess Bucb like claims upon us, we pledge ourselves to refer the ^me to tbe 
arbitration of the Sircar, binding onrs^ves to abide by the decision and lu 
no way to oppose the wish of governroeut.

Somho^ 0overn»neni. 

The only Chief in Bewa Sactha, yrho enjofs first class juriadictiou; that 
is, power tc try, without permission from the Political Agmt^ for capital 
offences any persons except British subjects, is the Baja of Rajpipla. The 
Chiefs of Cbota Oodeypore, Bariya^ Lunawara, Balasinov and Sunth have 
second class jurisdio^on, that is, power to try for capital offenoes their own 
subjeeU only. Capital ofieocee oommltted in the latter States by foreigners 
or British subjects, and all offences committed in the smaller Mewasi Stabea, 
ai^ tried by the Bewa Eantha Agency courta of orimlnal justice, of wbioh the 
Political Agent's oonrt Is the chief. This court was establUUed in lfi42 by 
on order from the Court of Directors. 

In lh40 the leading Chiefs of Bewa Bantba, following the example of 
tbs Oaekwar, entered into Engagements (No. CXXXIVl to preTent eati. 

In 1872 British copper coinage was Introduced into the States under this 
Agency, on the understanding that no more native coin should be issued by 
the States from their own mints, tbnt only British coin should be a legal 
tender, and that it shonld not be Issued at a discount. 

In 1882 Engagements (No. CXXSV) to prevent the cultivation of ths 
poppy and iiUolt Importation of opium were taken from 57 of the 61 States 
under this Agency. The Chiefs of Tajiria, Palasni, Aiwa and ^obora, 
being minors, were not required to enter into these agreements, but the Palasni 
and Vobora Chiefs eubeequently executed them on attaining majority in 1B83 
and 18d0, respectively. 

Transit duties have been abolished tbroaghont the Bewa Xantba States. 
Tho only exception ie Bariya; and there a limit was imposed on such ccllec. 
tions in 1872. 

In 1885 a local corps was raised to discharge the poUce«<iutle8 under the 
Agency previously performed by tbs Gaekwar's Contingeot, which was dis' 
bauded in that year. 

The area of the States under the Bewa Kantba Agency is about 4,2281 
square miles, with a population (according to the census of 1891) of 7,25,882, 
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ao^ a rereoua cstimatidd at Baxoda Bupeafl 22,66,279. The CbieCa pay 
3 tribute af Govaraiaaoi Rupees 36,96 6-10-5 tg tbe British GoTernmest 
acd Siau Rnpaes to the Oaekwar. 

1. RAJPIPLA. 

The CbiaCs of the Rajpipla State are Gohel Rajputs. They maiuUined 
their tudepeadeoce tdU the time of A^bar, who icapoeed on them a tribute of 
Rupees 36,666 ia lieu of a subsidy of horse aad foot, whioh about three 
ceotariee before they had ag^d to furnish. On tbe decline of the Muham* 
madan power the tribute, which had been eery irregularly paidj naa reim¬ 
posed by the Gaekwar, who gradually inoreased bis encroachmeuts on the 
iDdepeadeace of the State, till in 131$ the en^re maoagement was in the 
hands of his own officers; the net annual payments taken from the State were 
Rupees 92,000, and the whole leTeauea were collected and paid into the 
Goekwar’s treasury. 

Ajoh Singh, an imbecile Chief, who succeeded to the State on the death of 
bis brother in 1766, died in 1B03. He had attempted to disioherit bia eldest 
son, Bam Singh, aud to secure the successioa of his younger son, Hat Singh? 
bat the former wse released from oonOnemcut and placed in power by the 
troops. From bis intemperate haUts Bam Singh became incapable of mling, 
and in 1310 the Gaskwar invested his reputed son, Parteb Singh, aud con¬ 
ferred on him tbe government of Bajpipla by a Sanad (No. CXXXVl), 
whioh tbs British Government agreed to guarantee. Ram Singh died a few 
mouths afterwards, and was succeeded by Partab Singh. Nor Siugb, the 
brother of tbe late Raja, however, set up bis clmm to succeed on the ground 
that Partab Singh was not the son of Bam Slogb, hut supposititious and par- 
chased by Ram Siogh’s wife. For four years the country was distracted by 
tbs qoarrel, till in 1615 the Gaekwar marched a force into the country, and it 
was agreed that the Gaekwar should coudnet the admirustration till be had 
re-imbursed bimsclf for the expenses incuri^ed, and that Nar Singh and Partab 
Singh should submit their claims to investigation. The efforts of the Gaekwar 
to setUe the country were unavailing, and the investigation was therefore 
undertaken by the Reeident at Batoda in 1819. The enquiry resulted in the 
establishment of Nar Singh’s claims, and the admission by the Gaekwar of his 
right to tbe succession ; but, as Nar Singh was blind and incapacitated from 
ruling, his eldest son, Verisalji, was invested with the government on tbe 16th 
November 1321, and the Gaekwar relinquished his control over Rnjpipla to 
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tha British QoTarniaaut iu the «ame vTay aela Kfttbianar and Mabi Kautba. 
A proclamati&o of smoesty waa issued in the name of the Biitisb Oaveriimeotj 
ths Gaekwar, aad Verisalji, from whom aq EogagemeDt (No. CXXXVTI) was 
taken, biadiug bin and bis successors to act in cooformity with the advice of 
tbo British Governmeot. At the same time the Baja engaged (No. CXXXVIII) 
to pay anaually through ibc British Govemmeut his tribute to the Gaekwar, 
which WQS fixed si Siasr Bupees d&^OOl, equlvaleut to Govern msnt Kupees 
and to make ac annual provision of Kupees 8,400 for Suraj Euar 
(since dead) aud Partab Singh, who resigned all pretensions to the State. The 
relations of the Baja to tbe British Government were more InUy defined in 
another Engage meat (No. CXXXIX) concluded os the %dtU November 1S2S. 

Vensaiji being a minor, the British Government for some years undertook 
the management of the State, wbiuh was almost bankrupt. Tlie debts, bow. 
ever, were reduced to about one-tbird of their amount, and for tbeir llquida* 
tion the most productive portions of tbe State were farmed for seveu years 
ouder tbe British guarautee. Verlsalji was entrusted with tlje administmtion 
on attdniug bis majority in 1857, but supervision was exeroUed over tbe 
State sdll 1350, when it was witbdiawn. 

In 186^ an Engagement (No. CXL) was mediated by Ibe British Govern• 
ment between the Oaekwar and the Baja of Bajpipla. By this some old 
disputes were settled by tbs transfer of certain villages in which both gcvein- 
znsnts had shares to the Gaekwar and the Bsja respsotively, aud by tbeadraission 
of the right of the Bt^a of Bajpipla to collect certain ouetoms on payment of 
Siaai Bnpeee 13,S5I, equivalent to Government Rupees 11,650-5>7 annually. 
Oil the 2(ith January 1859 the Government of India decided that Rajpjpla 
should pay Government Rupees 20,000 annnally towards tbe maintenance of 
the Gujarat Bhil Corps, which had been raised daring the mutiny. It was 
snhseqaently converted into a police corpe, and as no part of it was employed 
is Bajpipla, the Baja was relieved from any demand on account of its espenses 
from the let May 1835. If, however, troops are employed in Rajpipla, the 
Eaja is held liable to such a contribu^on on that accouut for the time the 
troops are so employed as Goverument may think fit and reasonable. 

In 1855 Verisalji's misgoverament and contumaoy led to the attachment 
of the Scote. In the following year be was admitted to a share in tbe adminls. 
tratioD, and iu 1358 tbe revenue management wes mode over to him. 

lu 185d Goveixment bad again to interfoi’O to suppress disturbances 
among tbe J?hils. 
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Veiisaiji abdicated iu IbdO in favour of bia son^ Qambhu SiQ^b^ edU 
reUiuiDgj bowovOT; tbe pHscipal share of govemmeut in his own bands oe 
minister of the State. Differeucce however arose between father and eon and 
became so irreconcilable that in 1867 Gofernmeot was compelled to interpose 
and require Verisnlji to withdraw from all interference in Rajpipin affaire. He 
died in the following ^ear. Oambhir Singh hae received a Sasad (N o. LXXIX), 
guaranteeing to him tbe right of adoption. He is 44 years of age, His 
manogement not baving proved satisfactory, a Biitish ofheer wae aasociated 
vithhim in the administration of tbe State fi*om August 1884 till 1887, 
when it was found neceesary to deprive the Baja of all power. 

The area of Bajpipla is 1,600 eqnare miles, the population (1891) 1,71,909 
sod the gross revenue Eupees 7,60,000, of which Rupees 66,000 are paid 
as tribute to the Geehwar. The military force of the State consists (1891) of 4 
field guns, 74 cavalry, and 606 infautvy and police. The Baja is entitled to a 
salute of eleven guua 

2. CHOTA OODEYPOKE (CHHOTA UDEPUR) or MOHAN. 

Tbe ruling family of Cbola Oodeypore are Chaitbao Rajpnte, who 
formerly ruled at Pawagarb. Tbe State is tributary to tbe Gaekwar. Owing 
to n doubt whether tbe political control of Cbota Oodeypore wu tronsferred 
to the British Goverument in 1890 along with that of tbe petty States 
in Mchi Eauthe, an Agreement (No. CSLI) was made in 1822 by which 
the Gaekwar surrendered bis control, and the State became sobject to the 
Biitish Government, paying under guaiuntee an annual tribute of Siaai 
Rupees 10,600, equivalent to Government Rupees 8,769-13-4 to the Gaek¬ 
war : this tribute wae in 1871 redueed to Gaekwari Rupees 10,147-9-2 in the 
eouree of » eettleroeut of certain disputes between tbe two States regurdiug 
tbe Vasua and Jhabugam pargauas. 

Pirthl Raj, with whom tbe above engagement was made, was succeeded 
by Gum tin Singh, and he by hU nephew Jit Singh, who died iu July 1881 
and wae succeeded by bis son Moti Singh, tbe preseat Cliief, now 32 years 
of age. 

The area of the State Is 873 square miles, the population (1891) 93,420 
aod the gross revsnue Rupees 2,06,600. Tbe military force of tbe State cou« 
sists (1891) o! 8 field gnus, 56 cavalry, aud 262 infantry and police. The 
Chief receives a salute of nine guns. The right of adoption was conferred 
on him (No. XC) in 1890. 
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8 , BAltlYA- 

The Bariya family is desoeuded in the youngs line frem the comm on 
ancestor of the Chota Oodeypoi’e family. The ocnoeetloo of the British 
Gorernment with this State commesced In ISOSj when Sindhia's districts iu 
Onjarat were taken possession o£ by a British force. At that time Toshwant 
Sin^h was Raja of Bariya, His conduct was most friendly, and be was, 
ill ooneideration of his services, declared entitled to British protection under 
article 10 of the treaty of Snrji Anpngaon.* 

Yosbwant Singh was succeeded iu the goTemmeut of Bariya by Lis son 
Gauga Das, an imbecile character, during whose rule the coaotry wae laid 
waste by the Mahratla armies, bat they established no claim to perma* 
pent tribute. His power was also usurped by a Brahman minister, who with 
mercenary troops devastated the neighhouriog districts till 1810, when the 
interference of the British Government was solicited, and a settlement t was 
effected, by which the country was delivered from their violence. lo the same 
year, through the msdbtion of the British Oovernment, ccibain dues which 
the Raja of Bariya had for many yeaia levied from the distrlutsof Halo], £alol, 
and Dohad were commuted to an annual payment of Siasi Rupees 4,750, 
equivalent to Government Rupees 4,14446-1, which since the cession of 
Sindhift's Paiioh Mabals under the treaty of the 1ftth DecemberJ 1860, is now 
made good by the British Government out of the tribute paid by the R<u» 
of Lnnawara. In 1824a tribute of Rnpeeslft,000 was imposed (No. CXLII) 
on the Bariya State by the British Government in return for its protection. 
Tliia tribute was to be increased in proportion to the prosperity of the State 5 
but in the year 1849 it was declared to be permanently fixed at Salim Shahj 
Rupees ]ft,000, equivalent to Governmejit Rupees 9,076. In 1885 the 
Bariya tribute was obarged with a payment of Rupees 6,406>12>9 on ooconcit 
of tlie eecoit of the Fcdirical Agent and the cost of establishments at the 
police stations of Sankheda and Pat>du. This charge was subsequently, on 
amalgamation of the Bewa Rantha Agency with the Punch Mahals CoDector- 
ate, reduced to Rupees 6,656, a surveyor and his satablishmeut and ten men 
of the Gujarat Bhil Corps b^ug dispensed with. In 1868 it was resolved 
that the tribnte should be wholly expended foe the benefit of the territory of

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Bariyaand its Ticioityj and tbafc the acciimiilatod baUneo should be formed into 
a local foDd. The coS't of that portion of the Godhro and Dobad road, 
oonneotiog Gujarat and Central India, which passes throngh the Bariya Stale, 
has been defrayed out of thie faud. To the annual amount, Rupees fc>92P*7*3, 
arwlable from the tribute, hae l«ii added whctt ie payable to tbe Raja by tbe 
British Government, ibos makinj a total of Rupees 7,07With this 
chargee for repairs to tbe road are defrayed, the sorplue being formed into 
a road fund over which the Political Agent retains control indopendeDtly of the 
Kaja. Since 1885 the cembined fund has been relieved of the cost of eeoorts 

and police thanas. 

An Engagement (Nc. CXLIIl) was also made with the Raja in 1824 
for tbe payment of Rapeee 6,000 a year in addition the tribute for the 
maintenance of a local force. But like the eimilav engagementa,* which were 
concluded at the some time with the neighbouring Chiefs of Dungarpur and 
Bauswara, it was never acted on, and in 1826 was declared obsolete. 

On the death of Ganga Dos in August 1819, tlie Minister, Rupji, seised 
the government, and ioetalled Bbim Singh, one of t«o sons who had been 
adopted by one of tbe Ranis before tbe birth of Prithiraj. But Bh.ra Siugh 

was afterwards removed, and the rightful heir, Pli tbiraj, was restored. The 

State was greatly in debt, bnt arrangementa were made under the guarantee of 
the British Government for the gradual liquidation of the debts, and, when 
tbe Baja came of age, the direct supervition of tbe Britieli Government was 
withdrawn. The Raja wae euoceeded in February 1«64 by bis son Man Singh, 
the present Chief, who le now 65 years of age. 

By an Agreement (No. CXLIV) of the year 1892 tbe Baja of Barlya . 
undertook to abolish all transit duties* to estoblisb a fund for the maintenance 
of pubKo works, and to provide ether wise also for the up-keep of roads. In 
eoBsideratioD of tbe fulfilment of these terms tbe tribute doe from Bariya to 
the British Governmeut has been remitted. 

The area of Bariya ie 873 square miles, the population (1891) 110,688, 
and tbe rovenue Rupees 2,49,480. The milihiry force of the State cousiete 
(1891) of 2 field guns, 39 cavalry, and 259 infantry and police. The Chief 
reemves a salute of nine guns. The right of adoption was conferred on the 
Baja (No. XC) in 1890.

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4. LUNA WAHA (LUNAVADA). 

TheCbiefa of tba Lunawara f&milj baloog to tba Solanki clan of RajpaU, 
and claim dasooDt from Sidb Raj, who ruled in AnhUwara Fatan. The first 
conoeotion of tba Bvitish Government 171 th thia patty State was formed in 
1$0S> when the Bntiali troops entered Siudbia's poeseMionain Qujarat. A 
Guarantee (No. C2LV} of the protection of tbe British Government was giveu 
to tbe Raja, and a Treaty (No. CZLVI) was afterwards made with him, by 
which he became tributary to the British Govemment. But on tbe obange 
of policy adopted by Lord Corncrallia this treaty was dissolved. 

From that time there was little intercourse with Lunawaratill ISl^, 
when a Settlement (No. CXLVII) of the Gaek war's tnbutjuy claims was made 
for Rupees 7,001 a year, from which Rupees 1,000 were deducted. After 
the Findari war in 1819 an Eogagemeot (No. CXLVJll) was mediated between 
Sindbia and tbs Baja, Fateh Singh, by which the payment of Sindhia's 
tribute of Baba Shahi Rupees 12,000, equivolent to Government Rupees 
10,05$*6'11 a year, was guaianteed on condition that Sindbia would not 
interfere directly or indirectly in the afiairs of the State. Tbe tribute is now 
payable to tbe British GoTernment onder the ii’oaty with Sindbia of tbe 12th 
December 1860.* 

A similar payment of Rupees 788 is made on account of tbe Godhra par- 
gaua of the P&ueb Mabels. Tbe amount was fixed in 1851; but no formal 
engagement was concluded on the occasion by tbe contracting parties, Sindbia 
and Lunnwara. 

Fateh Singh was succeeded by Dal pat Singh, adopted by Fateb Singh's 
widow, and be in 1852 by Dalel Singh, a collateral heir nominated by Gov¬ 
ernment. 

In 1866 tbe rei^uest of Dalel Singb, who bad no family, Uiat be miglitbe 
permitted to adopt was granted on tbe understanding that tbe eeleetion should 
meet with tbe appi^oval of Government, and that such naznrana as might 
be deemed proper would be levied. Rnja Dalel Singh died in Jane 1867. 
He had expressed a wish to adopt Wakbt Singb, son of A jit Singh, tbe nearest 
collateral heir, and his widow was allowed to give effect to bis wishes. A 
nszarauA of one year’s net revenue, deducting the tribute to the British Gov- 
emment, was levied on this occasion. During tbe minority of tbe present 
Chief, who is now $1 years of age, the State was under Bririeb nsanagement.

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la 1S89 Baja Wskht Sin»1j, who has tbe title of Maherana, was appointed 
a Knight Commander of the Order of the Indian Empire, and in iS90 he 
received a Sauad of adoption (No. KC). 

In 18S9 aloQ^-etaadiog dispute between the States of Loaawara nod 
Eungfttput Mnder the Meywar Agency, relative to the poasesaion of the vill^ee 
of EaukeU and Dholkankra, was settled in favour of the fomot State. Against 
this deciaioh tlxe Dungarpm* Dnrbar appealed, but after full enquiry the award 
was oonfirmed by the Britteh Goyernment and the villages were fcrnnsferied 
to the Rows Kantha Agency. 

The area of the Imnawaro State is about 888 square miles, and the popu- 
UtVon (1891) 90,1885 the revenue amounts to Ropees MI,300,butaboutone- 
tbud has been alienated in free gifts and in service or other tenui^es. The 
mlUUry fort* of the State consists (1891) of U field and 8 other guti 8,901 
cavalry and909infantry and police: these troops are employed principally 
on <avil duties. The Chief receives a salute of 0 gnue. 

6 . BALASINOU (VADASINOR). 

The Balasinor family is descended from Sardar Muhammad Khan, the 
elder eon of Bahadur Khan, ninth in descent from Sher Khan Babi, who, about 
the middle of the seventeenth century, was made door-keeper (Bubi) of the Im¬ 
perial Court, and subsequently commandant of the Koli District of Clmwal, on 
the north.west of Ahnwlabnd. Prom Bahadur Khan’s younger son, Mobabat 
Khan, springe another branch of the family, represented by the Nuwab of 
Jnna^rh in Kathiawar. Sardar Mohammad Khan was succeeded in posses¬ 
sion of the distriote of Balasinor and Virpur by bis son JamI* at Kbao, and 
he by his son Salabat Khan. Salnbat Khnn died in May 1890, aud was suc¬ 
ceeded by bis cousin Abid Khan. 

Balasinor became tributary both to the Peshwa and Gaekwar. At the 
general eettleaent (No. CXX) of Mahi Kaatba the tribute of the Gaekwar 
was settled at Siasi Rupees 4,001. When the Britisb Government succaedod 
to the Peshwa’s rights, Bnlaooor came under its political jurisdiction. The 
State pays a tribute of Slasi Rupees 12,696 to the British Government. lu 
1829 Abid Khan was removed, aud Idal Khan, his brother, was pliocd in 
power in his stead. He died in December 1881 and was encceeded by Zorawar 
Khan, who died in November 1882. M «n a war K h an, th e p rewu t Oh ief, is th e 
eldest sou of Zorawar Khan and is now 47 years of 
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III 18S^0 an Eugagemant (Ko. CXLIS) was made with the Babi for tiie 
mii'odaction of the Biitieh opium regulabiooa iuto hie tarritoiies. 

The pargaoa of Yirpur, which conaiatc of 49 Tillages; xraa far loog a 
bone of eontention between the Chlefe of Lunawara and Balasinor. The Luna- 
wara family settled at Virpur about the middle of the 19th ceotory and 
removed to Lunawara three centariee later. In the middle of the serecteeDth 
century Virpur wee wrested from them by the Balasinor family, but tbe conquest 
was never ci>inplete> and both Cbiefa levied revenue and exercised jurisdiotion 
in certain villages, Lnnawara poying a tnbute of Uupeea 9,46S'8 to 
Balasinor. In 1862, on tlie ti’ansfercrf Balaeinor to the Rewa Kaotha Agency 
from tbe Collectorate of Kaira, the pargana was placed under attachment, 
both Chiefs being allowed to make their own arrangements under sapervieioo, 
while junsdietion, civil and orimlnah was to be exercised by the Balasinor 
oSjciale. 

In 1868 ndvautage woe taken of Lnnawara being under British manage* 
ment to settle the question. It was found that daring the preceding tnelve 
years Balasinor had received Rnpeos 1,66,169, while Lunawara bud only re¬ 
ceived Rnpeea 98,999. It was thei^fore determined, ia preference to a rate¬ 
able division of the laud between tbe States, to make over tho pargana to 
Balasinor, ou the conditions that the Chief should remit the tiibute payable by 
Lunawaia, rellnqnish all claims to jurisdiction within Imnawara Umitl^'and 
accept, as compensation for any rights Which he might possess in Lnnawara 
villages, an anooal compensation to be fixed by Governmeut. He was also to 
respect all grants of land in Virpur made by Lnnawara and to purchase at a 
valuation any lands mortgaged by Lunawara to individuals. Landholders 
owing service to Lunawara were to continue to give that service under penalty 
of attachment and sale of tbeir lands, the proceeds beiug paid to Lunawara 
and tbe lands made over to Balasinor. 

TheBabi is entitled to various dues in the Esira Gollectomtc, amounting 
in the aggregate to Bupees 4,001 British currency. 

He also receives Baroda Bapees 891-10-9 on acconot of perquisites from 
the States of Eadana, Ba^amba, and Magoii. 

In 1890 a Sanad (No. CL) was conferred on the Nawab of Balasiuor, 
guaranteeing the snocession to bis family acoording to Muhammadan law, in 
the event of the failure of natural heiis.

The Nawab undertook to close hia stills and shops in tliose Tillages, and the 
GoTemment pay him Rupees 660 per suaam as oompensatioa on that account. 

The revenues of Balasinor are about Rupees 3,42,780, the popnlation 
c (1891) 68,249, and the area 189 square miles. The Nawab, who exercises 
eecoad class jniTsdiction, keeps up (1891) a force o£ 59 cavalry and 186 
infantry and police, with 8 field gnus. He leeeivea a salute of nine guus. 

6 . SUNTH. 

The ruling family in Suuth bcloogato tbe Puwar caste of Rajputs, and is 
believed to have come originally from Ujjain, to have settled aftei-wanla at 
Jhalor, and finally, about tbe thirteenth century, at Snnth. A QVeaty (No* 
CLl) was concUided with this State in 1808, hut it wos eubeequentiy 
dissolved by tbe policy of Lord Cornivallis, which was adverse to the system of 
alliances with the petty Raj pot Chiefs. The Chief of Suuth was included in 
the Engagement (No. CXLVIII) mediated between Sindhia and Luoawans 
and the payment of his tribute of Rupees 7,000, equivalent to Government 
Rupees 6,108-6*6, was guaranteed to Sindhia, on condition of the latter 
abstaining from all LaUrfsronce in the affaire of the State, It ie now paid to 
the Irtish Government under the ceseions of the treaty with Sindhia, dated the 
12 th Heoemher I860.* 

Sunth receives from the village of Goram, undei- Jbalor, one of the par* 
gaoas of tbePanch Mabals, Salim Sbahi Rupees 60, equivalent to Gorernment 
Rupees 88-8-7, as clianth. This sum was fixed in 1848 by the Political Agent 
in Rewa Kantha and the Aaeietant in Meywar, but no formal paper was drawn 
up. Suoth is also entitled to a sii’pao (sar-o-pa) of Government Rupees 80-8-S 
fixed by Sir J. Malcolm in A.D. 1319. 

For some years bad feeling existed between tbe Chief of Snnth and tbe 
Tbaknr of Kadaoa, who are both descended from a common ancestor, the for¬ 
mer claiming a right to interfere in tbe Thahur's oboiee of au heir, principally 
on tbe ground tbat Kadaua was a feudatory of Sunth and had nlwaya owed 
fealty to tbe Chief of that State. The evidence adduced by tbe Raja was in¬ 
conclusive, and in 1871 tbe Bombay Govern in ent declared Kadana to be inde- 
peodent of Sunth. 


Soe Voloao 1V, SI. 
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Tbe late Cb)ef> Bhatvan Sin^b, died without isaue ie 1873, leaviog, a$ it 
was alleged, a will, by which be desigoated Pritbi Singh, one of hisBbayad, aa 
hie aucceasor. Enquiry showed that the alleged will could not be regarded as 
a recoid of tbe wiabea and intentions vf the late Chief, and that Prithi Siogh 
was neither a fit person nor the nearest of kin. As the British Qoyermueat 
was desiiouB that tbe State should he oouticued in the peison of some fit suc¬ 
cessor, tbe widow of the late Chief was allowed to select one fiom amougat 
the collaterals. Her choice fell upon Partah Singh, and was confirmed by tbe 
Britiab (ioveromeut. Nazarana of a year's reeenne was levied from Suntb. 
Tbe present Chief la 80 yeaia of age. The right of adoption was conferred on 
the B.^ja in U80 (No. XC). 

The area of Sunth is 804 square miles, the population (1891)74,388, 
and tbe revenue Bnpeea 1,17,700. The military force of the State oonsista 
(1891) of 3 field and 2 other guns, 105 cavalry, and 313 infantry and poHoe. 
The Chief receives a salute of 9 guns. 

7. PETTY CHIEFS. 

The province of Bewa Kantba is iuhahrtcd fov tbe most part by Bhils) 
Mewasis aud other turbulotit tribisi. With these tribes, which are subject to 
Kujpipla aud the Gockwar, and also with those in Sindbia's Panob Mahals, 
agreements were made between the years 1833 and I S3 6 with a yiew to the 
settlement of the country. The nature of these engagements. will be 
sulflcieutly apparent fiom the specimens given (Nos. CLII to CLV). The 
jcrisdictionary powers of the petty Chiefs vary considerably, aud the olassili- 
cation introduced into Satbiawar or tbe Malti Xanthn has not yet been 
applied to them. Bhadavva, Umetha, and three other Chiefs were 
originally iucloded in the Mabi Xantha settlemeut, and were transferred to 
Rewa Kantba in 1837. Sindhians Punch Mahals were ceded to the Biitish 
Govei’ument by the treaty of 13th December IbfiO, and attached for a time to 
the Kaira Collectorate. They now form a eeparate distinct charge, to which 
the Political Agency of Rewa Xautlia is attached.. In 1889 and 1890 tbe 
Government of India exempted from payment of nasarana many small estates 
baviog DO jiirisdiotooal powers. 

In 1893 tbe Thakurs of Bhadarva and Umetha and about fifty other 
petty Chiefs entered into arrangements by which they transferred tbe manega* 
moot of abkari in their estates in returti for pecuniary corapensatioo.

700, if, on enquiry, the demand wove just. This arrear to be paid by instal- 
ments, of which the dates will^ fixed hereafter. The period of liquidation 
not, however, to exceed two years.

To future, if any dispute arbes with auy 
one regarding money transactions, we will petition tbe government, and act 
according to ite order respecting the same ; we will not directly make any 
dispute in futnre with tbe inbabitante of the villages, and not take more than 
that awarded to txs by tbe goveroment arrangement, nor will we eacse expense 
to fall upon any village ourselves direct. 

AUTICLfe 5. 

We will restore whatever villages and lands, situated in tbe diatrietsof 
government or in those of the talookdars, we may be found to have unjustly 
pceseised ourselves of, when governmeot gives an order to that effect lu 
future, we will not, without tbe permiesion of government, either take on 
mortgage, hoy» or receive as a gift, villages, lands, Fueeeta, or Qeeras, from 
any one. 

Anncix 6. 

We will net associate with rebels and distorhersof the public peace of 
the districts of the Guikwar aod the Hooourahle Company, of Rajpeepla, 
and tbs other taloekdarsj we will not afford them an asylum, or permit any 
one to harbour them iu our villages, or give them food, or aUow any one to 
do so. If we are able, we will seize and deliver them over to tbe ouetody of 
governmeot. If it is proved that we do associate with py person of the 
above description, we will become answerable for the claims upon him, and 
for a fine for doing so; if any robber is traced to cor villages, we will carry 
on tbe trace to the next village, aod establish the same upon it, otherwise 
we will produce the criminal and restore the property etoleo. 

A&TIOLS 7. 

To satisfy government for the due performance of the above-written 
Articlee, Bajee Ihumee agrees to reside at Baroda for a period of five ye^s 
from this date, living upon bis own means { if it appears Co the ^tisfact^ou 
of government, in tbe coatee of five years, that we act in conformity to the 
above-writben agreement, and no mfringement e£ tbe same occurs, then 
whatever orders government may issue regarding releasing the hostage will 
be obeyed by us. 1 & conformity to Ibis writing he will remain as a hostage. 
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In thia manner seveo Ai*ticl^ of agreement have been written. If aoy 
infraction of tke eame t^ee place from this iime^ vheterer pnoiebment 
govern meat may nwurd we will agree to. For tliia agreement oar Wntun

Sabeb Kban, of Veejeria, are counter-securitiee for tbe same« la conformity 
with wbatia written above they will act and canee us to act; they will ba 
answerable for claims apon us, and cause ue also to be so.

Teaitslation of a MBMOEJjroijM from tlie GtriKWAR Govern¬ 
ment, being arrangemeats for the Settlement of the 
Mbwassees of the Eewa Kanta; without date. 

I. The following is the list of the Mewasiee semiodarB in the districts 

1. The pergannah of Sin ore coti tains Shanore and the three Mandwa 
towns, Mandwa, Nundnrria, &ud half the town of Cbanode. 

2. The pergnnoah of Sanckaira, Naswary, having twelve towns and fonr 
villages dependant, and Augur, consisting of Augur and Seesana, 

S. The pergannah of Tillnckwana, containing nine towns, as shown in 
the Statemeot of the Kamavisdars TVujareea Oocbad, CUuveyawar, Piilsam, 
Para, Beelooria, NulUa, Balodra, Seeral. 

4. Tbe pergunnah of Sowley. No statement baa been sent by the 
Karoavisdar of ^is district of the aemindars or Mewaesse villages; therefore, 
when the retain shall be made, tbe zemindar and Mewaasee villages tUerem 
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efcaU b© iDcluded io tbe arraDgements, to be controUed in confomitjr to the 
fire followiag Articles. 

5. The ten Geerasia rilligee termed Dee Gaacoi 

For the above-mentioned tillages belonging to Mswaasee temindan, or 
if on enquiry others sbonld be found which hare been overlooked, that is to 
say, for all viil^as that from any diaUst period have paid fixed revennes 
tbroogh the zemindart, the foUowiDg Articles are agreed to for the iaveetiga- 
tion of their rights and their better government— 

Abticls 1. 

la whatever town shall be found Talput and Waanta lands, and from any 
remote period the fixed revenue has been paid through the medium of the 
jsznindar, it is to be understood that, from the cironmstancs of then being 
Tulpnt hmd, the town belongs to goveromsot. 


Aeticlb 2. 

If io any town Tolput land sball be found which the xemindare have 
united from any remote period with Waanta lands, and the rsvennss for past 
geoentioDf have been paid in one sum, snob towns are to remain in possession 
of Mewassees, anf the settlement of fntuie revenue to be mue in the 
preeeot moestigations. 

Aatiou 8. 

In such towne as have been let on farme by kamavisdars to semindarsj 
and retained by them without their bavbg any just right to the same, and 
the fixed ravenose paid by the zemindars as fixed by the kamavisdars, each 
towns are not to belong to the Geeiaeias, bnt to government. 

AancM 4, 

If any town bss been from a very remote period m possession of a 
zemiodar, and such town held by bis anceatore or other Qeerasias, then, in 
consequence of sack long possession, he shall he coDfirmed therein, and the 
settlement of the fntore revenue to be made in the present investigatioa. 


Abticia 5. 

If in any town the zemindar shall possese Waanta lands, and hold also 
Tolpot lands by grants of forty or fifty years* standing, or by giants from 
former goveroments, by the pradnetion of such grants the town shall remain 
in possession of the Mewassse, and the settlement of future revenue to be 
made in the present investigation. 

In ibis manner is the revenue of the Kewaesee zemindars to be adjusted, 
bnt the half of Ohanode now consigoed by government to the charge of a 
kamavisdsr is to remain as at present* 
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Id sebtUng the Tevenne from the l^ewawee villages, sa average of the 
last ten years, iodudiog kbnrajat, babtees, &c., must be fixed for a perpetoa] 
tribcte, Sut in forming the ten years' average, no year of famine or inraeioa 
must be reckoned, for, if they be, it cannot be expected that in fntnre years 
of calamity a reduction can be consented to j is this manner the agent is to 
make the eettlement in comnuDication with goTeinment. 

When any semindar is completely imporertshed, then, is commanication 
with government, a five years' agreement is to be made with him, commenc¬ 
ing with emaller payments anited to hia mease nntil the fifth year, when the 
lawful tribute is to be paid. 

If, however, any temindar is so situated ae that his afiaira cannot be oom- 
prehended under either of the above provisions, then the agent, incommaoica- 
tion with goyernment, shall make the best arrangements that ciroomataoees 
will admit, for a fixed perpetual rerenue for the fat\Lre. 

The following is the manner in which, in conformity to the settlement 
the Hewaesee zemindars of the several peigunnahs shall yearly give security 
to the kamavisdars of the same to pay the revenue withont any reduction 

fsf.^Tbe Tbakore towns belonging to respectable zemindars, Wnjeery, 
8 bore, Mandwa, Angnr, Nuswary, Palsone, and Dus Gaum, total ssveu towns, 
and any other place held by any respectable Thakore, shall pay reveone as 
fixed by the present settlement through the medinm of the Eesident, year 
by year, to the kamavisdar. 

The smaller Mewassee villages must pay their reveuue as fixed by 
the present settlemeats to the kamavisdar, and if auy one delay paynenta, 
the kamavisdar is to make it known to the agent and raise the money in 
commnnication with him. 

2. The following are the Articles of arrangements to be entered bto 
with the Mewassees:— 

A. Wbaterer claim 'the semindars may have on their respective villages* 
under tiie several heads of Geeras or Waanta or Dahu or Protection Money 
(Rnkkapo), shall continue to be paid by government as they are now estab- 
listed I they shall not bo add^ to, and if any old or irivolons claims are 
advanced, if they are founded on precedents within the last years, they are to be 
admitted for investigation, and the agent giving them due examination shall 
decide upon them •, but if the claim be of anterior date to ten years, govern- 
nent is not to be required to answer them, and in whatever village the 
zemindar receives protection money, he is to protect it, and if the village 
snstain injury he is Co make go^ the loss according to Che local customs m 
anch oases. 

B. Arrangements for the protection of the villages in the districts 
from Mewassee Geeraasiaa. 


* For farther aieuaMS tskea fhr the prctsoUoa thwe guirantce^ rigbts mv BstcxU. 
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a. No Mewaesee 2 «mlndar eliall afford pToteclion to plunderers or rob* 
bers, and if tbievee beloo^ing to any semiBdar’a viila^ commit depredations 
or outrages in tbe distnota, and bsa be thereby sustained, then tbe zemindar 
guilty of having aheltered them shall make good the losses so sustained 
erasable to the cuatoca of the country, unless he csb prove that the thieves 
have passed on beyond his lands j if he cannot do this he must make good 
the loss. 

1. The earns at present paid under the denomination of Gesras are to be 
eontlnued at the present rates; no extortion or violence to be practised on the 
ryots on tiist account, ttd reparation will be enforced for injuries if any injury 
be dose to the ryote. 

e. Id whatever towns belonging to zemindars any Geerasias may have 
fixed their residence, it is optional with them to remain and enjoy their rights 
lit present enjoyed, euob as Geeras, Ranwutteea^ ‘Weechan, and Posita, but 
they are not under these pretexts to advance additional demands or give vexa¬ 
tion or alarm to the villsgeej and if any injury be done by tWm to aoy 
village, ttie zemindar who protects them will be compelled to make good tiie 
same and to deliver np the peraone of the offenders. 

d. The Mewaseee Geerasias having hitherto been constantly in the 
practice ol carrying on piivate wars one with another, this is to be <3'6Con« 
tinned, and the iojaries to the peaceable villages ooneeqnent on such hostuitoes 
are not to be allowed j bo infringement of pablic peace will be permitted to 
pase with impunity. 

«. li people of disorderly habits belonging to zemindars’ village enter 
peaceable villages for purposes of depi'Cdation and any affray ensoe, and any or 
Ue offenders fall, Che vill^w aw not answerable for wbat is done in self- 
defeooe, and no oompsDBation to be demanded from them, 

/. The zemindars in tiieir respective villages are iadepen^nt to enter¬ 
tain or disoharge Rajpoot Koollcs or others, or give them Posita lauds or 
monthly pay, or to invite settlers into their village* 3 bnt if they disct^rge 
people of disorderly habits, their being let loose on the country may be in jn- 
1 ions to the peaceable districts; such people, the^re, pisvioas lo being 
dischaiged, are to be bound over coder double security to good behamur, and 
in case of this being omitted, and tlisir committing depredations, |eimn- 
dar, through whose neglect this befalls, will he made answerable for the 
conseqoenoes. 

8 . The limits of tiie several towns in the districts as now received are 
to be continued, and if at any time or in any place there should be boun^iy 
disputes betwixt the zemindar and government villoges, the olainis on 
sides are jto be mads known to the 4g«nt, who will settle them f 
eraminalaoii; but if they can by motual arbitration of Punchayet settle the 
dispute amicably, there will be no necessity for his interference in matters 
of this kind. No injury or opprsasion is to be allowed against the govern¬ 
ment villages, and if it sh^l aopear that the zemiudai’s have la any we 
encroached or appropriated laods belonging to government village during 

the last Jive or ten years, the encroachments are nob to be permitted, aoa 
clHuns or complaints are to be adjusted by tbe Agent. 
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4. 7he Teicicdare ah&U coatlcne in' oodisturbed pceseeeion of tbc 
Wannta rights they at prescnb enjoy m gCTcrcraeiit districts, oor su&r any 
moleetation on aoeount of oouoterK^laiiae of Tulpnt, etc., but vbatcvsr 
Tillages pay Waanta are to pay the eame to the oustomory amount 00 ) 7 , for 
Unde actually under the plough, and fees due to goyerameot from lands of 
that tenure are to be paid ae heretofore, and on all Waanta lands, whatever 

has been hitherto pud by the cultiTatiog tenants respectively shah coutinne 

to be paid add no increase permitted; and in case of Geeraeias incurring 
debts to iohalutante of government villages, or zemiodara dependent oa 
government, or mercbaats or others, and for the settlement of the eane, or 
as cocopensation for public oCeoces, shall assign their rights oF Waanta or 
the produce of Waanta or Geeras, such shall be condiined and no oppositioci 
offered to the arrangement. Precedents of former cnstome to be received as 
law, and if, on the other baud, government Eamavisdare or villagers have 
encroached on lands belonging to zemindars within the lak ten years, on 
their showing proofs of the eaxnCi the agent, in oommuDicatioQ with gavem< 
ment, is to restore the same; and if, in the manner above deecribu any 
zemindara shall have assigned over Geeras or Waanta rights to government 
ryots, and cause molestation to the present possessors, the agent is to examine 
into and decide on the claim. 

5. Tbs zemindars in their renective viltagee hold the government over 
the population of the same, hut if they are found gmlty of oppreeeion or 
injustice to respectable persons or Soueare or Brahmins, the same agreeable to 
custom is eobject to investigation and to be settled. 

6 . Whenever the royal retinue of this government proceeds for reU> 
gious ceremonies to the banks of the Nerbudda, the customary tribute 
(nuzeraoa) and prepsrstions are to be expected from the sensindars, bat it 
any are impoverished, government will take it into conaideratiou and 
demand less. 

7. The zemindars are not in fotore to be allowed to obtain lands 
without approbation of government under the different denominations of 
Wcechan or Posita or any other term: the Mewassee Geeraslae are a tur¬ 
bulent race, and tbeix increaea is to be deprecated; this is to be made known 
on the part of government to the villsgee. 

8 . The zemindars are independent in their ssverel villages, respsofc* 
ing Brahmins, Bhats, and other leligloos mendicants as to tbsir Posita or 
alms to givo or withhold the same, bnt they are not to deprive them of any 
ancient posseaslon bestowed for charitable purposes. 

9. Snndry Brahmins and other traders in Chanode are woni to send 
wood-cutters to the hills to out timber, which is brought down tbs Kerbndda 
in rafts j on this timber the Mowassees are to levy no more then tb^ custom¬ 
ary duties, for if additional duties were put on. the timber could not be 
brought, and injury woold accrue to this government; therefore the hfewassce 
zemindars are to be warned on this head. 

10. The jummabundee dnes levied every alternate year by the Bewa 
Kantft Moolookgeree, inolnding Bhuiajat Babtees (ext:^ levies) of every 
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daacriptioD, are to be fixed in perpetoity upon thoae by whom they have 
hitherto been paid. Reepecbing these, written proofs shall be separably 
luroiebed. 

IK H any Mewaesee zemindar, being without ofEspnus, wishes to* 
adopt a child a# his heir, he may do » according to law estabJjehed, paying 
the customary fees to govemment, and when auy zemiudar dies, his beir, near 
or remote in reUtionemp, may succeed, as has hitherto been the custom, tb^ 
same bring duly made known to gorenmieot. 

12. The district of the pergnunah of Sowlee is given to Moec 
Umeenul Peen tiossun Ebau as his jaghire for his lUsaUah, and the per- 
gunnah of Tilluckwara to Bam Rao Auajee as his jaghire for his Papb, both 
iistricU being thus aseigned to spedal purposes by goreromeDt in Doomaia; 
in ease the jagbiredara may show ths wish to exchange tbsir districts in con- 
sequence of the atrangemeuts, etc., with the Mewassecs being in future to 
be transacted through the Agent, ftis will not be attended to : the rcspeotabte 
zetDiudsis are to pay thar tribute through the Resident to these jaghiredars,. 
aod the inferior Mewassec vilUgee to pay tbeiis as already provided for.

We, of our free will and iu perfect possession of cur faculties, bat4

ren and relations, on all inbabltaots or persons bearing arms, residing within 
the jampla or gates of the village or villages baloeging to us, or outside in 
its (or thrir) suburbs usually designated Mowada, Wars or Was, to wit

We will confloct ourselves as peaceable ryote, obeerviug respect to the 
(tJmal) authority cf the Siroar (goTernment) which has hitherto been estah- 
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iisbed over the above'meatioued village or villages, or lands asder onr 
moDagemeot, aod pajing iq)p1i<»t obediegca to its (the government's) orders. 
'Whatever settlement the Sabeb (or Agent) may make of the jnmmabundee, 
babtses, ghasdaoa, or other jost claims hitherto paid b;^ ns to the govern meat, 
tve will agree to ibe same, and in conformity t^eto paj the amount year by 

S eor. We will, moreover, pay annually whatever Dlian (taxes) it may bare 
pen ibe anoient custom to levy on Ooparwuiia land (sitnatad in other 
villages) onltivated by us, or any 8a1ainee wUch may be due npon our Waanta 
or other lands. We will also pay (huckdaron buck) the rights of individu^ 
according to ancient enetom. 

Aai'tCLs 2. 

We wiki reside in the oonntry belonging to the government after the 
manner o£ lyots, carrying ou eocb his own proper trade or oooupation and 
cultivating the soil. We will not live In enmity> or enter into any dispute, or 
commit any breach of the peace with any one residing in the dietriots belong¬ 
ing to government, to any lalookdar or aemindar j neither will we quarrel nor 
make dispntes with one aiiother. We will pay implicit obedience to. the 
orders we may receive from those Than as (detachment of troops) of govern¬ 
ment which are at present or may hereafter be established. 

Amicl# $. 

We will fumieb to the Agent a detailed acccnnt of all out just and 
ancient rights, Oeeree, Waanta, Dban, and Knkhoopa dues, as well as of any 
claims we may possess upon any person or persona residing in the districla 
belonging to government, to any taloolcdar,cr xemindar, epecifying the place 
or places from whence they may be due. We stipulate for onrselves and 
brethren and descendants in perpetuity to abide by whatever settlement tbe 
Agent may make of euoh of these as on invest igation may ^pear to be 
founded on equity } whatever proportion (of these rights) tbe Oovemment 
may grant to ns we will thankfully receive. If at any time a bonnd&ry dfs- 
puts eball arise between ue and any one, we will make the same known to the 
Agent, and abide by any settlement of (he same which to him seem 
go^ and equitable. 

AatiCLB 4. 

If we have obtained possession of any village or land or Oeeras by 
advancing money on loan, we will abide by any settlement wbiob tbe govern* 
ment may prescribe for the liquidation of such portion of such debt as on 
inquiry may be found to be justly due. We renounce all claim to such 
villages, lands or Oeeras, and will not enter into any direct discussion or 
dispute with ibeir inbabitauts or proprietors. If any dispute shall hereafter 
arise in onr dealings and transactione with any one, we will make government 
acquainted with the same, aud ocusent to abide by whatever settlement 
it may mediate. We will not enter into any direot disputes with tbe 
viliters, nor demand more from them than tbe award of government ueitber 
will we cause any extra expense to fall on any village.

H it eliould b4 nadd knowL to ^OTeroment that bavo unjuetl? pos-

we will not poseess otuaelves of or reoeive aoj written deeds making over 
to nfl by sale, by mortgage, or by gift) &xij village or land or Poeita or Geeme 
without obtaioing the previous eanotlou oi goverument.

We will not associate with crimloale (Apradee) or outlaws (Bharwutteas) 
from any of the distreta belonging to the government, or to any talookdar, 

01 zeminii > we will not afiord au esyltun to any cobber or disturber of the 
pablio peace, nor will we permit any one belonging to our village or villages 
to do so. We will neither oureelves give them ^od or a re^ng*place, nor 
allow any one to do so. If perobance any pmons of this deGoription fall into 
our power, we will seize and deliver thorn over to the custody of govem- 
meot. If we are proved to hold intercourse with tbem, we bold ouinelvse 
respon^ble for tbeir persona and orinesj and liable to such fines as may be 
imposed on us. If thieves be traced mto our villagee or witbiu our boaod' 
aiies, we will carry on the trace to another villas and establish the theft 
on it; otberwise we will prodnes the thieves and cause restitution ot the 
property stolen to be made. We will neither associate with thieves nor onr« 
selves commit theft. If any robbery or misdemeanour committed by sny 
other village comes to our knowledge, we will immediately inform govern* 
meat of the same, or on failure of doing so answer for the omission aud be 
subjected to a fine. If perchance any one belonging to our villose proceed 
(with the intention to commit theft or auy other orime) to any village beloup 
ing to government, to any talookdar, or zemindar, we wifi answer for the 
same; and abould be be caught in the f^t and happen to be slain, werenounee , 
the oleim called Runwutteea (blood-money) on that village, and will neither 
ourselves make it nor permit any one to do so. 

AniiOLi 7. 

Should the Geerae, EnnwuUeea, Wuebau, or Posita rigbte of any 
Oeerasia, who may be ucw residiog or may hereafter come to reelde in our 
villages he interfered with, or prohibited by any one, we will represent his 
case to tbe goveromeot, and prevent his making any direct disturbauee on 
the subject. If we fall to do so aud any injury ensues, we bold ourselves 
responsible for the same, or to deliver up tbe Geeneia offending into tbe 
hands of govemment. We will also make such armngements with all 
Eajpoota and Eoolese who are now or may herearter be in enr employ as 
will prevent ^em making any distorbanoe in any place, under pretence of 
any claima they may have on us, so long ne they may continne in and afNr 
tbeir disoba^e from our service, otherwise we wUl be responsible for the 
coaseqneuoefi.

Sbonld we have appropriated aLy of our hereditary Unde, or property, 
or copareener'e share, Oeeras, Waanta, or Pcsita righte, either in liqaiaaQOE 
of debts in Ruowtitteea or by free gift, we promise uct to resume such 
(assigoed) without proTiously eomiog to a fair settlement of that debt, or 
mt^ing a fair exchan^ Ws bind ourselTee not to interfere with or trench 
opoD snch Geeras or Aujda (provision or aasigoment), bods, etc., which may, 
in conformity to ancieot custom, belong to oor brethren or other persons, fn 
thb respect we will make no change, but should any dispute arise is either of 
the above cases, we will represent ^ aazne to the Agent and will conform to 
and abide by auy orders we may receive on the subject consonant with jnstioe. 
We will not, moreover, injure or oppress unjustly any reepeotable bankem, 
Brahmins, or poor persons who reside in onr villages. 


Aeticlb 9. 

We will not in any way molest merchants or travsUera frequenting the 
country, hut will efficiently preserve and keep iba peace of the highway. 
Should any injnry be sustdned (by them) within onr Units, we will prodoce 
the person or persons who occa»oned it or be responsible for the same. We 
promise not to levy more Ouddhaee, or other dues, from merob acts than 
those which are sanctioned ^ lou^ and aodeot usage. On this point we will 
not enter into any farther discussion hereafter. 

• Aeticle 10. 

We will afford protection to auy person dependant on or in the service 
of government or to any detachments of government troops ^Serinjam) who 
may halt within cur limits, and will furnish goidee to escort them in safety 
beyond our boundaries. In this matter we will not fail to act in conformity 
with the custom of the country (Moolk Sirishta). 

Aeticle 11. 

We will discharge any Sebundy, wLetber of horse or foot, Scindiaos, 
Arabs, Mukratices, orlSirdesees who may at present be in onr employ, and 
will not hereafter eatertaio in our service any saoh descriptions of foreign 
mercenariee, either of horse or foot, nor will ws permit any ooe to do ao. 
If from this time it is proved that we act contrary to this stipulation, we bold 
onrselvcs responsible for doing so and liable to be fined, or to undergo any 
other punishment the Qovemment may inflict.

ScTBsr&NCB of a Daipc of aa Agebememt propose*! to tlie 
Peishwa's GoTemment by Mr. Elpeiestonb on tbe 15th 
March 18(5. 

It WM formerly Mrtoraary for the tribole of Kattyrrar and Mabee 
Jiaota to bfl colldoted by the Pejahwa and the Guikwar by sendiag forces into 
the province. Thii meihod was found inoouvenjent, because the expense of 
the oriMament tma a deduction from the tribute, and also because the K^tees 
being kept in a state of constant bostihty by this system, con tin a ally reta* 
hated by incurswus into the pailB of Guaerat bsloaging to the liuhratta 
State. To remove tbeee evils, the Gnikwar (being at that lime Sirsoobehdar 
of Abmedabad) resolved, on bis own part and that of the Peishwa, to effect 
a permaueut settlement by which the presence of troops should be no longer 
neewary. The British Government also resolved to eoacur in effeoting^is 
settlement, as well with a view to eupport its allies, the Peiehwa and the 
Goikwar, as to secure its own dominions in Gaserat from the irregqiarities 
produced by the former state of things in Kattywar, Accordingly, in the 
year 1807, Sumwut 1863, a force of the Honootable Company’s, with a bodv 
of horse of the Guikwar's, was sent into Katty war, and engagements were 
concluded with the Cbiefe of that country by the Gnikwar's ministers, under 
the goarantee of the Honourable Company, the good effects of which have 
ever since been felt, Similar aitangemeats were afterwards made on the 
eame principles la Mabee Santa, Hie Highness the Peishwa having since 
resunud the farm of Ahmedabad from the Guik war, it becomes neceroy to 
draw up a memorandum of the course to be hereafter pursned. ^ 

Axticla 1. 

The Honourable East India Company, having taken eeonrity for the pay¬ 
ment of the tribute during the first teu years, engages, in case of failure by 
the Chiefs, to procure the payment of the tribute to His Highness the 
Peishwa from tbeir securities until the end of the ten years, the Psishwa 
engaging to abstain from all interference with the Chiefs, and promising 
sornpulously to respect the engagements guaranteed by the Honoutabte 
Company. 

Aaticls 2. 

The Chiefs shall send tbeir vakeels to Abmedabad to pay the Peiehwa'e 
share of the tribute, but no other elaim of any description shall be advanced 
by the Sireoobebdar, nor any authority exercised by him over the Chiefs or 
their ryote. 

d& 
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AXTICLS 3. 

If it aiall appear that there are any posts or lerts beloBgiiiff to Hli 
Hi^hoere the Peishwa in the Sattjwar and Mahee Santa, those sball be 
made over to His Highness, bot His Highceee ehell maintain no garrisons 
in t hem tehich are not abeolotely necessary for their oidinary defence^ and 
shall cot permit the garrisons to interfere with the people of the sumundiog 
ooontry. 

Aatioia 4. 

The Peiebwa’s tribute shall be paid at Ahmedabad, ngreeably to the ten 
years* settlement, and if the payment is interrupted, the British Government 
will proenre ita eompletioo, and His Highness shall not, within the said teu 
years, interfere in the smallest paitionlar with the Chiefs. If, after the ex¬ 
piration of that period, any Chief withhold his tribute, the Biitish Govern- 
meot Is no longer to be ooofidered anawevable for it, bat it will concur with 
the Peishwa and the Golkwar in endeavouring to procure security for the 
tribute as before, so that it coa^ be collected without expense. In the event 
of failure (in procuring security), the Goikwarand the Psishwa shall act In 
concert for tbs recovery of their tribute, and shall share the expense incorred 
in that opeiation; but as the British Government snd the Guikwar would 
suffer from any disord^ in Eattywar no less than the Peishwa, His Highness 
is to levy the tribute as at present fixed, and to make no additional demand; 
he is to esnd no troops into the country as loog as that tribute is faithfully 
discharged, and is to respect the ancieDt rights oi the Boomeeae as stated in 
the seperats engagemenU.

8;jestai 7C£ of a Deapt of an Aoebbuei^x proposed by the 
PsiSBWA'a GoTenunent on the 5tb of April, to be eubstituied 
for that presented by Mb. Elphivstokb. 

An annual tribute is due from the Boomeea zemindars of Eatty war to 
the Sircar and the Onikwar, to collect which the armies of both used annually 
to go into Eatty war and Mebee Ennta, in consequence of which, when Bhug- 
wunt Bao Ouikwar was Sirsoobehdar of Abmedabad, he detached the army 
of the Sircar along with that of the Guikwar into Eatty war and.Mahee 
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KMla, at which time (m the AraHc year 1207) the Boomeeaa represented to 
both, throagh the Honourable East lodia Company, that annual expeditions 
^ the Sircar's force and that of the Guilcwar mto Kattywar and Mahee 
Xante, for the purpose of colleoting* the tribute, was an oceaeion of permanent 
distreas to the Bootaeena, and that they were therefore ready to enter into 
engagements for the regular payment of their annual tribute daiing ten 
years, after the expiration of which period another eebtlement should be made 
without thar being exposed to the distresses of a military lucureion. On 
this rspreeenfation the Sircai's Officer in charge of Abmedabnd aud the 
Qnikwat considered that the collection of the tribute from Kattywar and 
Mabee Kauta required an aoDual moyement of the troops of both, whereby 
an expeose was incurred for the pjW of troops j and, moreoyer, that the 
countnes of both in the proviuce of (^zeiat suffered from the depredations 
of the Boomeeae, by which the onltiyation of the country was ohstructed, 
and they considered that, by entering into agreements with the Boomeeas, 
the tribute would be paid without the employment of troops, and the 
Boomeeas would be prerented distorbing the territories of the Sircav and the 
Guikwar, and the lands assigned to the pay of the Honourable Company’s 
battalions. In eonsideradou of these circumstances, they granted written 
terms to the Boomeeas for ten years (taking the security of the Honourable 
Euglieb Company for the payment of the revenne during that period), and 
accepted of written engagements on the part of the Boomeeas. 

At the expiration of the last Arabic year Ifili, seven years of the period 
engaged for bad expired, and during those seyen years the tribute was regularly 
paid, according to the egreement, to the Soobehdar of Abmedabad and the 
Ouikwur, through tbe Biitish Government, without the necessity of sending 
troops. In the present year the Siioar has lemoved Bhugwunt Rao Gnikwat 
from^ibe Soobeh of Atbmedabad, and has appointed Trimbuokjee Baioglia 
to the office: hut as bree yeara of the period fixed by the engagemente 
contracted by the Sircar's Officer and tbe duikwar are stiL nnexpiicd, and aa 
Mr. Elphinstono, the British Resident, represents that the engagements ongbt 
to be fulfilled by the Sircar, the following memorandum has been drawn up 
for the settlement of the remaining three years ot tbe period to which the 
engagements extend. 

A&TICLB I. 

Bhugwunt Rao Guikwar, the late farmer of the talooka of Abnsedabsd, 
18 to deliyer to tbe government tbe original papere containing the engage¬ 
ments of the Boomeeas, which be received tSrough tbe British when he 
granted written terme to the Boomeeas, and he is to account for any money 
which he may have collected as Uotust (secret bribes), Bnrbar Ehereh 
(avowed gratidcations), and the like, over and above the sums fixed by the 
engagements: tbe Boomeea zemindars are to come to Abmedabad, and to 
remain in adherence (Roodjooa) to the officer of the Sircar, and during tbe 
three years that tbe engagements are to remain in force, they are to pay, 
under the security of the English, the money agreed for in tbe engagements 
entered into with the zemindars; and, moreover, they are to pay, under the 
security of the English, tbe TJntust and Durbar Kheich (bribes and gratifies- 
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tions) wUioh tb«y may lave been in the habit of paying over aoi above 
(he moDdy fined by the engagements. 

A&TICLB 

Agents ou the part of the Boomeeaa aie to be permanently stationed 
with the Sircar's offioer at Abmedftbad, and bo pay the money engaged for, 
logether with the Untnet and Dnrbar Kheroh, etc., anno ally into the trea* 
snry at Ahmedabad, and io (»he receipts for the amount. Beyond that they 
are nob to be molested. I^ey are to conform to the pleasore of the Sxrcar, 

AftTTOLB S. 

Whatever foiia the Sircar may poasees in Katbywar and Mahee Kanta, 
are to be given up to it with fiieir stores, and garrisons are to remaio in them 
on the Sircar's part for their defence; but tbe garrisons are not to oppmee the 
lyote, and tbe Boomeeas are not to conduct themselves improperly towards 
the EiUehdar. 

Abticlb 4. 

It Las been requeeted that the andent practice of the Boomeeas, as 
stated in the separate eogageiaente, may be adhered to; accorfiagly, the 
BDcieot practice shall be enquired into, and after that is ascertained, orders 
nill be given aocordtogly.

Whenever disputes oocnr among the Boomeea zemindars of Eattywar
